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IS IT PEACE? 


DURING last week it seemed that nothing but a miracle could 
avert the terrible calamity of war. So near, in fact, did the inferno 
seem to be that in dread imagination the scorching of its fires could 
almost be felt. The dramatic intervention of the Prime MINISTER 
staved off the disaster, though even at the moment of writing, after 
a week’s hectic efforts on the part of the British Government, 
culminating in the Czech acceptance of the Anglo-French plan, 
peace Is not yet secure. While deeply thankful therefore for 
the deliverance that came to us in the moment of greatest anxiety, 
we must still pray and, in so far as it is within our power, work 
lor the definitive triumph of the peace-makers. We must preserve 
Steady nerves, and balanced minds which not only see the situation 
but see it whole, Above all, we must resolutely refuse to allow 
‘eason to be .dominated and deluded by emotion, however credit- 
able to our instincts and feelings such emotion may be. Nobody 
has yet fully estimated the horror of aerial war on these islands, 
waged On modern lines. Let us not forget that gruesome truth. 
We say here what we have said again and again in these columns, 
that war will Only hatch a fresh brood of grisly conflicts later on 
and that peace must remain the paramount aim of our thoughts 
and actions. 
ase ae ps aware that grave doubts are expressed by many in 
PP se oF the population as to whether a peace won at the price 
capitulation to force can be peace at all, or anything but an uneasy 


peer to a war in which Britain may have to fight for her life, 


PS with hardly a friend at her side. Oné need, as example, 
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do little more than cite the view of Viscount Cecit, who has 
warned us that “The Anglo-French proposals are avowedly a 
surrender to German threats and nothing else. If they go through, 
they will form a precedent disastrous to our interests and fatal to 
our honour. Civilisation itself may well depend on our decision 
now.’ Others point out that until HivLer started meddling with 
Czechoslovakia the Sudetens had no desire but to achieve their full 
rights peaceably and as partners within that State; that Herr 
HENEEIN, in October, 1933, told the Press: 


“ By identifying ourselves with the Czechoslovak State, we 
assent also to the fundamental idea of democracy, which 
guarantees equal rights of peoples, and we are firmly resolved to 
put into effect and Utilise all resources of democracy in order to 
reach a peaceful and profitable co-operation between the peoples 
of this State We assess the Czech people. whose destiny is 
inextricably bound up with ours in these territories, as a cultural 
nation equal in quality to all peoples in Central Europe.” (Our 
italics.) 

Then, it is recalled, there came the Nazis’ campaign to stir up 
Strife between German and Czech, not because their hearts bled 
for the Sudetens’ * sufferings’ "—far worse than the worst Sudeten 
suffering has been passed by in silence where the German minority in 
Italy was concerned—but in the interests of a ruthless expansionism 
and the destruction of the Czechs* and French alliances with 
the Soviet which stood in its way. It is pointed out that 
this campaign has been pursued with the high hand of 
brute force and with the same -te hnigue as in Austria; 
that it has scouted all arguments and concession; and the rule of 
intern tional law, as emb ded -n the Kelldgg Pact and the 
Arbi.ra ion Treaty with the Czechs, to toth of which Germany 
had solemnly set her hard ; ard that it has culmina ed ina demand 
to the Czechs backed by a milion and a half soldiers to yield or 
bz: smashed. To vield to t-ese methods, it is argued, would be 
to rufc ase only a temporary fe pite and in the meantime to 
demoralise the Democracies. It would add overwhelming force 
amon: them everywhere to the cliim s of N tional Socialism to be 
an irresistible system of government. And it must elevate Herr 
Hiiter in Germany to the status of a demigod, if not a “ god,’’ 
the infallible and irresponsible a titer cf European affairs. No 
one could have used more forcible words of warning than did Mr. 
WINSTON CHURCHILL las Wednesday. He described Anglo- 
French policy as “‘a complete surrender by the Westera 
democracies to the Naz: threat of force” which would “ not 
bring peace or safety to Great Britain and France, but which 
would, on the contrary,.bring both coantries into a position of 
ever-increasing weakness and danger.” 

All who havé fairly studied the present menacing problems must 
be acutely sensi ive to these warnings. But before members of 
the public blame the Prime Minister or clamtour for war, we beg 
them most earnestly to consider one aspect of this appalling crisis. 
It is that few of us know anything of the grim facts that lie behind 
the action of the two Western Governments. Is it conceivable 
that Mr. CHAMBERLAIN is not aware of the portentous considera- 
tions which the doubters press on our attention? Would he, the 
Prime Min ster of a Great Power, have taken the unparalleled step 
of flying to Herr Hitter’s home to ask him almost like the 
envcy of a beaten people fv r his peace terms—Democracy's Sedan 
without the firing of a shot—if the weightiest considerations had 
not impelled him with irresistible force? And would the French 
Government have acquiesced in—or as some say urged—this 
procedure had it not been driven by the selfsame considerations ? 
Yet, if reports speak truly, the military and political facts of the 
situation were such that no other course remained open. It ts 
infinitely tragic. But it would not have helped the Czechs, 
intensely as all civilised men must sympa hise with them, or the 
democratic cause in the least if the British Empire had risked 
breaking itself in a vain attempt to achieve the virtually imposs- 
ible task of defending the Czech frontiers. 

Let one more important fact be remembered. We are not con- 
fronted at this moment with abject surrender and nothing more. 
The precise terms of the Anglo-French Plan have not yet been 
officially given to the world. But in the official communique in 
which the plan was announced appeared this tremendously 
significant sentence : 

The two Governments hope that thereafter it would be possible 
to consider a more general settlement in “the interests of 
European peace.” 

If this general settlement should fail, there can be no doubt 
that the prospect would be bleak indeed. But if it be 


reached, if it should be governed in the search for an endur- 
all-round justice, 


ing peace by considerations of racial, 
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political, and economic, guaranteed by universal disarmament, and 
if it should restore, if only for some prolonged period, the reign 
of law and friendly discussion, which has so long been brushed 
aside by some nations in favour of force and dictation, might not 
a precious interlude be given in which the moral forces of the 
world, including Germany, could recuperate? And might not the 
fears which the doubters express be dissipated in this new Europe, 
the nations turn to the path of peaceful progress, and victory for 
the moral law, including just and reasonable treatment for 
all minorities, Jewish and non-Jewish alike, be snatched out of 
the very jaws of defeat? This hope will be in the thoughts 
of Jews in all parts of the world in the solemn hours of the New 
4 Year, and they will turn from the darkness of the present days 
in prayer and in faith that the shadow of dest: uction may not 
engulf humanity, and that justice, truth, and righteousnes; will not 
in the end perish from the earth.

NOTES OF THE WEEK 


SIGNOR MUSSOLINI EXPLAINS 

Tue Duce’s speech at Trieste, last Sunday, provided, in due cours:, 
the so-called explanation of why he had suddenly adopted the anti- 
Jewish cult for which he had so often expressed coitempt. The change, 
he said, was brought about by the attitude of world Jewry, “ which 
for sixteen years had shown itself an implacable enemy to Fascism.” 
This statement must leave all well-informed observers puzzled. ““World 
Jewry” is a mere question-bzgging phrase. It does not imply, in 
actual fact, the existence of a compact, organised body of peonle 
speaking with one voice on Fascism or on any other “ism” or regim:? 
or policy. There is, indeed, no question on which the Jewries of the 
world (a fairer and léss mischievous phrase) can be said to hold a 
common view, unless it bz on the wickedness of racialist persecution. 
It is consequently difficult to understand where th: Duce gets his idea 
of some world-Jewish attitude to Fascism. In this country the Jewish 
leaders have always studiously absiained from attacking Fascism or 
any other system of government as a political creed, and one of the 
most prominent of them once went the length of declaring that he was 
almost a Fascist himself. In Italy, as nobody knows better than 
Mussolini, Jews have been found in responsible positions in th: Fascist 
organisation, and we have never heard that they’ betrayed their trust. 
In any case, andeven if it were tru: that “world Jewry” was “an 
implacable enemy of Fascism,” it would surely be an amazing apph- 
cation of the “scapegoat’’ method that the loyal Italian Jews should 
be punished on that account. 


A PROMISE WITH AN “IF” 


PERHAPS because he has belatedly awakened to this fact. the Duce now 
states that the Italian Jews“ who have undoubted merits ” (according to 
repoit) should meet with understanding and justice. One would not 
Suspect the existence of such merits, judged by the ravings of the con- 
trolled Italian press. Still, like Warren Hastings, who declared himself 
astonished at his own mod:?ration, Mussolini foretells that perhaps in 
the end, the worid will be more astonished at his generosity than at 
his severity. It is gratifying to hear that Italy does not intend to go 
Streicher, and particularly that the opinion of the world should b: 
deemed worthy of mention. Waat the promise of justice behoves 
in actual practice we must wait to sez. It may amount to nothing 
but mitigations which will still leave the old-established and 
distinguished Italian Jewry as second-class citizens (for their 
foreign-born coreligionists, many of them settled in the country 
for a large number of years, only “separation” is held out). But 
even the promised “ generosity “ is conditioned by an “ if.” It will only 
be offered “ provided the Jews beyond the frontiers, and those who 
have constituted themselves their friends and defenders, do not force 
us to change our minds.” 


As to this, Jews in various countries have no control over the 
opinions expressed by non-Jews in the press or in the pulpit. And, so 
bd far as they are themselves concerned, they have no alternative but to 
. regard a threat of what will happen to their co-religionists if they 
presume to criticise what they regard as injustice, as something which 
may be in the natural order of things in some countries, but which 
is, in Britain, neither practical politics nor admissible morals. 
Certainly, if the Duce is still intending, as THe TiMEs reports, to go 
on with his scheme for settling Jews in Abyssinia, then so long as 
his promised “justice” is partial rather than absolute, no Jew with 
any self-respect is likely to consider it. No Jew worthy of the name 
could freely sacrifice right at the bullying behests of might. 


CLOSE THE RANKS! 


It is more than ever urgent that a vigorous and sustained effort be 
made now to bring about unity in the Zionist ranks. The need for 
such a step was eloquently stressed by the Chief Rabbi of Palestine, 
Dr. Herzog, last week, and the necessity for it indeed leaps to the eye 
at this moment of danger when the whole future of the Yishuv is in 
dire jeopardy. Itis something in the nature of a disgrace that, with our 


too-often displayed fecklessness, the movement for unity has not Icng 
ago been carried to success. But events do not stand still, if Jews 
do. Wecannot afford any longer the luxuries of strife and division. 


No sincere Z onist can view the continuance of the present differences } 


with anything but dismay, if not with impatience and disgust. A: 
this moment, it is rumoured, a tentative agreement has been 
reached between the Z.O. and the N.Z.O. for co-operation in the 
defence of the Yishuv. .Tnat is an encouraging start. But the 
co-operation should now be extended, until it embraces the genera! 
field of Zionist work. It wou'd be nothing short of a = crimina! 
betrayal of Jewish interests if either points of prestige or amour 
propre were allowed to stand in the way. Let there b: anend of a! 
wretched squabbling. Palestine needs every aiom of the united 
Jewish strength, if it is to weather the present dangers. There 
is no lenger any excuse for delaying trank and friendly talk, 
between leaders of the two bodies concerned, on whom a very heavy, 
responsibility would fall if they did not now, without pettifogeing 
obstructionism, go to the uttermost limits in a woole-hearted attem> 
to substitute co.laboration, if not ultimate union, for the pres:nt trag 
chaos. 


COMFORTING THE ENEMY 

Ar the height of the present crisis, which has hung like a pall over the 
m'nds of all in this country, Sir Oswald Mosley has deemed it a prope: 
thing to rev.ve the stale fiction that Jews are fostering war. To an 
audience of 4,00) in the East End he deciared that it was the 
Labour Party which was dragging. Britain into war, at the 
instigation of “their masters, Jewish international finance,’ while 
another speaker roared “we fought and defeated Germany in a 
Bri.ish war—we'll not fight her again in a Jewish war.” Now. 
we have again and again exposed ti: falsity of this stupid 
balderdash. We have shown how Jews would, in common with 
others, and often more than others, reap only havoc and tears from a 
world conflagration--a_ conflagration, by the way, in which finance 
with whatever fanciful adjectives, would see all its property go up in 
smoke. Yet this wicked legend about Jewish war-mongering ts being 
trotted out during the present grave anxieties, and worked for all! its 
worth, with the result that, after the meeting referred to, hundre/s o! 
Mosley's followers marched through East End strests, assaulting Jews, 
smashing windows, and shouting “the Yids want war; we must ge! 
rid of the Yids.” 


We say nothing of the distress this miserable sort of thing mus! 
bring to Jews, many of whose relatives in the district traversed willing!y 
gave their serv ces and lives in their country’s caus? during the War. A 
no less serious consideration is that if there is one thing thata potentia’ 
enemy of this country would welcome, it would bz the spectacle o' 
domestic strife here. It was the Irish quarrel which was at least partly 
responsible for luring Germany into the Great War. Yet Sir Oswald 
Mosley has no compunction in stirring up strife at this critical juncture. 
It may wn him the applause of the simple and the ignorant. But tn 
the eyes of the general mass of the people it will be regarded as 4 
scandalous disservice to the country, for. whose vital interests the 
Fascist leader professes to be concerned—~a disservic> which should 
confirm once for.a!l the worst impression that the opponents of his 
movement have ever formed of its mischievous and dangerous qualitics.

year in and year out, is also to go by the board. The practice, in whic ’ 
the leaders of congregations tamely acquiesce, perhaps out of mistaken 
regard for precedent or the selfish feelings of those concerned, !8 
thoroughly devitalising. It entails the exclusion of the younger Mec", 
and is wholly out of tune with the despairing cries to the youth to 
take more interest in congregational affairs.

CHIEF RABBIS NEW YEAR MESSAGE 


‘* Our Faith in the God of Justice ” 


The Chief Rabbi, Dr. J. H. Hertz, has issued the following New 
Year message : 


A melancholy year is closing. Whether in Vienna or the Holy 
Land, in Spain or the Far East, its legacy is a further catastrophic 
decline in human va'ues and an appalling disregard of civilised 
standards. A typical instance: during the month of August, two 
hundred and fifty Jews were shot, flogged to death, or hounded to 
suicide in one Nazi concentration camp alone. . Such are the 
unholy works of a tyranny which is “a negation of God erected 
into a system of government,’ and has led a once great nation 
into the Outer Darkness. 

Mankind as a whole will not sink to the level of Germany. The 
response of thirty nations to President Roosevelt's plea for the 
refugees ; the denunciation by the Vatican of the new idolatry of 
race and blood ; the unwearied toil of our own beloved country 
for international peace are reassuring signs that freedom and 
humanity will not perish from the earth. Though we watch the 
Nazi poison infecting even such countries as Italy, whose. Jews 
have loyally served her for over two thousand years—we, the 
sons and daughters of Israel, shall allow neither bitterness nor 
exile nor deferred hope to crush our faith in the God of Justice 
and Lovingkindness, who makes every Reign of Violence pass 
like so much smoke from under the heavens of the Lord. In His 
hands is our cause. “ Come, and let us return unto the LORD: 
for He hath torn, and He will heal us; He hath smitten, and He 
will bind us up. Surely the LORD'S mercies are not consumed, 
surely His compassions fail not.”

Sin HARRY GRAUMANN (Capetown) 

The death occurred on Monday at Capetown, South Africa, of Sir 
Harry Graumann, a pioneer of the Rand, and for many years a 
member of the Union Parliament of South Africa. | 

Harry Graumann was born in London in 1868, and was the son of 
Mr. Emmanuel Graumann, of Brighton. At the age of sixteen. he 
set out to seek his fortune in South Africa. He became a broker, 
and subsequently a trader, and for a time travelled all over the 
country. The goldfields soon attracted him and he settled in Johannes- 
burg. He took an active part in the town’s municipal and business 
affairs. He was elected a member of the Sanitary Board, and became 
an Alderman. When he left the Rand for Capetown on the out- 
break of the South African War, so popular was he with Boer and 
Briton alike, that the Republican authorities declined to accept his 
aldermanic resignation. After the South African War, Graumann 
returned to Johannesburg, and in 1910 he was elected Mayor. From 
1915 to 1924 he represented a Rand constituency in the Union Pariia- 
ment, and in 1923 he was created a K.B.E. He published in 1935 a 
book of reminiscences, entitled “ Rand Riches and South Africa,” in 
which he claimed to have given Sir Abe Bailey his first chance in 
business at Barbeton. He also recorded the fact that he was present! 
at the laying of the foundation-stone of a Synagogue at Park Station, 
Johannesburg, when President Kruger declared the stone “ well and 
truly laid—in the name of Jesus Christ.” Sir Harry Graumann took 
little or no part in Jewish affairs.

fue approach of New Year's Day —“ The Day of Remembrance "has 
boon heralded by heavy thunder clouds. The world has stood with 
i nees all atremble, at the crossroads, wondering whether humanity, or 
a great part of it, was to take the blessed road to peace or the road 
‘hat descends to the unutterable hell of war.

.od women have knelt in prayer and wept at the imminence of disaster, 
vile their leaders groped frantically for escape from danger. It was

soe Jewish home I sensed the utter sadness and depression that held its 
dwellers during the peak of the crisis. and I beheld, too, the thrill of 
happ ness that Jews, like non-Jews, felt at the news of the Premier's 
peace flight, news which moved them almost to tears of joy when 
And it is. painful to. reflect 
‘hat even now, as I write, that vision of a war-free world may still be 
-cked. In these circumstances, one turns wistfully to the significance 
‘he great religious celebration which is presently to hold our thoughts, 
‘y rivalry with the compelling events of th: day, Rosh Hashana! It is 
the “ Day of Remembrance,” on which Jews and Jewesses enter their 
colemn Penitential season. It is the day on which, by tradition, Jews, 
individually and collectively, have examined their records in the year 
st c'osed, and by wont have reflected on the world’s conduct towards 
‘hem during the same period. This year it is “ Remembrance ™ filled 
with gloom and unhappiness. Every page of the year’s past history 
‘ells a tale of old oppression embittered, or new tyranny begun in lands 
where Israe! believed itself to “dwell securely.” I need not recapitulate 
here the all too famiilar past. The mind shrinks appalled from the 
mbre remembrance. Sufficient to say that the “empire of pride” 
bas encroached more and more on the realm of civilisation. The dead 
year. if it brought strife, massacre, and apparent moral deterioration 
to mankind in general, brought Jews in particular hardly anything but 
hatred and suffering and the threat of more such scourges to come. 


Sccu. in a few words, is the grim retrospect. Jews stand with the rest, 
and perhaps more than the rest, at the cross-roads. [he people whose 
ancient capital was Jerusalem——“ Possession of Peace’’—-and which gave 
ne World the vision of peace in its noblest and sublimest form, are 
-2d. together with many more of the nations, by engulfment in 
iin.of war, To the war which has cruelly, mercilessly, been made 
‘em in the past year, no one can say for certain whether even now 
'may not be added for them the horrors of international strife ' 


''\s Rosh Hashana no message to give which may help them and the 
¢ world in the agonising perplexities and anxieties which have 
‘aken them in these recent years? ‘All ye inhabitants of the

Year Service. Will the Shofar, when it is heard next week, carry

Siindly staggered towards unimaginable disaster? Think for one 
“omeatot what Rosh Hashana means. It proclaims traditionally, the

ling over this bit of fand and that, or this assumption of sovereignty or 
that, that there is a Great Spirit, and that He lives: that He is more

Supreme God who has created all things and all men, then all men 
are His children and are therefore brothers? Ina society of nations 
recognising these things, what room would there be for our strifes of 
to-day, and where the accursed human holocausts? Our disputes 
would be conducted by methods of mutual justice and sweet reason. 
The bombing of children—the children of our brothers —would be 
horror unthinkable, the use of poison gas a nightmare thought of minds 
bereft. The bestial theories of racialism, with their pride and their 
hate, would not possess the nations increasingly and debilitate their 
consciences. Jews, praying on the New Year to “our Father, 
our King,” would not still be entreating Him to frustrate the counsel 
of their enemies, and to remove ‘from them sword, captivity, and 
destruction. Instead, they and the rest of humanity would be singing 
gladsomely with the Psalmist: “ Behold how good and how pleasant it 
is for brethren to dwell together in unity!” But, alas, this sounds, in 
the presence of the world conditions of to-day, like some beatific dream 
of an impossible Utopia, from which the realities awake us with a start 
and a shudder. | 


Is it then, one asks, destined for ever to be nothing but a recurring 
dream? Are we doomed to abandon for ever all hope of the day 
when men shall beat their swords into plowshares and their spears 
into: pruning hooks, “when nation shall not lift up sword against 
nation, neither shall they learn war any more?” Tf dont 
believe it. Nor, L think, does mankind, in its innermost heart, believe 
it. For, if it did, if it really thought that wickedness had finally wen 
the battle with good, that the lights had at last and for ever gone out 


over the world, now abandoned to a godless and violent life, it would - 


rise in frantic revolt against its fate, refuse to perpetuate itself, and 
make of this abode of sin ahowling desolat.o1. This may be optimism. 
But only in optimism -ithe optimism which has sustained the Jewish 
people im its journey through hell-—1is there hoge. The very univer- 
sality and horror with which humanity has in these days recoiled from 
the edge of the war abyss shows that this optimism is. no 
idle and baseless illusion. But we have, all of us, and especially 
Jews, to get back to the message of Rosh Hashana. We have 
to preach untiringly the living and just-—God. We have, in the 
recently spoken words of H. |W. Austin, turning aside trom 
the lighter moments of sport, to appeal to the youth of the 
world to “ let their voice be heard in a call for the moral rearmament 
of the nations, and for their union together tm the spirit of sacrifice, 
understanding, and common action, under the guidance of God, Who 
is Father of all. Golden with poss bilities,” he writes,“ is the road 
that youth may travel on the one hand ; and dark with ruin ts the road 
on the other. Let us turn about, and w.th banners of honesty, 
purity, and. unselfishness held on .high, march shoulder to shoulder, 
comrades in a common cause, fighting for the creation of a new,a 
united, and a happy world.” 


ABOVE all. let us Jews, however dark the skies, go on repeating with 
undimmed courage, that noble Rosh Hashana prayer : 

* Now. therefore. O Lord our God, imzrose Thine awe upon all Thy 
works and Thy dread over all that Thou hast created, that all Thy 
works may fear Thee, and all creatures prostrate themselves before 
Thee. that they may all form one band to do Thy will with a perfect heart. 

Tuar that prayer will not remain, til the end, a vain one must surely 
be true, for otherwise our pilgrimage here below is meaningless and 
life an evil and tragic jest. Let us, then, each in our day, help to build 
the new world, even though it may not be given to us to complete the 
task and the trowel may fall from our lifeless hands. For we will 
pass with the serene and comforting consciousness that we have done 
our duty, according to the measure of our strength, our duty by God 
and by man.

ARAB GHAFFIRIM DISARMED 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM, September 18th] 


With the prospective arrival of another six battalions (including two 
cavalry squadrons) in Palestine, bringing the total military strength to 
five brigades or roughly 12,000 men, there is thought to be a strong 
likelihood of the proclamation of Martial Law or some other form of 
rigorous military control during the course of October. 

Apparently the authorities now realise the full gravity of the situation. 
C onditions in Palestine, after two and a half years of active revolt, are 
little short of desperate. It is amazing to what depths the position has 
been allowed to deteriorate. One reflection of this position has been 
the decision of Lloyds to quadruple the riots risk quotations from 22s. 
io &8s. per thousand, 

Numerous police stations have been closed down in various parts of 
‘he country, especially the southern district. A large number of railway 
stations have been set on fire and gutted. Travel on the highways. 
even in broad daylight and especially through the zone from Ramleh 
to Tel-Aviv, is unsafe. The railway service through the Judean hills 
between Jerusalem and Lydda junction has been suspended owing to 
trequent sabotage. | 

lhe alarm with which the Palestine Administration views the position 
may be gauged from the fact that a specially-detailed officer has been 
drawing up a list of all British non-Jewish officials, ascertaining their 
telephone numbers and whether they have cars, and informing them 
that they must be ready at short notice to pack essential belongings and 
evacuate their houses to take up residence at the King David Hotel or 
the Y.M.C.A. Hostel near by. No doubt similar measures to protect 
British officials are being taken in towns other than Jerusalem. 

One of the most interesting features of the. present situation is the 
incomprehensible attitude of the censors. News has been withheld 
trom the Press without any justification. The following stories are 
examples. The Jaffa police station armoury was raided, and fifteen 
rifles, six revolvers, and a large quantity of ammunition were stolen. 

During the assault by a large party of brigands on Beersheba, when the 
police station and Government offices were destroyed, seventy-five 
rifles, a Lewis gun, and 10,000 rounds of ammunition were taken—a 
respectable haul, 
Connivance at Thefts 


Brigands held up postmen between Gaza post office and railway 
tatton and stole over £1,000 in a registered letter addressed by the Gaza 
branch of Barclays Bank (D.C. and O.) to its Jerusalem head office. 
A little time ago, there was a similar theft of £2,000 sent in a registered 
envelope from Barclays Bank at Nablus to the head office. Presumably 
ihe Post Office is responsible for making good the loss, and it is 
difficult to see how either theft could have been committed without 
(he connivance of someone in the Post Office. 

[here has been extortion and blackmail during the past week 
amounting to thousands-of pounds. Brigands took £170 from the 
Beersheba district offices and £50 from the townspeople; another £400 
‘as Stolen from the cashier at the Jaffa customs house, and £50 from 
ine Jaffa municipality. 

lt is no secret that authority has been usurped by the brigands 
throughout the whole southern district. Clad in the uniform of a 
Captain, with three British Army stars on his shoulder-straps, 
the gang-leader in this area (said to be a certain Husseini, a former 
Government official and related to the Mufti of Jerusalem) is openly 
defying law and order, indeed, has imposed his own rule for that of the 
Palestine Administration. His headquarters are at Beersheba. 

Ihe one redeeming feature perhaps is that Jewish ghaffirim and 
special police are being enrolled in large numbers. There are now 
'.500 Jewish ghaffirim, paid and voluntary, having 4,800 rifles among 
them. Ghaffirim are guarding Government offices and police stations 
snd are patrolling the railways. Arab ghaffirim have been largely dis- 
banded and their rifles taken from them. 


AIRCRAFT WIPE OUT GANGSTERS 


Very Heavy Casualties Inflicted 
124 KILLED IN SEPTEMBER FORTNIGHT 


During the first fortnight in September, there were 228 casualties 
‘e to the activities of the terrorists in Palestine. Of that number, 
'24 were killed and 104 wounded. Another four persons died from 
Juries received in August. The dead consisted of eighty-eight Arabs, 
‘urty-five Jews, and five Britons, and among the wounded were forty- 
nine Arabs, forty-two Jews, and thirteen Britons.

THURSDAY 


While reconnoitring at 5.30 this afternoon, a Royal Air Force 
machine observed a large armed band near Deir Ghassana, about 
twenty kilometres north-west of Ramallah (a Christian-Arab town 
between Jerusalem and Nablus). The machine summoned assistance, 
and twelve additional aircraft were shortly on the scene. As a result 
of their operations, which continued until dark, there were over 100 
Arab casualties, estimates putting the figure at about 160. Most of 
the brigands were killed by machine-gun fire. Some planes were 
hit a number of times, but there were no casualties among the R.A.F, 
personnel, and all machines returned safely to their station. 


FRIDAY 


‘Two Jewish supernumerary constables, who were escorting a party 
of workers to Migda!l Zedek, saw two Arabs coming from the direction 
of Rantiya village. The men went into a grove by the roadside and 
proceeded to dig up a rifle. When challenged by the ghaffirim they 
ran away, whereupon the former opened fire, killing both and securing 
the rifle, a dagger, and some ammunition. 

During the morning, shots were fired at a Jewish taxi travelling 
along the Haifa-Nazareth road near Shimrun settlement. No one was 
hit. Troops, who quickly arrived on the scene, observed and engaged 
an armed band tn the vicinity. They inflicted one casualty on the 
band and captured three of them, sustaining no casualties themselves. 

An armed terrorist gang held up and burnt a post office truck on the 
road between Jerusalem and Nablus. 

Brigands entered the district offices and health offices at Ramallah 
this morning and stole one Arabic and four English typewriters and 
a duplicating machine 

Joseph Rader, a ghaflir, was shot and seriously wounded this after- 
noon by Arab terrorists in a street in Haifa, and a Jewish super- 
numerary was shehtly injured. Police and troops searched the vicinity, 
and two Arabs who resisted arrest were wounded and several were 
detained. 

When a bomb was thrown at the building of Imperial Chemical 
Industries in Haifa, no damage was caused, but a Jewish bystander 
was slightly injured. 

As the result of a heavy attack on a convoy of thirteen trucks of 
the Palestine Potash Company this evening near Jerusalem, five trucks 
were burned and two Arab workers employed by the Potash Company 
were killed. The attack began at 4.30 in the afternoon, and the 
police escort and drivers returned fire unul the arrival of troops. The 
attackers were finally scattered after a four-hour battle. 

An Arab was arresied later at the works of the Palestine Potash 
Company at the Dead Sea for being in possession of ammunition,

The Arabs fled, whereupon the troops fired, killing one and wounding 
two Arabs, and one Arab was captured. The Arabs had apparently 
tried to lay a land-mine. 

Twenty shots were fired into the Jewish quarter of Safed, but no one 
was hit. 


SUNDAY 

A night car patrol of Jewish ghaffhirim, travelling between the Sharon 
settlements, struck a land-mine, which exploded, near Herzlia, and 
three Jewish ghaffirim were killed immediately, one fatally wounded, 
and four slightly injured. The names of the victims are Chaviv 
Mogilevitz, aged twenty-one, born in Palestine, Max Siperheld, aged 
twenty-four, of Nuremberg, and Zvi Yocha, aged twenty-three, of 
Latvia, who were killed outright. David Goldin, aged twenty-nine, 
of Poland, died of his wounds a few hours later. The explosion 
occurred soon after midnight. Most of the victims were members of 
the Kibbutz Shfayim, near Herzlia. 

A land-mine exploded under a military lorry near Tulkarm during 
the night, and a British soldier was slightly wounded. 

Terrorists held up customs guards at Jafla and robbed them of two 
rifles and a revolver. 

An Arab police sergeant was wounded in Jaffa this morning, and 
an Arab ghaffir was wounded in the old city of Jerusalem.

The death of Samuel Alexander deprives English philosophy of one of i 
most illustrious ornaments and English Jewry of one of its greatest sain 
No English philosopher did more to provide a speculative vision of reality 
in which the claims of science and religion were harmoniously recop- 
ciled. Critics recognised in his work and personality the qualities of 
Spinoza combined with a genius for Cosmology which marked him out 
as the successor of Herbert Spencer. In his great work entitled * Space. 
Time, and Deity,” he explained with prophetic assurance and poetic rapture 
how all things arose from the “restlessness of Space-Time.” By hj 
ingenuity he contrived to make that miracle appear almost natura! Hi 
writings convey that mixture of sagacious level-headed rationalism com. 
bined with deep religious passion and sublimity that mark the greatest 
Jewish thinkers. It is pleasing that a philosopher of Jewish birth and 
loyalty should have been able to convey such a sense of the majest 
and splendour of nature and recapture the poetry of the external world 
in a manner reminiscent of Lucretius. Purely as a work of art, his “ Space. 
Time, and Deity,” in virtue of its afflatus, sweep, spaciousness, and glow. 
may endure when its metaphysics become obsolete. Its music will outlive 
its mythology. 

As is well known, in his private life, Alexander combined the mora! 
virtues of the “ Talmid Chochom” with the intellectual graces of the 
“highest type” (the prophet) as described by Maimonides. His loveable 
eccentricities were also the index of his strength. It is not sufficient) 
recognised how much modern Jewish thinkers have done to enlarge our 
comprehension of the nature of God. Alexander's analysis of the re!igious 
response and his sense of deity as a quality of the world-stuff was master|y, 
as was also his sense of the almost physical quality of the ~ religious 
appetite.” His soul “thirsted ” for the living God. In addition to sounding 
the secrets both of Nature and of God he was a votary of the beautif: 
It is pleasing to record that a Jewish philosopher, in this respect like 
Mendelssohn, Hermann Cohen, and Bergson, made noticeable contribution 
to the philosophy of art. Alexander's admirers are many, his disciple 
few. Perhaps he may be “ rediscovered” in years to come when politica! 
passion has cooled off. Alexander was English in his subordinatior 
logic to tact, respect for science, avoidance of needless technicalitic: 
absence of sophistication; in his feeling for nature, the compatrio' 
Wordsworth and Meredith. He was Jewish in his worship of unit 
for the infinite, passion for God, faith in the future, preference 
democratic, acceptance of novelty, veneration of joy.

RUMOUR OF MARTIAL LAW 


Is the Government Realising 
Gravity of Situation ? 


ARAB GHAFFIRIM DISARMED 


[From our Correspondent—JeERUSALEM, September 18th] 


With the prospective arrival of another six battalions (including two 
cavalry squadrons) in Palestine, bringing the total military strength to 
five brigades or roughly 12,000 men, there is thought to be a strong 
likelihood of the proclamation of Martial Law or some other form of 
rigorous military control during the course of October. 

Apparently the authorities now realise the full gravity of the situation. 
Conditions in Palestine, after two and a half years of active revolt, are 
little short of desperate. It is am.7ing to what depths the position has 
been allowed to deteriorate. One reflection of this position has been 
the decision of Lloyds to quadruple the riots risk quotations from 22s. 
to 88s. per thousand, 

Numerous police stations have been closed down in various parts of 
‘he country, especially the southern district. A large number of railway 
stations have been set on fire and gutted. Travel on the highways, 
even in broad daylight and especially through the zone from Ramleh 
‘o Tel-Aviv, is unsafe. The railway service through the Judean hills 
between Jerusalem and Lydda junction has been suspended owing to 
frequent sabotage. 

lhe alarm with which the Palestine Administration views the position 
may be gauged from the fact that a specially-detailed officer has been 
drawing up a list of all British non-Jewish officials, ascertaining their 
ielephone numbers and whether they have cars, and informing them 
that they must be ready at short notice to pack essential belongings and 
evacuate their houses to take up residence at the King David Hotel or 
the Y.M.C.A. Hostel near by. No doubt similar measures to protect 
British officials are being taken in towns other than Jerusalem. 

One of the most interesting features of the present situation is the 
incomprehensible attitude of the censors. News has been withheld 
trom the Press without any justification. The following stories are 
examples. The Jaffa police station armoury was raided, and fifteen 
rifles, six revolvers, and a large quantity of ammunition were stolen. 
During the assault by a large party of brigands on Beersheba, when the 
police station. and Government offices were destroyed, seventy-five 
rifles, a Lewis gun, and 10,000 rounds of ammunition were taken—a 
respectable haul. 

Connivance at Thefts 

Brigands held up postmen between Gaza post office and railway 
station and stole over £1,000 in a registered letter addressed by the Gaza 
branch of Barclays Bank (D.C. and O.) to its Jerusalem head office. 
A little time ago, there was a similar theft of £2,000 sent in a registered 
envelope from Barclays Bank at Nablus to the head office. Presumably 
ihe Post Office is responsible for making good the loss, and it Is 
difficult to see how either theft could have been committed without 
‘ne connivance of someone in the Post Office. 

[here has been extortion and blackmail during the past week 
amounting to thousands.of pounds. Brigands took £170 from the 
Beersheba district offices and £50 from the townspeople; another £400 
‘as stolen from the cashier at the Jaffa customs house, and £50 from 
ihe Jaffa municipality. 

lt is no secret that authority has been usurped by the brigands 
throughout the whole southern district. Clad in the uniform of a 
Captain, with three British Army stars on his shoulder-straps, 
the gang-leader in this area (said to be a certain Husseini, a former 
Government official and related to the Mufti of Jerusalem) is openly 
defying law and order, indeed, has imposed his own rule for that of the 
Palestine Administration. His headquarters are at Beersheba. | 

rhe one redeeming feature perhaps is that Jewish ghaffirim and 
Special police are being enrolled in large numbers. There are now 

S00 Jewish ghaffirim, paid and voluntary, having 4,800 rifles among 
them. Ghaffirim are guarding Government offices and police stations 
and are patrolling the railways. Arab ghaffirim have been largely dis- 
banded and their rifles taken from them. 


AIRCRAFT WIPE OUT GANGSTERS 


Very Heavy Casualties Inflicted 
124 KILLED IN SEPTEMBER FORTNIGHT 


During the first fortnight in September, there were 228 casualties 
due to the activities of the terrorists in Palestine. Of that number, 
'24 were killed and 104 wounded. Another four persons died from 
‘juries received in August, The dead consisted of eighty-eight Arabs, 
thirty-five Jews, and five Britons, and among the wounded were forty- 
nine Arabs, forty-two Jews, and thirteen Britons. : 
On Thursday last, a large Arab gang was decimated by aircraft, 
and it is estimated that more than 100 gangsters were killed.

THURSDAY 


While reconnoitring at 5.30. this afternoon, a Royal Air Force 
machine observed a large armed band near Deir Ghassana, about 
twenty kilometres north-west of Ramallah (a Christian-Arab town 
between Jerusalem and Nablus). The machine summoned assistance, 
and twelve additional aircraft were shortly on the scene. As a result 
of their operations, which continued until dark, there were over 100 
Arab casualties, estimates putting the figure at about 160. Most of 
the brigands were killed by machine-gun fire. Some planes were 
hit a number of times, but there were no casualties among the R.A.F. 
personnel, and all machines returned safely to their station, 


FRIDAY 


Two Jewish supernumerary constables, who were escorting a party 
of workers to Migdal Zedek, saw two Arabs coming from the direction 
of Rantiya village. The men went into a grove by the roadside and 
proceeded to dig up a rifle. When challenged by the ghaffirim they 
ran away, whereupon the former opened fire, killing both and securing 
the rifle, a dagger, and some ammunition. 

During the morning, shots were fired at a Jewish taxi travelling 
along the Haifa-Nazareth road near Shimrun settlement. No one was 
hit. Troops, who quickly arrived on the scene, observed and engaged 
an armed band 1m the vicinity. They inflicted one casualty on the 
band and captured three of them, sustaining no casualties themselves. 

An armed terrorist gang held up and burnt a post office truck on the 
road between Jerusalem and Nablus. 

Brigands entered the district offices and health offices at Ramallah 
this. morning and stole one Arabic and four English typewriters and 
a duplicating machine 

Joseph Rader, a ghatlir, was shot and seriously wounded this after- 
noon by Arab terrorists tn 
numerary was slightly injured. Police and troops searched the vicinity, 
and two Arabs who resisted arrest were wounded and several were 
detained 

When a bomb was thrown at the building of Imperial Chemical 
Industries in Haifa, no damage was caused, but a Jewish bystander 
was slightly injured. 

As the result of a heavy attack on a convoy of thirteen trucks of 
the Palestine Potash Company this evening near Jerusalem, five trucks 
were burned and two Arab workers employed by the Potash Company 
were killed. The attack began at 4.30 in the afternoon, and the 
police escort and drivers returned fire until the arrival of troops. The 
attackers were finally scattered after a four-hour battle. 

An Arab was arresied later at the works of the Palestine Potash 
Company at the Dead Sea for being in possession of ammunition. 
SATURDAY 

Abraham Golub, aged thirty-eight, and Samuel Feinstein, aged 
twenty-two, Jewish ghaftlirim, were motor-cycling north of Jerusalem 
when they were shot at by Arab terrorists. Both accelerated, but 
unfortunately crashed into an Arab bus and were fatally injured, dying 
later in hospital. 

Finding a wire stretched across the Ramleh-Lydda road this after- 
noon, a military patrol challenged a party of Arabs who were near-by. 
The Arabs fled, whereupon the troops fired, killing one and wounding 
two Arabs, and one Arab was captured, The Arabs had apparently 
tried to lay a land-mine. 

Twenty shots were fired into the Jewish quarter of Sated, but no one 
was hit. 

SUNDAY 

A night car patrol of Jewish ghaffirim, travelling between the Sharon 
settlements, struck a land-mine, which exploded, near Herzlia, and 
three Jewish ghaftirim were killed immediately, one fatally wounded, 
and four slightly injured. The names of the victims are Chaviv 
Mogilevitz, aged twenty-one, born in Palestine, Max Siperheld, aged 
twenty-four, of Nuremberg, and Zvi Yocha, aged twenty-three, of 
Latvia, who were killed outright. David Goldin, aged twenty-nine, 
of Poland, died of his wounds a few hours later. The explosion 
occurred soon after midnight. Most of the victims were members. of 
the Kibbutz Shfayim, near Herzlia. 

A land-mine exploded under a military lorry near Tulkarm during 
the night, and a British soldier was slightly wounded. 

Terrorists held up customs guards at Jaffa and robbed them of two 
rifles and a revolver. 

An Arab police sergeant was wounded in Jaffa this morning, and 
an Arab ghaffir was wounded in the old city of Jerusalem. 


MONDAY 

A British soldier was killed, one was seriously injured, and four 
were slightly injured by the explosion of a land-mine beneath the 
truck in which they were travelling north of Tulkarm this afternoon, 


TUESDAY 


The Jewish settlement, Kfar Hassidim, in the Emek, received a 
fusillade of shots this morning. Ghaffirim repulsed the attack, during 
which Zvi Rabinovitz, aged twenty-one, son of one of the settlers, was 
wounded. 

Moshe Igoretzki, aged thirty-two, a railway foreman in Haita, was 
shot dead as he was going to work. 

Labourers proceeding to the fields at Zichron Jacob were ambushed 
and attacked. Ghaffirim returned the fire, but during the attack Dov 
Benjoseph was killed and De Haan and Yakov Florin were wounded, 

Aron David Cohen, aged thirty, a peddlar, was shot and seriously 
wounded in a Jerusalem street. 

An Arab who was about to throw a bomb in Haifa was killed by its 
premature explosion. 


An Arab terrorist was killed in Haifa this morning. The terrorist 


fired at a constable, missing him, and the constable shot him dead.

WEDNESDAY 
& The Postmaster General announced the closing of eleven post offices 
: in Arab towns, including Beisan, Beersheba, Bethlehem, Jericho, Lydda, 
Kalkilich, and Ramallah. This step was taken because of continued 
attacks on post offices by the terrorists. 

An Arab strike was proclaimed to-day in Haifa as a protest against 
the frequent military searches which have taken place in the town. 
Most of the Arab shops were closed, while a section of Arab workers at 
the harbour, and of railwaymen and postmen, went on strike. Military 
patrols in the town were increased. The train service was maintained 
despite the strike. Jewish and British officials ran the trains. 

An engagement between a terrorist gang and Jewish ghaffirim, 
: assisted by members of the Transjordan Frontier Force, took place 
near Maoz. The brigands were scattered, and it is reported that they 
suffered casualties. 

f 121 Arabs were detained by the military in a village near Acre, 
including three terrorists who were wanted by the authorities. One 
of the terrorists was shot dead when he tried to escape. 

All Jewish drivers of public vehicles in suburban and inter-city 
services were armed by the Government. 

Brigands entered an Arab village near Jerusalem. They killed the 
mukhtar’s wife, three sons, and a servant; they also destroyed live- 
stock, 

The Government buildings in Beersheba were set on fire and 
considerably damaged. 

A terrorist was killed by police in an engagement on the northern 
frontier road. | 

A party of Jewish workers was ambushed at Beer Yacov, near 
Rishon-le-Zion, when returning from work. A ghaffir who was with 
them was shot dead while defending his comrades. He was Aryeh 
Rainer, aged twenty-five, and came from Cracow in 1934. 


BLACK OUTLOOK FOR NATIONAL HOME 


[From our Diplomatic Correspondent) 


The outlook, whether for a Jewish State or for a Jewish Home in 
Palestine, was never blacker. It is true that the return of Sir Charles 
Tegart to Palestine as Chief Police Adviser, with enhanced authority 
and powers, may help in devising more effective measures against Arab 
terrorism. But Sir Charles was obstructed by the local administrators 
when on his previous visit; and there is no assurance that he will enjoy 
their wholehearted co-operation now. The military Chiefs and Advisers 
are insistent that nothing short of martial law and a free hand for 
themselves can finally suppress that terrorism. But, unfortunately, it 
looks as if the attitude of the Colonial Office in the face of the gangsters 
were as supine as that of the Western Powers before the threatened 
exploits of the Sudeten Frei-Korps!

Indian Praises Jewish Work 


in Palestine 


Dr. Amiya Chandra Chakravarty, formerly private secretary to 
the famous Indian poet, Rabindranath Tagore, has recently visited 
Palestine. In an article in the Hinda monthly Prapasui, he attempts 
to correct some of the incorrect views held about Jewish pioneer work 
in that country.

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DISGRACEFUL CONDITIONS OF JEWISH ~ 
POLITICAL PRISONERS 


Untried and Not Even Charged 
BUT KEPT IN PRISON AS CRIMINALS 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM, September 18th] 


With the Palestine Administration moving from blunder to blunder 
in the conduct of this country, its methods resembling a series of hops, 
skips, and jumps, there is also a systematic persecution proceeding 
(would that it were as effective in the sphere of comBating the aciua! 
brigandage and lawlessness!) against that luckless group of young men 
and women who subscribe to the Revisionist ideology of Zionism. 

The Government continues to arrest Revisionists, and the latest 
victims include a girl of seventeen, Miss Hassia Palatny, of Tel-Aviv. 
who was sent to the Bethlehem Women’s Prison without trial and with- 
out even being seen by the District Commissioner who made the order, 
These serve only to throw into relief the impotence of the Palestine 
police in other directions. One can only assume that the police author- 
ities find their Jewish intelligence service far more effective than that 
provided by Arab informers. 

There are now something like eighty Jewish political offenders 
imprisoned in Acre Gaol. Unlike the Arab political prisoners, who are 
in a concentration camp outside Acre, these men are in the prison itse!|! 
and subjected to the far more rigorous conditions of prison life. They 
include Dr. Benjamin Lubotsky, of Tel-Aviv, and Dr. Benjamin 
Weintraub, of Haifa. In spite of the persistent attempts by their 
lawyers to see the Acting Chief Secretary in order to ascertain 
reason for their continued detention, it has been impossible to obtain 
an interview with that gentleman for some weeks, notwithstanding the 
comparative ease with which interviews on the same matter can be 
obtained at the Colonial Office in London. 


Telegram to Chief Secretary 


On September 8th, one of the counsel engaged, Mr. M. Seligman, of 
Tel-Aviv, addressed a telegram to the Chief Secretary urgently reques'- 
ing that arrangements be made for the removal of the Jewish prisoners 
in Jaffa lock-up and Acre gaol to Tel-Aviv or some other Jewish 
district, where their safety would be more assured. The telegram 
added: “I respectfully submit that no reason exists for continuing 
their detention in antiquated quarters in Arab districts where lives 
may be in peril. The Jewish muncipal authorities (of Tel-Aviv) are 
prepared to give every assurance for their safety and proper detention. 

Writing later to the Chief Secretary, Mr. Seligman pointed out that 
as the majority of the Jewish prisoners were detained or convicted |o: 
alleged political offences, it was extremely unfair that they should, as « 
consequence of such detention, be in danger of their lives. [he 
residents in the neighbourhood of Jaffa lock-up and Acre gaol are 
exclusively Arabs and most of the police and warders are also Arabs. 

He referred to the representations already made by the Mayor 0! 
Tel-Aviv and various Jewish institutions to the effect that they were 
prepared to make appropriate arrangements and guarantee the sale 
and proper custody of Jewish prisoners if confined or detained in 
Tel-Aviv or any other Jewish district (Nathanya has been suggested). 

“I respectfully submit that the continued detention of Jewish 
prisoners in prisons situated in Arab towns is tantamount to unlair 
discrimination,” Mr. Seligman declared. “ They are at all times sub- 
jected to the unpleasantness and disadvantages which must be apparent 
in being under the-custody of Arab warders, with whom they are unable 
to converse and who are frequently very hostile.”

Conditions in the Prison 


Forced to spend their period of internment in an old fortress cou- 
verted into a prison, the Jewish political offenders are all (eighty men, 
including a handful of Communists) kept in one large room withou! 
proper beds. Only a few have been provided with mattresses; the 
remainder sleep on the floor. 

In the Arab concentration camp, there is room for movement and 
exercise, and the men are allowed to remain outside until 8 o'clock at 
night, but the Jewish prisoners are under strict prison control and are 
treated as ordinary convicts. Whenever they go out tovbathe, they are 
carefully searched and they must conform to other regulations intended 
for criminals. Prisoners who are ill are sent to the prison hospital 
where the doctors are mostly Arabs and the attendants speak only 
Arabic. Some of the prisoners suffer from toothache, but are not 
allowed to visit a Jewish dentist in Haifa, nor are arrangements made 
for a Jewish dentist to come to the gaol. They prefer to suffer rathe' 
than have the services of an Arab dentist, whose methods are primitive. 

There is a proposal on foot to transfer the Jewish internees to a camp 
near the Arab concentration camp at Acre. But the men refuse, statins 
they will resist such removal. After what happened at the Athlith 
prison camp (which was raided by Arab gangsters) they cannot feel 
safe in an Arab district; and if they are to be detained, they wan! the 
same right as Arab internees-—to be in a Jewish district and unde! the 
control of Jewish warders. ae 

Reports have already reached outside quarters that se\¢'é 
Revisionists, who are Orthodox, have been beaten and sent to solitary 
confinement for refusing to sign documents on the Sabbath. Phey 
are subjected to other indignities by the Arab warders and subordinate 
British officers, who regard them as criminals instead of privilege 
political prisoners.

Delegates Object to Immigration 
Restrictions 


INTERPRETATIONS OF MANDATE “ DIFFERENT” 


“The British Government still considers the Partition of Pelestine 
as the best and most hopeful solution of the problem,” Mr. R. A. 
Butler, Under-Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, declared, address- 
ing the Council of the League of Nations on the Palestine question 
at Geneva on Saturday. 

in the debate that followed Mr. Butler's statement on the present 
situation in Palestine, the representatives of Poland and Rumania 
emphasised their great interest in the resumption of Jewish immigra- 
tion into Palestine as early as possible. 

Mr. Butler laid stress on the fact that the Woodhead Commission 
was “ losing no time ” in drafting its report, in the light of which the 
Mandatory Government would act. He said: 

“As the Council was informed on January 28th, 1938, a Commission 
under the leadership of Sir John Woodhead was appointed to examine 
the possibilities of Partition, but for various reasons it was not until 
later in the year that the Commission could begin its work. The 
Commission has, however, now returned to the United Kingdom and 
will lose no time in preparing its report. In the light of this, His 
Maiesty’s Government will be able to reach a final decision on policy. 
Meanwhile, as stated also by the accredited representative to the 
Permanent Mandates Commission at its recent session, His Majesty's 
Government remains of the opmuion that Partition offers, in principle, 
the best and most hopeful solution of the problem 

“ His Majesty's Government ts fully alive to the disadvantages of 
the present state of uncertainty, and it will do all in its power to 
expedite its decision with regard to the future status of Palestine. The 
aceredited representatives gave the Permanent Mandates Commission, 
at its recent session, a summary of the measures that have been taken 
to deal with the continued terrorism in Palestine, which has persisted 
in varying degrees of intensity in the summer of 1937. It ts to be 
feared that the situation shows no improvement. The Administration 
of Palestine, in. co-operation with the military authorities, is concen- 
trating all its energies on the suppression of terrorism and disorder, 
but the conditions are such that this task ts not likely to be accom- 
plished quickly, and will not be achieved until a final decision ts 
possible on the matin tissue of policy 


Interpretation of Immigration Restrictions 


‘There is one point arising out of the report on the Permanent 
Mandates Commission on which His Majesty's Government feéls 
obliged to comment,” Mr. Butler said, in conclusion. “In the report, 
it is Stated that the Commission cannot but recognise that the applica- 
tion of the Mandate is partially suspended, inasmuch as the Mandatory 
Power has felt obliged to restrict Jewish wimmigration to a greater 
extent that it would have been justified by the principle of economic 
absorptive capacity. His Majesty’s Government in the United King- 
dom realises that this observation has not been made by the Com- 
mission im any contentious spirit, and it ts similarly not in any 
contentious spirit, that they desire to record that it entails a different 
interpretation of the Mandate from their own.” 

(he contention that there is nothing in the Palestine Mandate to 
prevent. the Mandatory, Power from introducing temporarily such 
immigration restrictions as are found necessary by the situation was 
strongly criticised on behalf of the Mandates Commission in the 
course of the debate during the Council session by Professor William 
Rappard, Vice-Chairman of the Mandates Commission. 

Speaking in the name of the Commission, he insisted that the present 
restrictions of Jewish immigration into Palestine were contrary to the 
Mandate. 

(he representative of Iran expressed the hope that, in solving the 
Palestine problem, attention. would also be paid to the legitimate rights 
of the Arabs. 

The Polish representative, M. Komarnicki, said that his Govern- 
ment was imterested in Jewish immigration into Palestine because 
ithe majority of the Jews in Palestine, or those desiring to go to 
Palestine, were Polish Jews. He understood the difficulties which 
the Mandatory Power was now facing, but he wanted to state from 
ihe platform of the Council of the League that the Polish Government 
“xpected a speedy solution of the Palestine problem. Such a solution 
would be of great importance not only to Jewish immigration into 
Palestine but also. as an effort to regulate internationally the general 
problem of Jewish emigration. As long as the fundamental problem of 
Palestine was not solved, any effort to regulate Jewish immigration 
internationally would meet with difficulties.

The lragi Foreign Minister stated that his Government and the 
people of Iraq were seriously concerned about the disturbances in 
Palestine. Iraq, he declared, was interested in strengthening Arab 
unity, and considered the question of peace in the Eastern part of the 
Mediterranean as a matter of prime importance. Now, however, the 
events in Palestine were hanging like a cloud over the Near East, 
which was threatening to spread and was, in fact, spreading. That, 
he said, was causing grave concern in brag, where both the Government 
and the people expected that Partition would not be the solution for 
Palestine. 

He believed that the British Government would eveniually take into 
consideration the opposition of the Arab world against Partition, and 
that the new Commission would come to the decision that Partition 
was “neither equitable nor practical,” and would, therefore, propose 
a solution which would safeguard the rights of the Arabs. 

The representative of Iran said that “ his Government hopes that 
a solution of the problem which will be just and equitable, and at the 
same time practical, may soon cause peace and harmony to reign 
in Palestine.” 

There was a full-dress debate on the subject in the Commission on 
Tuesday. 

Ihe Iraqi Foreign Minister said that “ Partition which is carried 
out by force is no solution.” The alternative solution which he 


proposed was, he claimed, “ agreed to by Jews and Arabs of goodwill.” . 


This alternative solution, he said, was the formation of an 
independent Sovereign State in Palestine, “ with extensive local and 
religious autonomy which would safeguard the rights of foreign 
citizens. Warning the League of Nations against the Partition scheme, 
he said that if the British Government had visualised in 1917 Palestine 
as it was to-day, there would probably have been no Balfour Declara- 
tion, which was a document in. which the Arabs were not even 
mentioned and which, therefore, could not be recognised by the Arabs. 

“ This Commission.” he declared, “ should refuse to give its bene- 
diction to the Partition of Palestine as a solution of the Palestine 
problem,” and he added that even the Royal Commission did not 
consider the Partition scheme as the best solution. “If the Partition 
scheme ts carried out,” he said, in conclusion, “ there will be no peace 
between the Jewish and the Arab States.”

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LAND OF ISRAEL NEWS—Continued from previous page 
touched upon the Jewish question in general. “ The abominable expul- 
sion of Jews from various countries,” he said, “ makes the settlement 
of the Palestine question all the more desirable. It must be kept in 
mind, however, that Palestine alone will not solve the Jewish problem.” 
He contested the argument advanced by the Iraqi Foreign Minister 
that the Mandate which was drawn up in 1922 was now out of date. 

M. Boncour added significantly that the difficulties which the British 
Government were now facing in Palestine did not all arise in that 
country. 

The representative of Rumania stressed the fact that his Govern- 
ment were interested in Jewish immigration into Palestine and hoped 
that the doors of Palestine would be opened widely for Jews as early 
as possible. He added that his Government were now working on a 
plan of “international action” for Jewish emigration, and intended 
to bring this plan before the League for consideration. 

The representative of Ireland, in a short address, spoke against 


Partition as expressing the official point of view of the Irish Govern- . 


ment, which did not believe that it would bring appeasement. 

The representative of Albania suggested that separate Jewish and 
Arab zones should be established in Palestine, and that Jews should 
not be allowed to acquire land in the Arab zones. An exchange of 
Jews and Arabs should then take place from one zone to the other. 
After the establishment of these zones, the League should decide how 
many Jews should still be permitted to enter Palestine in addition to 
those already living there. The Jews could then establish tn their zones 
a Jewish State, or a system of Arab and Jewish cantons could be 
introduced. 

He insisted that the Palestine question should be settled as quickly 
as possible, “ because the Governments of a large number of. countries 
desire to drive their Jews out under the pretext that they can go to 
Palestine.” 

The representative of Haiti agreed that the application of the 
Mandate had become impractical, and he demanded equal rights for 
Jews and Arabs in Palestine “ within the absorptive capacity of the 
country, which ts not unlhmited.” 

Mr. Butler reiterated that the British Government were still in favour 
of Partition and had definitely decided to settle the Palestine question 
soon. The Partition Commission, he said, was now working on its 
report, which would serve as the basis for the final solution. 

The debate concluded by the appointment of the representative of 
Denmark, Mr. Holgar Anderson, as Rapporteur. 


Unper an addition to the Palestine Emergency Regulations, powers have 
been vested in the High Commissioner, or any officer authorised by him, to 
take possession of any property or to do work on any land, including 
demolition, destruction, or removal of property.

PALESTINE ARAB DEPORTEES 
Their Life in the Seychelles 


LUXURY AND EASE IN A 
GARDEN OF EDEN 


[From a Correspondent] 


For over thirty years, the British Government has utilised the 
Seychelles Islands as a home for deposed potentates and politica! 
prisoners. 

The colony (formerly a French possession), which is composed of a 
group of islands, is situated in the Indian Ocean, nearly four degrees 
io the south of the equator, and its principal island is called Mahé in 
honour of a former French governor, Mahé de Labourdonnais. Mahé 
is the seat of government and has a population of about 22.090, 
principally descendants of liberated African slaves. Its white popula- 
tion consists Of British officers and the descendants of the old French 
families which settled on the island during the French regime. There 
is a sprinkling of Chinese and Asiatic people scattered over the colony, 
principally engaged in trade, most of which is in their hands. 

For a tropical place it is extremely healthy. Its temperature is 
equable, seldom more than 86°F and averaging 78° to 80°. There are 
no cyclones and no tropical diseases to speak of—malaria is quite 
unknown. There is a plentiful supply of pure water and a low death 
rate. The colony has therefore become of late a health resort and is 
visited by tourists from East Africa and India. It is an ideal spot to 
send political and other prisoners to, for they have little or no chance to 
escape, and they are cut off from the outer world, except by cable and 
the monthly call of the mati steamers. There is also easy surveillance, 
and the cost of living Is not unduly high. 

In the past, the colony has had as political prisoners the Rajah of 
the Malay States, the ex-Emperor Prempeh of the Gold Coast, Zaglul 
Pasha, the Premier of Egypt, and many minor kings and chiefs from 
East Airica. In addition to the five political deportees from Palestine 
we have in the colony at present four shetkhs from the hinterland of 
Aden. 

The people of the colony were aware before the arrival of the 
Palestine deportees of the series of outrages in that country, culminat- 
ing in the dreadful murder of Mr. Andrews, the District Commissioner. 
and they knew that five of the Arab Higher Committee were being 
deported to Seychelles. 


The Exiles’ Arrival 


At 8 a.m. on Monday, October [1th last, the look-out man on Signal 
Mountain reported that H.M.S. “ Active” was in sight, and at 9.15 
the destroyer entered the harbour at Victoria, At 2 p.m., the Palestine 
deportees were landed at the Short Pier, Mahé, where they were handed 
over to the local authorities. They were Dr. Hussein Khalidi, ex-Mayor 
of Jerusalem, formerly Senior Medical Officer of Jerusalem: Mr. 
Yacoub Bey Ghossein, landowner and leader of the Arab Youth 
Organisation; Mr. Fuad Saleh Saba, journalist, auditor, and Secretary 
to the Arab Higher Committee; Ahmad Hilmi Pasha, General Manager 
of the Arab Bank, Jerusalem, and.other commercial institutions: and 
Rashid Haj-Ibraham, Manager of the Arab Bank at Haifa. 

Every preparation was made for their reception. Two of the best 
bungalows in the select residential quarter of Victoria had been rented, 
and were fully furnished in European fashion. These bungalows are 
Situated at Bel Air, on the property of Mr. P. V. Hunt. They overlook 
the town and harbour of Victoria, and a beautiful view of the island 
is obtained from them. Servants and cooks were engaged, so that by 
the day of their arrival all was ready for their reception. 

Immediately after their landing, two motor-cars transported them 
‘o their new home. Except for a passing glance, the community paid 
no heed, and as they drove along the streets of Victoria, very few 
‘roubled to stop and look at them. In Seychelles, it is the polite custom 
ol the people to refrain from drawing unusual attention to the political 
prisoners in their midst. 

These two bungalows are surrounded by lovely green woods, the 
gardens are planted with roses and other flowers, the verandas and 
bedrooms are cool and airy, electric light is installed, and there ts a 
plentiful supply of pure, cool, running water. A beautiful panorama 
stretches before the eyes, golden and beautiful coral sands in the 
distance, rippling cascades close by, tropical flowers in abundance, all 
dominated by the quiet, calm, and peace which make the abode of 
‘hese Palestinian deportees an Elysium. In addition, they have a short- 
wave radio installed in their quarters, so that they are kept in touch 
with the outside world. 

Free to Wander 


For a short time after their arrival they were free to wander where 
‘ney liked within certain prescribed limits, and were even allowed to use 
* Motor-car to make trips round the island. There was no surveillance 
ot them; then this was changed, and in their walks and motor trips 
they had to be accompanied by a surveillant. They attended concerts 


th 


and public functions, and made friends with the people; this raised a 


peer amount of suspicion. They could roam about as much as they 
hot considered advisable by the Government that they 
rm an reely mix’with the populace, and there was always an attendant 
a pe see that this condition was complied with. - However, after 
mix with attendant was withdrawn, but they are not yet allowed to 
for t vali populace except by permission, which must be applied 

© the Governor. “At the annual French festival and ball given in 


the Empire Hotel on July 14th, three of the political prisoners were 
present. Their faces are now familiar to the man in the street and 
they can be seen taking their country stroll. The public, as a general 
rule, knowing they are political deportees, avoid any intercourse with 
them, but all treat them with respect. 

Such is the daily life of these Palestinian deportees in Seychelles, a 
calm, peaceful retreat in a delightful locality, free to roam within the 
prescribed limits without let or hindrance, untroubled by political 
cares. After Palestine, with its attendant murders, its looting and 
plundering of defenceless people, and all its political intrigues, they 
have a peaceful retreat in the island which the late General Gordon 
called the Garden of Eden. 

[hey appear to be in robust health, and are allowed to receive 
correspondence and newspapers and to reply to correspondents under 
the usual censorship rules. The Government of Palestine defrays all 
their expenses and allows them a fairly liberal allowance, which they 
can supplement with money from their private resources. 

_ Compared with a concentration camp in Palestine, they have fallen 
into the hands of a paternal government, which endeavours to make 
their exile as cheerful and as happy as lies in their power.

JEWS LEAVE SUDETENLAND 


Mass Exodus Follows Riots 


AN APPEAL FOR PROTECTION 


Continued Nazi Incitement 


The exodus of the Jews from the Sudeten-German areas of Czecho- 
slovakia has now assumed such large proportions, it is reported from 
Prague, that some of the places there have already become almost 
judenrein. The exodus began immediately following the Nazi riots 
and the proclamation of martial law. Last week, streams of motor- 
cars carrying Jewish refugees were arriving in Prague. Later, after 
order had been restored in the affected districts, the Jewish Com- 
munities were persuading the refugees to return to their homes. 

The Supreme Council of the Jewish Communities in the provinces 
of Bohemia, Moravia, and Silesia has decided to open a large-scale 
relief campaign for the Jewish refugees from the Sudeten districts. 
The majority of the refugees are penniless, as they were forced to 
leave all their property behind them. 


The Jewish Communal Centre in Prague (the building on the right) from 
where measures to house refugees from the Sudeten area are directed in con- 
junction with non-Jewish bodies. The Centre, it is declared, assists both 
Jewish and non-Jewish refugees, without distinction of race or religion. 
The building in the foreground is the well-known Altneu Synagogue. 


Our Prague Correspondent writes : 

All hotels and boarding-houses in Prague and the neighbourhood 
are crowded to capacity with Sudeten refugees. The Jewish quarter is 
filled to overflowing. Most of the refugees, who include large numbers 
of German democrats as well as Jews, come from Carlsbad, Marienbad. 
Teplitz-Schénau, Aussig, Eger, Reichenberg, and Troppau. Of 
Carlsbad’s 3,000 Jewish inhabitants, 2,000 are now in Prague. Apart 
from the Jewish Community's relief body, Social-Democrat and 
Christian bodies are aiding Jewish and non-Jewish refugees. The 
Salvation Army, too, has been active. 

Apart from the Nazi menace in the Sudeten district, martial law is 
also having a paralysing effect on business life. Jewish businessmen 
have, in a number of instances, left their concerns in the charge of 
Germans, hoping to return later if normal conditions are restored. 
There is no question of a headlong escape, for perfect order reigns 
everywhere. Only the closed shops in the Sudeten districts reveal that 
something is amiss. 

Following appeals by various German groups, a number of Jews 
are returning to their homes. But meanwhile, others are arriving in 
Prague by rail and road. 


It is stated that in a number of towns in the Sudeten-German area 
Jewish leaders have been receiving anonymous letters threatening them 
with assassination. One of the threatened Jews is Dr. Emil Margulies, 
the well-known Zionist leader, who lives .in Leitmeritz. The Nazi 
hatred of him is largely due to the fact that he had a hand in presenting 
4 to the League of Nations the successful Bernheim petition on behalf

The delegation 
submitted a detailed memorandum describing the pitiable plight of 
the Jewish population in the Sudeten-German region and asking {o; 
an assurance that the Jewish minority rights would not be violated.

The delegation also suggested that a member of the Runciman Mission 
be sent to the Sudeten region to investigate the Jewish position ther 

Mr. Siobford promised that the memorandum would be .carefu!|, 
examined, and that the demands put forward would be considered 
with a view to assuring the safety of the Jewish population concerted 

This week, in order to inflame Sudeten-Germans against the Jews. 
the VOELKISCHER BEOBACHTER published an article of unparalleled 
violence, accusing the Czech Jews of terrorising the Nazis. Jews. 
it says, are arming the Communists and Social Democrats, and are 
using their houses as munition dumps for the national guards. The 
German paper suggests that Jews have threatened to kill Sudeten- 
German schoolchildren. 


The Executive of the World Jewish Congress has sent a message to 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain and M. Daladier, urging them “not to give 
your assent to a settlement which does not fully safeguard Jewish 
rights, as well as the fundamental principles of justice and humanity.” 


A BOOST FOR NAZI INFLUENCE 
East European Jews Will Suffer 


[From our Diplomatic Correspondent] 


The process which I described a few weeks ago as that of “ pacifica- 
tion by capitulation” pursues its tragic course. It has now been 
extended from the Jordan to the Danube. Whether the unprecedented 
and galling Anglo-French (or Franco-British) climb-down before the 
Nazi threat to Czechoslovakia should or should not bring about the 
interval of European peace so eagerly sought by Mr. Chamberlain, i! 
is an undoubted fact that the Western Powers have now forfeited to 
Germany whatever moral, diplomatic, and even economic and financia! 
influence they had hitherto enjoyed in the capitals of Eastern Europe. 

From a Jewish standpoint, the bitterness of this fact is bound to be 
even acuter than from the standpoint of British and Imperial interests, 
and that of democracy in general. For the Balkan Governments, being 
inevitably compelled by the desertion of the Western Powers to look fo: 
a new Safety line, must no less inevitably discern it in an attitude of 
future compliance with the wishes or dictates of the Nazi Reich. This 
tendency is bound, before long, to revive and accentuate the inclination 
towards the adoption of a quasi-Nazi ideology of such elements in a!! 
the countries concerned where that ideology is already favoured. Thus, 
Western ideas of religious freedom and racial equality will no longe: 
act as very necessary if only partial brakes on local anti-Semitism. 

RUIN IN VIENNA 
How Nazis Killed Jewish Busines ; 

To-day, the mark of the Jewish shop in Vienna is a closed tron shutter 
and a sign reading “ To Let.” Hundreds of these abandoned shops, 
says the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, are to be found all over the city. 
More eloquently than any other visible sign, they tell the story of the 
swift and utter ruin which overcame the Jewish community on the 
day the Nazis took power. 

Most of the shops have closed down in the last six weeks. Some o! 
their owners have fled the country, others are about to flee. Man) 
are in prison, either in Vienna or at Dachau. Still others simp!) 
moved out of their stores when they were no longer able to pay 
the rent.

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for dissolution of the system. There are small and two-man shops in 
the Jewish quarter where the commissioner's salary of £1 a day con- 
sumes the entire daily income. In other shops, the commissioner allows 
the owner perhaps four shillings a day on which a family of four or 
five persons must be supported. 

There is a store in-one district in which no stock remains and into 
which no customer has entered for days. There is a commissioner in 
charge, however, and under him a staff of two “Aryan” clerks. The 
three will continue to be paid wages until the owner's bank account 
has been exhausted. 

What proportion of Jewish-owned property has so far been con- 
fiscated in one way or another it is impossible to say. But informed 
observers estimate that at the present moment not more than 10 or 15 
per cent. of all Austrian Jewry is earning enough to keep their families 
going. The other 85 to 90 per cent. are living on dwindling capital or 
are being supported by the Jewish Communities. 


It is reported that pamphlets are being circulated by Catholics in Styria 
attacking racialism on the basis of the Pope's recent statements. They 
are said to be arousing great interest. The Gestapo has made a number of 
arrests. 

The large public halls where services have been held on Jewish Festivals 
in past years will not be at the disposal of the Vienna Jewish Community 
this vear. it is announced. Only the Synagogues will be available. 

It is reported from Vienna that the sale of gas-masks to Jews has been 
forbidden. 


DUCE DIVIDES THE JEWS 
The ** Useful” Ones to Get ‘* Justice ” 
SEGREGATION FOR THE REST 


‘* More Radical Measures, If .. .” 


Mussolini's long-awaited statement on the position of the Italian 
Jews, delivered last Sunday in Trieste, has left the position as unclarified 
as before. Vague promises were made that Jews of Italian citizenship 
who were of service to the regime would be spared; and prospects of 
“generous treatment” were dangled before the eyes of the Jews 
provided that “ world Jewry” did not compel Italy to “change her 
policy.” 

He claimed that the application of the new racial policy was 
demanded on account of military interests, although repudiating the 
idea that he was merely following the Nazi lead. “ Those who try to 
argue that we have imitated, or, worse still, allowed ourselves to take 
suggestions from others, are poor deficients, to whom we do not know 
whether we ought to express contempt or pity,” he said. “ The racial 
problem did not break out suddenly, as those think who are accustomed 
to violent awakening, because they are used to long, lazy slumber. 

“During the past sixteen years,’ he continued, “and in spite 
of our policy, the Hebrewism of the world has been Fascism’s 
irreconcilable enemy. Nevertheless, the Jews of Italian citizenship 
who have indisputable military or civic merit will find understanding 
and justice from Italy and the regime. As to the others, we will apply 
to them the policy of separation. Perhaps in the end the world will 
be more astonished at our generosity than at our severily: at least unless 
the Semites beyond the frontier and inside it, and, above all, their 
mprovised and unexpected friends who take up their defence from 
many pulpits, do not force us radically to change our policy.” 

It was reported from Trieste that over 200 Jews, mostly foreign 
citizens, were held under arrest in the town for the duration of 
Mussolini's visit. 


“ Equitable Discrimination ” 


Commenting on Mussolini's speech, the GIORNALE D'ITALIA warns 
Jews abroad to modify their attitude towards Italy before it is too 
late. The paper adds that the decisions of the Grand Fascist Council 


by the introduction of “ equitable discrimination.” 

The majority of Italian Jews believe that Mussolini's declaration 
foreshadows their separation from the Fascist Party, and gradual 
elimination from the learned professions. It is also believed that Jewish 
commercial activities will be limited either in number or with regard 
to the kind of trade permitted. As against this, some quarters claim 
that the tone of the speech was “ moderate,” and that it will be the 
prcluce to a number of announcements tending to mitigate the force 
of the anti-Jewish decrees so far published. THe Times quotes a 
rumour that Jews leaving the country will be allowed to take with 
them 80 per cent. of their property. 

Bui all indications show that the anti-Jewish policy will be pushed 
forward. It is reported in the Italian Press that Jews will be forbidden to 
employ “Aryan ™ servants, and it is even stated that regulations to that 
effect have already been prepared. According to another report, 
Italian Universities are to introduce compulsory courses on racialism 
this year. 

Signor Alfieri, the Minister for Popular Culture, presided last week 
at the first meeting of the Commission for the Improvement of Books. 
One of its first tasks is to purge school textbooks and manuals of works 
written by Jewish authors. 

The MESSAGERO urges the Italian Government to copy the action of 
the Nazis and compel Jews to bear Jewish-sounding names, in order to 
enable non-Jews to distinguish Jews and “Aryans.” - : 


Anti-Semites Attack “ Jew-Slaves” 


It is becoming increasingly clear, however, that the anti-Jewish 
feelings are limited to only a small section of the population. Even 
members of the Fascist Party are opposed to anti-Semitism. The 
REGIME Fascista, for example, has had to open a campaign against 
old, highly-placed Fascists who refuse to understand “ the gravity of the 
Jewish menace,” and who, despite the Duce’s policy, are protecting 
the Jews and are making efforts to combat anti-Semitism.

An article in a subsequent issue of the paper shows deep concern 
at the fact that wide circles among Italian lower middle-class elements 
are also opposed to the new anti-Jewish policy, The ReGime Fascisr, 
demands that the opponents of anti-Semitism be taught a lesson and 
punished as enemies of Fascism and of Mussolini. 

That Mussolini's anti-Jewish campaign is highly unpopular in Italy 
is maintained by the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN Special Italian Corres. 
pondent. “What most irritates the Italians in the present anti- 
Jewish measures,” he writes, “is the betrayal of their principle of 
citizenship. Racialism means nothing in Italy, for centuries the melting- 
pot of Mediterranean peoples, and the Government’s call to protect 
the so-called purity of the race is so much humbug which would make 
the Italians smile if it did not sting them to tears. ‘ What, then, of the 
Etruscans?’ they ask. * Who were they if not Semites? And what of 
the Arab strain in Sicily and Naples?’ ”’ 


POPE versus JEW-BAITERS 


Racial Paper Proscribed 
FARINACCY’S VIOLENT OUTBURST 


The Pope has once again made clear his continued opposition to 
Fascist Jew-baiting, and the following message by him to Belgian 
Catholic leaders has been published in the Soir, of Brussels. “ Anti- 
Semitism cannot be reconciled with the thought and the sublime reality 
of the Biblical text. It is a foul movement, a movement in which we 
Christians must take no part.” After quoting the saying of St. Paul 
in which “ our spiritual origin from Abraham is mentioned,” the Pope 
continued: “ Christians should have nothing to do with anti-Semitism. 
We give everybody the right to defend himself and to take all the 
necessary steps to protect his threatened interests, but anti-Semitism 
cannot be tolerated, for spiritually we are pro-Semitic.” 

Last week, the Pope proscribed the Italian racialist anti-Jewish 
publication DIFESA DELLA RAzza from all Catholic religious and 
educational institutions. Announcing this proscription, the Ossrrv- 
TORE ROMANO, the organ of the Vatican, condemns the -publication for 
its “immoral articles denouncing the Hebrew race.” It is the view of 
the Vatican, it declares, that the offending paper wishes entirely to 
pervert the moral sense of humanity by its attacks on the Jewish race. 

Simultaneously with this action, an attack on the Pope, amazing for 
its sharpness even on the part of the Italian Jew-baiters, has been made 
in an interview in the Nazi SCHWARZE Korps with Roberto Farinacci, 
the Italian Minister of State and editor of the ReGime Fascista. 
Farinacci had been visiting the Nuremberg Congress. In answer to his 
questioner, he declared: “ Fascism allows religious action but not 
political action. When the Pope took up a stand, in a political sense, 
against the Fascist racial manifesto, I was the first one to oppose him 
in my paper.” 


“Pope Has No Influence ” 


“ Immediately the Pope makes a political utterance, our people no 
longer listen to him, but to the Duce,” he continued. “The Popes 
declaration has therefore had not the least influence on our people. 
Such confusion would be unthinkable. Fascism will push through tts 
proposals without listening to the Pope. The Pope can say what he 
likes against the Rome-Berlin axis, but the people remain true to It. 
Religious questions belong to the Pope and political questions to the 
Duce. The Pope is wrong when he alleges that the racial problem is a 
religious question; for Italy it is a political principle and a practical 
necessity. 

“In our country,” he added, “ no bishop exercises his office without 
the consent of the State. It is merely a German habit to assume that 
the Catholic Church is United in all questions according to the will et 
the Pope. We know that the clergy is split in two on the Jewish 
question, and that the Pope is not in a position to do anything about ||. 

Farinacci later declared: “ We are convinced that our attitude on the 
racial question finally removes the last doubts as to the path Italian 
policy will take. We shall draw all the consequences of this attitude, in 
order to put them unreservedly ifto effect. We Romans wan! "0 
compromise.

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ANTI-SEMITISM IN CANADA 


Exploiting National Antipathies 


HATERS OF JEWS AND THE BRITISH EMPIRE 


Nazi Mischief-Makers and their Underworld Agents 
By H. M. CAISERMAN 


I 


The seventy years since Confederation in Canada have not seen 
the end of the English-French antagonism. 

Orangemen in Ontario are still bitterly opposed to special French- 
Canadian privileges in the Dominion. French-Canadian nationalists 
are ever anxious to eliminate the English and all “foreigners” if 
that were possible. The average English-speaking person in the 
Province of Quebec still frowns upon the discrimination practised 
by French-Canadian controlled Municipal and Provincial Govern- 
ment departments and institutions against the employment of English- 
speaking public servants, at least in proportion to their numbers in 
the Province of Quebec. And the average French-Canadian bemoans 
the fact that British capitalists and other “foreigners” control the 
economic and financial life of the Province and that the leading 
economic positions are occupied by the English minority, leaving to 
the French majority only third and fourth-rate positions. 

lt is not surprising that prejudices of every description should have 
found fertile soil in such a background of antagonisms. And if we 
add the fact that not less than thirty-three religious denominations 
comprise the eleven millions of people in the Dominion of Canada, 
spread over a country larger than the United States, each of these 
religious groups with its American, European, Asiatic, or African back- 
ground, each with its culture, its political concepts of right and wrong, 
its dislikes and prejudices, we cannot be surprised to find disruptive 
movements and race hatred among certain strata of the population, 
despite the unifying influence of the various school systems, the 
influence of our democratic institutions, commercial intercourse, etc. 

Acts of anti-Semitism in the Province of Quebec are not new 
manifestations. The French-Canadian Nationalist propaganda has 
been carried on during the last half century against Jewish immigration, 
on the ground that as a whole it sides with the English; and many other 
individual manifestations of anti-Semitism in vartous parts of the 
Dominion have shown themselves from time to time. Yet it cannot 
be said that these manifestations, up to the conclusion of the War, 
represented an organised movement. But as a result of the War, the 
dislocation of trade and the economic catastrophe which followed, 
bodies of discontented men and women became a prey to reactionary 
ideas, mostly imported from Europe. And Canadian Jewry, for the 
first ime, was faced with an organised violent anti-Jewish propaganda, 
the intensity and ferocity of which they did not at first appreciate. 


Disturbing Silence 


The surprise and alarm increased when it was realised that neither 
the French-Canadian religious, political. or cultural leaders, nor the 
general Press of the Province (French and English alike) uttered a single 
word of disapproval or condemnation of the most irresponsible and 
libellous accusations levelled against the Jewish population. 

This was the deciding factor in the recdnvening of the Canadian- 
Jewish Congress at its second general session. Delegates were elected 
in each Jewish Community in Canada, and when they met in Toronto, 
January 27th, 28th, and 29th, 1934, they unanimously resolved: That 
the aims of the Congress be: 

(a)\ To safeguard the civil, political, economic, and religious rights of the 
Jews and to combat anti-Semitism. 

(b) To study problems relating to the cultural, economic, and social life 
of the Jews and to seck a solution to such problems. 

(c) To assist the Jewish Agency in its programme of work for Palestine. 

(d) To co-operate with world Jewry as may be deemed advisable. 

The re-established Congress immediately proceeded to focus its 
allention on the sources of anti-Semitism, and what it learned was 
alarming. 

Catholic church groups were engaged in anti-Jewish propaganda. 
A chain of newspapers similar to the Lire PAROLE in France, such as 
Le Gociu, Le CHAMEAU, Le Miroir, LE RESTAURATEUR, LE PATRIOTE, 
Le ¢ \SQUE D’ACIER, and many others were being widely circulated in 
the Province of Quebec. English and German sheets of the same 
calibre were circulated in Ontario and the western provinces of Canada. 

A boycott movement was initiated in the Province of Quebec against 
Jewish and English merchants, under the slogan L’Achat chez nous, 
and it received the warm support of the Catholic unions, members of 
the clergy, the entire French-Canadian Nationalist movement, and a 
large percentage of the French-Canadian Press. The daily radio 
“nnouncements, “ Buy only French-Canadian, buy only Christian!” 
were of immense help to this dangerous movement.

and to British ideals of fair play and democracy. The effect of this’ 
beneficial publicity was a spontaneous reawakening of public opinion. 

Requests for information on standard accusations against the Jewish 
population which were being disseminated in various parts of the 
country prompted the Congress to undertake social economic research 
of Canadian-Jewish life, based on the findings of the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics and on independent research. In addition to the books 
and pamphlets written by responsible and leading men in the Empire 
refuling accusations directed against the Jewish population of the 
Dominion and denouncing the foreign totalitarian ideas, the results 
of our research enabled the Congress to reply by means of the Press 
and by pamphlets of our own. This brought about close co-operation 
of various religious denominations of the Dominion, the importance 
of which must not be under-estimated. At the same time, however, 
the German Nazi subsidies to Nazi groups in Canada increased in 
proportion to the development of the propaganda department in 
Germany. As a result, manifestations of intensified Nazi anti-Jewish 
sentiment have been increasing every year. Spectacular evidence of 
this programme against the Jews has been provided by the many 
cases in which Jews have been barred from hotels, from public beaches, 
and from the golf courses and parks of communities and summer 
resorts. The most pernicious result of this movement has been the 
Startling increase in the number of individuals and companies who 
refuse to rent living quarters to Jews, the growth of the policy of 
not employing Jews, and the sporadic attempts by various organisations 
to involve Jewish individuals in disturbances and acts of violence. 

During the period under review, there has been a transition from 
the sporadic and unorganised type of anti-Semitism to the activity 
sponsored by national organisations and directed by professional 
agents. 


Three Types of Anti-Semitism 


Three distinct types of anti-Semitism are prevalent in Canada, 
sponsored by the Fascist organisations: by certain fundamentalist 
Christians who interpret the Bible to justify Jew-hating: and by 
individual cranks who carry on an incessant campaign against the 
Jews. 

The last two categories are easily described. All fundamentalists are 
not anti-Semites, for many of them harbour the fervent hope of con- 
verting the Jew. On the other hand, a vast amount of anti-Jewish 
literature is distributed by these zealots. This is printed almost without 
exception in Wichita, Kansas, U.S.A., by the Defender Press. The 
Defender Company issues the Derenprr. which is an anti-Jewish 
monthly with a circulation of over one hundred thousand, to which 
several clergymen in Toronto, including Dr. Oswald J. Smith, con- 
tribute articles. The Defender Press also issues hundreds of different 
publications, including a large number of anti-Semitic booklets which 
are circulated in Canada, 

But the most dangerous group is the Nazi Party of Canada, headed 
by Adrien Arcand, with its various secret associations in the Province 
of Quebec, all of them waiting for a political opportunity to over-

throw the present political power. Arcand is primarily concerned 
at present with building up the French-Canadian branch of his Party 
in the Province of Quebec. A few comparative figures will point to 
the difference between the provinces of Quebec and Ontario, from 
which definite conclusions can be drawn.

Arcand knows the conditions prevailing, knows of the great number 
of young French-Canadians who cannot find any occupation, and his 
propaganda is designed to win their confidence and support. 

But his movement is a great deal smaller than recent articles in the 
American and Canadian Press have made it out to be. The Parti 
National Social Chrétien, headed by Adrien Arcand, is the one party 
organised along out-and-out Fascist lines—swastika, storm-troops, 
and all. 

There is, in addition to this, a much looser movement built up 
around Paul Bouchard, of Quebec City, an ex-Rhodes scholar with an 
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extraordinary faculty for violent and abusive language. His news- 
paper, La Nation, is the organ of the Separatist movement for a “ free 
French State in America,” the most anti-British weekly sheet in 
Canada, violently anti-Semitic and corporatist. 

Paul Bouchard was the unsuccessful candidate of the Separatist Party 
during the provincial by-election in Lotbiniére in December, 1937, 

His newspaper has printed lists of Jewish firms, urging his readers 
not to purchase from them but to buy only at French-Canadian stores. 
In other words, he is a supporter of the so-called L’Achat chez no;,; 
movement. This movement is supported by the monthly magazine, 
L’ACTION PAROISSIALE (each number published by a different church) 
and by a whole chain of nationalist men’s and women’s societies, 0: 
whigh can be mentioned “Jeune Canada, “ Catholic Commerci.| 
Travellers,” some of the Catholic unions, “ Le Chevalier de Jacques 
Cartier,” “Chevalier de Carignan,” “Chevalier de Maisonneuve.” 
“Chevalier de la Violette,” and other secret “ Chevaleries” of the 
province. In addition, a number of newspapers in the Province 0 
Quebec have in the last few years supported the L’Achat chez now: 
movement, which, in effect, is a boycott of the Jewish and Englis) 
stores in favour of the French-Canadian. It is unnecessaty to poin: 
out that such propaganda ts contrary to the best interests of the Frenc!)- 
Canadians themselves. One has to remember that over sixty ) 
cent. of everything that 1s being grown and manufactured in th. 
Province of Quebec is sold in the Province of Ontario; that the Engli:’ 
Jewish, and other distinctive groups who operate stores, factoric. 
mines, etc., employ thousands of French-Canadians; and that co-ope: 
tion between the French-Canadians and the other distinctive groups o: 
the Dominion is the only guarantee of a decent livelihood for «|! 
Canadians and the preservation of British ideals in Canada. 


Small Success of Boycott 


This simple truth is probably understood by the French-Canadian 
masses, which explains the small success attained by the L’Achat che: 
nous movement, in spite of. the wide propaganda which has been. 
spread throughout the Province during-the last four or five years. 

The various groups mentioned here belong to different politics! 
organisations, some of which are anti-Semitic. For example, o: 
present Duplessis Union National Government of the Province o 
Quebec is not known to be anti-Semitic, yet its chief publicity agen: 
in the last campaign’ was Arcand, who is at the same time editor o 
the semi-official newspaper, L'ILLUSTRATION NOUVELLE. It is truc 
that the editorial policy of the newspaper is not anti-Semitic, but it js 
equally true that the same Arcand ts the editor of Le Fascis:: 
CANADIEN, the official organ of the National Social Christian Party o 
Canada, and recently selected “ Fiihrer ~ of the Nazi Party of Canad. 
The National Social Christian Party in Canada, with its three sections. 
the French, English, and German, ts discussed in detail below. 


il 

It would be wrong-to create the impression that French Canad. 
as a whole is anti-Semitic. We must not forget that the Legislature 
of the Province of Quebec was the first to grant equal rights to 
the Jews in 1831, and that the majority of French Canadians have 
remained indifferent to the iniquitous propaganda, imported and 
indigenous, directed against the Jewish population. 

The Nazi movement in Canada began as soon as Adolf Hitle: 
became Chancellor of Germany, and a propaganda department was 
established. Ludecke, in his recent book, “I Knew Hitler,” admits 
that he himself helped to organise the Nazi movement in Canad: 
Adrien Arcand, Joseph Menard, Dr. P. E. Lalanne, and Sallusic 
Lavery were the appointed first leaders. It is alleged that during 
the first few years, Dr. Lalanne was the Treasurer of the move- 
ment, but no direct evidence is available to prove that moneys were 
received from foreign countries. However, information believed to 
be reliable has been received to the effect that German funds were 
transmitted to England for distribution to Nazi parties in the British 
Dominions, including Canada. Cn the other hand, it is certain) 
known that during the mayoral elections of April, 1934, contesicd 
by Salluste Lavery as Nazi candidate, the campaign accounts. 
involving thousands of dollars, were paid by Dr. Lalanne. !! 's 
also known that two years ago, when Salluste Lavery again con- 
templated running for a municipal office, the preliminary expens-s 
were paid by Dr. Lalanne. 


A Split in the Ranks 


About that time the French-Canadian Nazi Party split—one group. 
led by Joseph Menard, Dr. Lalanne, and others, retained (ic 
weekly newspaper Le Parriore, and the other group, led by Avie! 
Arcand, Dr. J. G. Lambert, Major J. M. Scott, and J. E. Lessard, 
became the official Nazi Party, and began the publication 0! |' 
FASCISTE CANADIEN. It is noteworthy that while this official Nazi 
Party, claiming legions of trained men and women and a !ii'\ 
discipline, published its paper (of eight to twelve pages) mel’! 
the newspaper of the Joseph Menard faction appeared wees!) |" 
similar size until about a year ago, when it ceased publication. 

But before going more fully into the details of the French sev 
of the Parti National Social Chrétien, I want to make the [o'o'- 
ing summary of the Nazi agencies which operate in Canada: 

(1) German-speaking groups: The N.S.D.A.P. Kanada: Deutsche 
Bund; Arbeits-Front; and Deutsche Arbeitsgemeinsc!. :

Jewish. They. hail Hitler as the saviour of Europe and as the super: 
man who slew the Communist dragon in Germany. The publication” 
and literature they distribute are either printed in Germany OF “

reprints of Nazi propaganda. With the exception of the Canadian 
Union of Fascists, they have all adopted the swastika as their Party 
emblem. 

THe Deutscue BuND: The head office is in Montreal, at 3,469, 
St. Lawrence Boulevard, under the supervision of G. Rudolph, and 
it is in constant communication with the German Consul-General. 
Branches, named after German towns, such as “ Stuttgart,” “ Jansen,” 
“ Bayern,” “Sandal,” and so on, are established in the principal 
cities across Canada. The Bund is the broadest German Nazi 
organisation, and applicants must swear that they are .“ Aryans” 
and will uphold the ideology of the new Germany. The Bund 
maintains schools in Toronto, Montreal, Winnipeg, and Kitchener. 
Here children are taught the glories of Hitler. Nazi camps also exist 
in Montreal and Winnipeg, where children and parents are inculcated 
with Nazi ideals and proudly give the Nazi salute each morning as 
the swastika flag is raised. 

The Bund leaders indignantly deny that the Bund is linked with 
Germany. Yet again and again the Bund published its four-year-plan 
which originates in Germany and is issued under the authority of 
Field-Marshal Goring. 


i N.S.D.A.P. and Arpeits-Front: The N.S.D.A.P. (Nazi) is named 
es after the same party in Germany. Its principles are identical with its 
i 4 German counterpart. Instructions for its activities are received 


directly from Germany, and. members must pledge unquestioning 
obedience to the commands of Adolf Hitler. Together with the 
Arbeits-Front, the N.S.D.A.P. constitutes the inner circle of the 
German Nazi movement here. 


A German Foothold 


The Arbeits-Front is similar in constitution to the N.S.D:A.P., but 
members must be “ Aryans” and cannot be Canadian citizens. The 
frequent denials of any connection with Germany by leaders of the 
Nazi Parties here appear ridiculous in the light of the fact that 
the application forms of the Arbeits-Front contain a pledge to 
propagate Nazi theorics by “word and deed,” and members are 
placed under the direct leadership of Dr. Ley, head of the German 
labour Front in Berlin. Members receive propaganda magazines 
from Germany free of charge, and they are also charged with the 
responsibility of distributing extra copies to the proper persons. 

ARBEITSGEMEINSCHAFPT (GERMAN UNITED. LeaGue): The German 
United League, a union of all Nazi organisations, boasis of an 
autonomous branch in almost every province. In Ontario, the League 
is headed by the so-called Deutsche Kuliur Verband, Murray Sireet, 
Toronto. H. Sauer is the President. The League was formed for 
almost the sole purpose of arranging annual German Days in each 
province. In addition to recognised Nazi groups, the League 
endeavours to attract non-political organisations. Thus the Harmonia 
Club, of Tordénto, Sachsen and Schwaben, of Kitchener, Verein 
Frohsinn, of Kingsville. and Teutonia, of Windsor, have participated 
in the German Days. Logically enough, the Nazis have made it their 
business to gain control of the executives of these ‘various clubs, 
some of which have beer ‘licences, and to use them for disseminating 
propaganda. It is thus possible for the Deutsche Bund to use the 
Harmonia Club as its official headquarters in Toronto and to arrange 
numerous functions there. 

But in spite of the numerous activities, open and hidden, of these 
German Nazi groups in Canada, they are making slow progress. The 
confidential reports of German Nazis in Western Canada in May, 
1938, have clearly shown that small groups function in the Western 
communities, exercising littke or no influence. However, they distri- 
bute amongst the German population of the Dominion the materials 
issued by the German propaganda department. the objective being to 
organise them and win their confidence. Herein German propaganda 
represents a danger to Canadian security. 

The Canadian Nationalist Party (English Nazi groups) publishes 
the CANADIAN NATIONALIST in Winnipeg, edited by the notorious 
William Whittaker. The Party has besides printed or mimeographed 
anti-Jewish pamphlets, under such titles as “The Downfall of 
Democracy,” “The Birth of New Liberty,” “Thirty Points of 
Nationalism,” “The Worship of the Beast,” by J. N. Sturk, and 
many others all dedicated to Jew-baiting and. Nazism. 


Economic Factors 


Mr. L. Rosenberg, of Regina, one of the outstanding economists 
in Canada, states that “Anti-Semitic propaganda, battening upon 
the economic distress of the Western Canadian farmer who is faced 
with iow prices for his wheat, his livestock, and his poultry products, 
makes considerable use of charges that Jews controls grain marketing, 
livestock marketing, and the marketing of poultry products. The 
average farmer is not aware of the fact that Jews in Canada play 
a negligible réle in the grain and milling business and the meat 
and poultry packing and distributing industry. Nearly all, however, 
have come into close contact with the Jewish cattle-buyer, the Jewish 
trucker, and the small Jewish buyer of eggs and other poultry 
products, and it is comparatively easy to transfer the farmer's resent- 
ment against the economic system as a whole, which gives him such 
low prices for his products, into resentment against the individual 
Jew and the entire Jewish Community.” 

In the Province of Ontario, the Nazi organisation, under the direc- 
tion of Joseph C. Farr and the Committee elected at a secret con- 
ference in Toronto on August 2Ist, 1937, and independent sources 
interested in Jew-baiting have since that date engaged in violent anti- 
Jewish propaganda and boycott against Jewish business. “The Key 
to the Mystery” was distributed in large quantities throughout the 
Province, particularly in Toronto. Leaflets, calling upon the popula- 
tion not to buy from Jews ‘and agitating for Jews to be deported 
to Madagascar were distributed in the streets of Toronto. 

The Nazis have also indulged in telephone terrorism—telephone 
calls to Jewish men and women threatening them with grave con- 
sequences if they do not leave the city within two or three days. 
The desecration of the University Street Synagogue of Toronto was 
the culmination of this campaign of hooliganism. The public in 
Ontario, as evidenced by the Ontario Press, grew indignant at such 
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outrages; and to-day the police are doing everything they can to 
discover the hooligans, rewards being offered for their apprehension. 

Until three months ago, the Parti National Social Chrétien and j:< 
subsidiaries in Quebec and the Maritime Provinces consisted of 4 
skeleton organisation similar to the Nazi organisation in German, 
as it was about six or seven years ago (and as described by Ludeck. 
in his recent book, “I Knew Hitler,” already mentioned), 


A Would-be Fiihrer 


Adrien Arcand, the leader of the movement, represents the 
authority of the Party. He is only thirty-eight years old, ambitious. 
guided by the principle that “the ends justify the means,” and ver, 
active and aggressive. His ideals and political hopes are found jp 
Hitler's “ Mein Kampf.” Yet Adrien Arcand is chief editor 0: 
L°ILLUSTRATION NOUVELLE, a semi-official organ of the presen: 
Provincial Government of Quebec, in which for diplomatic reasons 
he is forbidden to write against Jews or in favour of Fascism. 

His major officers in March, 1938, were: Dr. J. G. Lamber-, 
General Secretary; H. Clement (an insurance agent), Province). 
Secretary: Marius Gatien, Director of the Committee of Orators. 
Major J. M. Scott, Director-General of the Legions and Director of 
the Intelligence Service: and Leo Jodoine, Adjutant of Reserves. 

The headquarters of the Party are still at 517, St. Lawrence 
Boulevard, Montreal. In addition, there are four places for 
recruiting and drilling of new members. Major Scott recen 
declared that the recruits come three times weekly and train two- 
and-a-half hours each time, that they have ten instructors, all militar, 
men. that each recruit receives one month and a half of drilling 
with particular attention to discipline; and that then they are promoted 
to the Legions. They also have four schools in Montreal, wi 
classes for public speaking, attended by an average of eighty stude 
besides five schools in the Province of Quebec.

On July Ist last, the Nazi Convention was called to unify all Naz! 

The Convention was 
held in secret in Kingston, Ontario, in a room which could not be 
discovered by the police nor by the dozens of newspaper corres 
pondents who were eager to see and hear the Nazi delegates. |! 's 
known, however, that in the middle of the night, two motor-ca's 
rushed the ten Nazi delegates to Toronto, where they appeared to 
address the mass meeting called at Massey Hall, which was attended 
by only 1,500 spectators (not all of whom were sympathetic). | 

The Kingston Convention naturally assumed gigantic proportions 
in the Nazi reports.

CREATING LEAGUE’S NEW 
REFUGEE BODY 
SF Nansen—Commission Merger Difficulties 
JUDGE HANSSON’S OBJECTIONS 


While representatives of eighteen countries have been discussing, 


ad in the Political Commission, the plan for setting up a League of 
a 4 Nations’ joint organisation for international! assistance for refugees, a 
o © difference has arisen between the League Council and Judge Hansson, 


President of the Governing Body of the Nansen Office, over the tasks 
the new body will wndertake. Hr. Hansson claims that the new Com- 
missioner should also deal with the humanitarian aspect of solving 
the problem of the Nansen refugees. If that function were refused him, 
Hr. Hansson says, such refugees would be placed at an unwarranted 
disadvantage as compared with Jewish and other refugees from 
Germany, now catered for by the League Refugees Commission, who, 
he declares, were supported by “ powerful Jewish-organisations ” as 
3 well as by the Inter-Governmental Committee in London under Mr. 
George Rublee’s directorship. 
me Hr. Hansson is also of opinion that the proposed budget is 
z inadequate, especially as regards providing for representatives, and 
é suggests that the best solution would be to find someone prepared to 
act as High Commissioner in a voluntary capacity, receiving an allow- 
ance to cover expenses. If, on the other hand, the post ts to be a paid 
% one, Hr. Hansson considers the proposed salary of 45,000 Swiss francs 
a year inadequate. 

A discussion was held on the matter iast Monday, when Hr. Hansson 
reiterated his allegations. He demanded that the League should think 
in terms of providing funds for Russian refugees when merging the 
Nansen Office with the High Commussion for Refugees Coming from 
Germany. Hr. Hansson was supported by the representative of Great 
Britain and by a number of representatives of other countries. 

Sir Neil Malcolm, the High Commiussroner for Refugees Coming 
from Germany, pointed out that the funds of the private reliet 
organisations were practically exhausted, and that.soon there would 
be practically no difference between any category of refugees as far as 
financial help was concerned. He thereiore supported the original 
plan that the new High Commissioner for Refugees whom the League 
was to appoint should not handle the refugee problem from a financial 
point of view. 

After a long debate, a sub-committee of seven members was 
appointed to define the exact functions of the new High Commissioner. 


PELIEF BODIES AND THE LEAGUE 


Continued Co-operation Urged 


At a conference in Geneva last week of the Refugee Liaison 
Committee, consisting of representatives of twenty leading American 
and European Jewish and non-Jewish organisations éngaged in relief 
work, a resolution was passed urging that the High Commissioner to 
be appointed to direct the merged League refugees body should main- 
tain organised contact with private relief organisations. 

Another resolution urged .the Evian Inter-Governmental Committee 
“not to wait for the outcome of its intended negotiations with the 
German Government, but to endeavour immediately to obtain 
immigration outlets for Jewish and other refugees from. Germany.” 
It was reported that Mr. Rublee hoped to visit Germany within a few 
weeks, 

The conference asked Sir Neill Malcolm, who was present at the 
meeting, to draw the attention of the League to the problem of Jewish 
refugees from Italy. 


SWISS AID FOR REFUGEES 
Police Chief’s Appeal 


An appeal to the Swiss people not to abandon the Jewish refugees 
entirely to the care of Jewish organisations was made by Dr. H. 
Rothmund, head of the Swiss Police and Swiss representative at the 
Evian Conference, who reviewed the problem of Austrian refugees in 
an address to the Congress of Swiss Living Abroad held last week at 
Schaffhausen. 

“During the stay of these emigrants, who have no means of their 
own, in Switzerland,” Dr. Rothmund declared, “ they are being cared. 
for by the Jewish organisaticns. This is noi, however, merely a Jewish 
concern, but should also be the concern of the whole Swiss people, for 
it is in accordance with Swiss conceptions that people who are in 
trouble should be helped, whether they are Swiss citizens or foreigners, 
whether they are Protestants, Catholics, or Jews. So far as we are 
concerned, the refugee is a man who needs help. 

“As soon as the census of all the illegal immigrants in Switzerland, 
whose number probably exceeds 2,000, is taken,” Dr. Rothmund went 
on, “the question of their legal emigration to other countries will be 
taken in hand,”

EXODUS FROM ITALY 


The decree for the expulsion of foreign Jews is already beariy,y:

The United States should, if necessary, absorb the entire ha’ 
million Jewish and Christian refugees from Germany as a “ spectacular 
gesture of sacrifice on the part of a democratic people,” writes M: 
Anne O'Hare McCormick, the commentator on foreign affairs in |! 
New York TIMES. 

“ We are unique,” says Mrs. McCormick, “ because we are a society 
emigrés. For this reason alone this Government had to take the k 
in seeking world-wide action on the refugee problem. It is a_ proble:

HECHALUTZ B’ANGLIA 
Palestinian Life in Stoke Newington 


AN INSPIRING EXPERIMENT 


There is a system in Palestine whereby. groups of chalutzim waiting 
for a plot of land upon which to establish their kibbutz already live the 
communal life. Sometimes they erect a temporary village of wooden 
huts which they can later use, again temporarily, on the site of their 
permanent home; sometimes they live in tents, and sometimes they live 
in some existing settlement (usually a moshav or co-operative settle- 
ment) in the vicinity of which they can work. 

The system works in the following manner: all the members go out 
to work wherever they can find jobs, and all the wages are pooled. 
All material things necessary for the group are held in common, and 
each member draws what he needs from the common stock. Some of 
them never touch the money, as though they were already living in 
kibbutzim. Their wages are paid direct to the gizbar (treasurer) of the 
group. Some have to have money for fares and food. Sometimes all 
the group will work at the same job, as, for instance, in the orange 
groves. Some groups have members in all sorts of occupations, and, 
next to the orange groves, road-making and stone-breaking are the 
commonest forms of employment. 

Part of the income of the group is set aside to help establish them 
when the time comes to go up to the land on which they are to settle. 
They will add to their number from time to time people who find 
themselves happy with the group, until they are numerically strong 
enough to undertake the task. Sometimes they have to wait years 
before they are ready and the land is available. Eventually a small 
party sets out to prepare for the rest of the group. Such property as 
they have jointly acquired against this time is moved up gradually, 
until finally the group ts at last established as a kibbutz. 

London ts thousands of miles, physically, from Palestine, and even 
further spiritually. It was a tremendously difficult task for Hechalutz 
b’Anglia to get its Hachshara (training) farm started in Kent. It can 
be imagined how much more difficult it would be for a small group 
to establish a communal house on the same lines as these pre-kibbutz 
groups in Palestine. And yet that has been done. There ts in London 
just such a group. Its members are all waiting their turn to go on 
Hachshara. They will not be able to take over a piece of land and 
establish a kibbutz. They are numerically a-tiny group which will 
eventually, in Palestine, be merged into a much larger group. Yet they 
have found it worth while to live in this fashion, pooling their wages, 
living in one big house, drawing everything from a common pool, and 
saving a little, jointly; against the day when they will go to Palestine. 
Those seven boys and girls are dreamers—very practical dreamers 
who feel that life as they live it can offer very much more than the 
individualistic, self-seeking lives most of us lead. . They set up house 
two years ago. The present group is, however, different in composition 
from that which started the idea. In the present group are a fur- 
cutter, a carpenter, a clerk, two shorthand typists, an accountant, and 
one girl who keeps house. 

The Bayit (house) in Stoke Newington acts also as London head- 
quarters for the Hechalutz movement and is a gathering place for 
interested members of Habonim and visitors from Palestine. The 
catering is, of course, strictly Kasher (most of the members are 
vegetarians), and the girls and boys have separate dormitories. 

It is evidence of the increasing interest of Anglo-Jewish youth in 
Palestine that such a movement is possible in this country. It is also 
evidence of the value of the new life in Palestine that it is able to inspire 
emulation in such a spiritually remote part of the world. To have 
brought to drab Stoke Newington one ray of Palestinian sunshine is a 
great achievement for Hechalutz b’Anglia.

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MAKING ANTI-SEMITISM PAY 


Nazism’s New Aspect 
ROBBERY ELEVATED TO STATE POLICY 


A Dangerously Infectious Process 
By WILLIAM ZUKERMAN 


During recent months, the Nazi regime has entered a new phase in 
the development of its anti-Jewish policy, a phase which has not as 
yet received from tbe world the attention which it deserves. The | 
nature and larger aims of this.aspect of Nazism are of greater imp 
ance than the more spectacular atrocities perpetrated § in 
concentration camps and in the streets of Vienna and Berlin, and 
certainly of greater significance to the existence of the regime. 

In the words of the official Nazi doctrine, Nazism came to save 
world from Bolshevism, which to the average Nazi means the « 
fiscation of private property, as in the Russian Revolution. The Na. 
boast that their revolution saved the sacred principle of private ow: 
ship, the basis of our civilisation, from destruction. Yet at no o! 
time in modern history has this principle been so openly violated 
so cynically flouted as it has been in Nazi Germany for the 
five years. Jewish capital, often the accumulation of centuries. 
daily being confiscated without the slightest cause, except tha! 
it belongs to Jews; Jewish industries and commercial enterprises whic) 
have been built up by generations of labour are daily be: 
“Aryanised,” i.¢e., taken from their Jewish owners, with or withou! 
nominal compensation, and given to non-Jews. Jewish savings, inve 
ments, property, even house furniture and personal belongings arc 
appropriated. Jews who leave Germany have 95 per cent. of the: 
belongings officially taken from them, and we now have the sor) 
spectacle of representatives of thirty-one nations anxious that their 
influential delegates should be able to negotiate with the Nas 
authorities to permit those whom the Nazis are driving out into exc 
to take with them at least 10 per cent. of their property—whilst the 
Nazi Government holds out for not more than 4 per cent. (name'y. 
96 per cent. confiscation). Finally, there is the Goring decree, which 
has already taken the first steps towards a clean sweep of every bit o! 
property owned by German Jews, whether they leave or remain in thc 
country. Nothing like it has been attempted even by revolutionar 
Russia nor by any other European State since the Great War. Wha'- 
ever confiscations have taken place elsewhere have been appropriations 
of property of all individuals, without discrimination, for the bene!:' 
of the State or the people. In Nazi Germany, the property of o/ 
a certain group of individuals is being confiscated, and that, too, 
largely for the benefit of other individuals. The difference is enormo. 
it is the difference between an action based on a principle which aspi'.s 
to supersede private property and ordinary vulgar robbery. 


Extinguishing the Rights of Private Property 


The significance of this, one fears, is not sufficiently appreciated - 
by the world at large. The manifestation is too much obscured | 
the vapours of anti-Semitism to be seen in al! its nakedness. To |! 
average person, all these acts of confiscation are the acts of an an''- 
Semitic Government which expresses through them its hatred of ( 
Jews, as it does through various other discriminations, humiliations, 
and by physical attacks. But, in reality, there is much more than tha! 
in them. What is going on now in the Third Reich in that particu!«: 
field is a phenomenon of social and economic significance affecting 
not only the Jews, but also Germany and the world at large. N27! 
Germany is now establishing a social and economic precedent proba! 
more important than that of the Russian Revolution. Capital and 
property are the most international commodities in the world. [hc 
cannot be earmarked “Aryan” and “non-Aryan.” What applics (0 
Jewish property to-day can, and will, be applied to the property ©! 
other “ enemies * of the Government to-morrow; it will be applicd ‘9 
the property of other nationals and of Germans themselves abroed 
when the opportunity arises, 

In short, no Government in the world is doing so much to under 
mine the basis of private property than the Nazi Government, Ww)! 
claims to have come to save it. 

_ There is another aspect of this orgy of “Aryanisation” and co- 
fiscation in Nazi Germany which is of more immediate significa! 

This is the fact that the wholesale confiscation of Jewish property |" 
Germany and Austria is becoming an important item in the financ'«! 
system of the Nazi regime and of every other Fascist State. This 's 
new. it seems that the Nazi leaders themselves did not at 1!!! 
realise the possibilities of Jewish confiscations as an appreciable source 
of income. At first, confiscation was practised mostly by wa) °! 
persecution and as a means of bringing pressure upon Jews to leu\ 
the country. Gradually, however, the sheer financial gains of these 
acts impressed the minds of the leaders, and the latest manifestatio™> 
of this phenomenon are of an altogether different nature from (he 
previous ones. The Géring decree and the despoliation of Jewish 
property in Austria represent a well-organised State hold-up practised 
on a part of its citizens not for reasons of mere hatred or perseculio” 
but for actual gain, Governmental as well as individual. ) 

It is regrettable that there are no correct figures available of ‘h's 
unique and cynical robbery under the guise of racialism. The official 
Vienna VOELKISCHER BEOBACHTER recently boasted that during the 
first four months of the Anschluss the Government alone confiscated 
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Jewish property valued at £307,000,000, of which £114,000,000 was 
in cash. This does not include the so-called “Aryanised ” Jewish 
concerns or the property looted and stolen by unofficial Nazi gangs. 
Above all, these figures are limited to Austria, where the Jews were 
a far poorer community than in the Reich. In Germany itself, where 
the Jewish Community ts older and had the accumulation of many 
generations of labour and thrift, the product of despoliation must be 
enormous, so enormous that it has become an appreciable item in the 
finances of a Government even of the size of Germany. The stolen 
Jewish property also serves as a means of compensation for thousands 
of Nazi Party henchmen who have to be satisfied, as they were 
previously at the Government's expense, for services rendered. 

Important as this manifestation is for Germany, it has a still greater 
significance for the world outside the Nazi Reich. For Germany 
is now the recognised pattern for Fascist and semi-Fascist States. 
Whatever experiment is tried by the Nazis has not only an indirect 
effect but is directly imitated by other countries following the Nazi 
footsteps. The safe and sure hold-up makes a powerful appeal to 
crude minds, particularly to people who happen to be in need of! 
funds. Having watched the apparent success of Germany in despoil- 
ing a part of its population, other Fascist and semi-Fascist States seem 
to have decided to follow the examp'e, and we may soon see in many 
States of Europe a race in the confiscation of Jewish property with 
the aid of strong-hand gangster methods. This form will obscure 
all other aspects of anti-Semitism. If a State of the size and prominence

The Principle Spreads 


The anti-Jewish laws recently introduced in Hungary are of a slightly 


different nature, but they, too, certainly have a strong economic motive 
fashioned on Nazi Germany. The abortive attempt on the part of 
the late Goga-Cuza Government in Rumania last January was also 
Of the same type. The effort of the Rumanian authorities to 
declare a third of the Jewish population as “aliens” had the same 
financial motive behind it. By declaring a quarter of a million Jews to 
be aliens,” they are to be put in the same position as “non-Aryans” in 
Germany, and this, as Nazism has shown, means that they can be 
robbed with impunity of everything they possess. The Polish extreme 
Nationalists have also been hankering after the same economic gains 
rough anti-Semitism, and have conducted a campaign of private 
Bangsterism, albeit without the Government consent.

The new Rav studied philosophy at Berlin University, gaining his 
Doctorate in 1931 for a dissertation on the system of one of Germany's 
foremost philosophers, Max. Scheler. He had the honour of having 
his thesis published by the Berlin University in conjunction with the 
German Ministry of Education. Dr. Altmann is the author of several 
religious and philosophical works, including a collection of Halachic 
Responsa and one entitled “ Talmud and Gnosis.” He has been 
a leading figure in the Mizrachi movement in Berlin and in Jewish 
educational circles there. He has won a reputation for himself in the 
Berlin Community ‘as preacher, teacher, and religious publicist, and 
has attracted large gatherings to his sermons and public -lectures. 
One who knew Dr. Altmann well in Berlin describes him as “ a scholar 
who combines with deep learning a-fine humanity.”

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


ISRAEL AND THE NATIONS 


There is a strange and well-nigh incomprehensible Midrash dealing 
with Rosh Hashana. “The Ministering Angels assembled in thc 
presence of the Holy One, blessed be He, and inquired of Him 
‘When is Rosh Hashana, and when Yom Kippur?’ and the Holy 
One. blessed be He, answered ‘Do you then inquire of Me? Let 
us both descend on earth and inquire of the Beth Din there, as i 
is said “For it is a statute to Israel, a judgment to the God o/ 
Jacob.” 

This passage at first sight strikes one as sacrilegious and even 
blasphemous in its glaring anthropomorphisms, and yet a moment's 
reflection on its inner meaning reveals its underlying purpose. | 
is an.arresting manner of teaching a profound lesson on the purpose 
and efficacy of this Solemn Season which we are now ushering in. 
The value of Rosh Hashana and of the Day of Atonement resides in 
what we make of it, it is a period not only of the reckoning of God 
with us. but of each man with himself. It says “Let us search 
our ways and carefully examine them, that we may return unto God © 
It is a milestone on the journey of life, at which we pause, cast o!! 
our heavy burden of material care, consider how we have gone on 
the journey of life, how far we still have to go, and whither this road 
is leading us, and, having taken this mental stock of our position, we 
are thereby enabled to take up our burden again, and, refreshed and 
encouraged, continue on our way. 

For if there is one thing of which we stand desperately in need, 
it is of that spiritual refreshment and moral encouragement which 
alone can enable us to continue to Journey's End.- Our journey from 
the last milestone has been such an exhausting and wearying on 
obstacles and pitfalls have beset our path, cowardly and brutal enem 
have lurked in ambush tn every thicket and round every corner, and 
have shot at us: we are so bruised, battered, and shaken that many) 
feel like laying down their burden and giving themselves up to hop 
lessness and despair. But the optimism of the Jew will triumph ove: 
all adversities and over all vicissitudes; the assurance, nay the co 
viction that if only he will struggle on along this dangerous road he 
will emerge at last to a broad and well-paved road free from dang 
and peril must infuse him, and it ts the purpose of Rosh Hashana \o 
bring that assurance and that conviction. 

After the thrilling sound of the Shofar has been heard, we proclaim 
“ On this day was the world conceived. On this day He causes al! His 


creatures to stand before Him in judgment.” All his creatures? Bul 


is not the observance of Rosh Hashana confined to the Jewish peopic 
alone? How then can it bé a universal judgment day? 

A moment's consideration of the position of Israel vis-d-vis the 
nations of the world provides.a profound answer to this apparent con- 
tradiction. Yes! Israel stands in prayer, and the whole world stands in 
judgment, because Israel is the infallibly accurate barometer of the 
world. By the position of the Jews in the world shall the nations 
of the world among whom they dwell, and who either give them rights 
or deny them rights, be judged. The ethical and moral standard o! 
a mation can be gauged with almost scientific precision by the treat- 
ment it metes out to its Jewish citizens. 

Without question the most serious problem which confronts all Jewry 
to-day, a problem which concerns us both collectively and individually. 
is the alarming, nay terrifying, spread of anti-Semitism, of rabid ant- 
Jewish feeling throughout the world. It has attained the dimensions 
of a world-wide campaign directed against the weak and defence!ess 
Jewish people, actively organised, munificently financed, directed with 
an energy and an enthusiasm worthy of a nobler cause.

Whe'¢ 
the Jews are persecuted the flower of civilisation has either 0! 
blossomed or has withered. Anti-Semitism has ever been rife i" 
Eastern Europe because its civilisation has not developed, and Germa!y 
heralded its return to that medieval barbarism in thoughts and ideas 
which now permeate its whole ideology by its ruthless persecution 
of its Jews. 

Civilisation does not proceed steadily and continuously, bu! 
sporadically by periods of rapid advance followed by periods of retro- 
gression, and it is only in the ultimate result that any real gain ma) 
be measured. It is through one of those periods of retrogression and 
decline that the world is passing to-day, a decline which affects every 
aspect of civilisation, and with it the position of the Jew deteriorates. 
But if we Jews claim credit for the progress of civilisation in the pas'. 
must we not also shoulder part of the blame for its retrogression’ 
Have we not failed in our Divinely-appointed mission of propagating 
the ideals of truth and justice in the world? It is here that at last 
there emerges to the light the place which Rosh Hashana has to play 
in this world crisis, “ Adorn thyself, then adorn others.” A rededica- 
tion to those ideals which we have upheld throughout the centuries !"

Precepts for Book-Lovers 


By CECIL ROTH 


The Koran speaks of both Jews and Christians as “ Peoples of the 
Book “’—that is, of the Bible. Subsequently, the title was arrogated to 
the Jews alone. But, based on error though this ascription may be, it is 
in fact fully justifiable. For the Jews are a People of the Book, very 
literally and unquestionably, in more senses than one. In the first 
place, they are no less the creators than the creation of the Book of 
Books—the Bible (itself none other than the Greek biblia, .“ little 
volumes“). Jewish history and Jewish literature—the most ancient 
history of any people of the world, and the longest continuous literature 
that the world can show—are indeed from beginning to end little more 
than a commentary on the Bible: and the Jew of to-day is the creation 
of the Bible and of that great religious literature that has received its 
inspiration from it. 

[his subject ts one pre-eminently for a theologian or a philosopher. 
My intention here is to deal with another aspect of the question. For 
the Jews are a People of the Book in another sense as weil. They 
have been, for the past 2,000 years, essentially a literary and an 
educated people. To an extent unequalled among any ‘other section 
of humanity, they have been interested in books. In an unlettered 
world, when even kings could not sign their names, they had already 
developed a system of universal education, so that an illiterate Jew 
was-even in the Dark Ages a contradiction in terms. Centuries before 
the modern idea of adult education was evolved, Jews regarded it as a 
religious duty. to band themselves together for study every morning 
before the labours of the day began and every evening when the 
ghetto gates closed them off from association with the outside world. 

In consequence, the Jew was, from early times, book-conscious. He 
copied books. [He owned books. He patronised literature. He was 
interested in intellectual life and productions and movements. Thus, 
even in the most soul-destroying period of oppression, it might be 
assumed that almost every ghetto Jew, however humble his circum- 
stances and however lowly his calling, was likely to have his modest 
library. A book was not to him, as to his neighbour, an object of

From the thirteenth centu;y 
down to the nineteenth, censors, ecclesiastical and lay, devoted the); 
hateful attention to every work printed with Hebrew characters o, 
dealing with Jews. From 1240 onwards, there was a long series | 
autos-da-fé, in which Jewish literature was the victim. There were 
periods when it was a crime for a man to possess any Jewish book 
whatsoever, excepting the Bible and censored editions of the prayc; 
book: and sometimes even these reservations were overlooked. Down 
to the close of the eighteenth century, there were frequent perquisitions 
in ghetto after ghetto, and the few volumes that, in spite of ever, 
thing. the Jewish householder had been able to bring together were 
dragged out. submitted to ruthless examination, and in the end co: 
mitted to the pyre. These holocausts were mourned by the Jews no less 
bitterly than the loss of their own kith and kin; for they realised th. 
here it was the soul and not the body that was imperilled. This Jo: 
persecution is largely responsible for the fact that so many Hebrew 
books once known to exist are now lost, that Hebrew tncunables (th. 
is, works printed before 1500) are so few that the complete text o| 
lalmud, for example, is preserved in only one single anci 
manuscript. Yet such was the tenacity of our fathers that more than 
this was needed to eradicate from their hearts the passion for the 
The persecution served indeed only to strengthen thei 
devotion. In the words of the ancient martyr-Rabbi who was burned 
wrapped in a Scroll of the Law: “ The parchment ts consumed tn fire, 
but the characters inscribed on it form themselves together anew 1n the 
heavens.” 


The Redemption of Books 


In that dark age (not so far past, alas, as one had once hoped), 
when the redemption of fellow-Jews enslaved by land and sea was 
considered to be among the prime good actions that a man could 
perform, there was associated with that Mitzvah, the Redemption o| 
Captives. the allied one of the Redemption of Books—the repurchase 
of volumes of Hebrew literature carried off when corsairs raided some 
Synagogue, or captured a ship in which studious Jews were sailing 
peacefully. from port to port. Document after document, of the Middle 
Ages and after, deals with this question. Let us quote one instance 
only, of special Anglo-Jewish interest. At the time of the terrib'c 
massacre in York Castle in 1190, we are told by the contemporary 
chronicler: “ The enemy spoiled gold and silver and beautiful books, 
of which the Jews of York had written many—more precious thah gold 
or fine gold, and not to be equalled in all the world for beauty, I hese 
they brought to Cologne and to other places in Germany, and sold to 
the Jews.” 

In what light did this persecution of literature appear to conicm- 
poraries? I should like to cite a couple of passages which illustraic 
it as vividly as is possible. The first instance comes from the time o 
the Expulsion from Spain at the end of the fifteenth century—the 
greatest tragedy in Jewish history until our own day. The following 
is from the introduction of an eye-witness, Rabbi Abraham Seb: 
to his unpublished exegetical work, “ Zeror haKesef”’: 

Now while I was in Portugal, after having come thither with those expe!!

HE year just drawing to a close has been a busy and anxjo:.> 

one for Anglo-Jewry. The shadows across Europe cast 4 

gloom over domestic affairs, and much communal activ): 

has been occupied with ways and means of helping coreligion- 

ists who are the victims of the insane racial animosity that is « 
main plank in the platform of the rulers of Germany, and now— alas! 
Italy. The problem of the refugees was enormously increased durin: 
the year by the rape of Austria and the seizure of that country by, 
Reich. 

This led to the necessity of making yet another big appeal, to whic) 
there was a prompt and generous response. A further evidence 
communal generosity was forthcoming in connection with the visit o| 
that genial film star. Mr. Eddie Cantor, who, touched by the pligh: 
Jewish refugee children, set himself to raise a fund for their assistance 
Such was the magnetic power of his personality that he went back to 
the United States with gifts and promises totalling £112,000, an amazi: 
result. 

Palestine, despite the unhappy disturbances there during the year, to 
which reference is made later in this review, remained the main goa! o! 
the refugees, and so special importance attached to the Palestin 
Exhibition and Fair, held in the summer at the Queen’s Hall, by which 
a sum of nearly £10,CCO was raised. 

Another notab'e occasion of a different kind in connection with the 
plight of refugees abroad was the holding of intercession services in 
all the Synagogues of the country. This called forth many marks o| 
sympathy from non-Jews of all denominations who added their prayers 
to our own for a relaxation of the campaign of hate. Many prominent! 
Christians attended the Synagogue services, testifying by their presence 
6 their solidarity with British Jews in invoking the aid of spirit: 
forces to rebuke the relapse into medievalism. There were me 
marks of non-Jewish sympathy during the year, notably from leading 
pillars of the Church headed by the Primate himself. 

Ihe attempt to introduce the anti-Semitic virus into British life unde 
the «gis of Fascism met with little success, and it may be said that the 
stock of Sir Oswald Masley, the leader of that egregious movement, 
fell many points during the year. The continued general banning 0! 
-political uniforms and the ban on political processions in certain are.s 
had not a little to do with this decline. Nevertheless, the Fascists 
continued their meetings, which were provocatively held in many cases 
in areas largely inhabited by Jews, Considerab!e success attended the 
counter-propaganda conducted with no little skill and efficiency from 
many Jewish open-air platforms in various districts. Useful literature 
was also issued by the Co-ordinating Committee of the Board 0! 
Deputies and by the Jewish People’s Council. 

The drain upon the communal purse for the assistance of coreligion- 
ists abroad naturally had some effect upon the income of Anglo-Jewis! 
institutions,-though not to the extent that might have been expecied, 
and real sacrifices were made to maintain the machinery of the ordinary 
life of the Community. 

here were, indeed, several evidences of expansion to meet growing 
needs. Lady Reading laid the foundation-stone of a new nurses’ honie 
in connection with the London Jewish Hospital. A recreation room 
in memory of Sir Meyer Spielman was opened at Park House 
School, with which he was prominently associated during his lifetime. 
The Duke of Gloucester orened new premises of the Brady ©'u”. 
which has now assumed the character of a settlement. A new burial 
ground for the Federation of Synagogues at Rainham, Essex. 
consecrated. Lord Melchett, Hon. President of the Maccabi World 
Union, opened new premises in Hampstead for the English section o! 
that organisation for the promotion of “muscular Judaism.” The 
Jewish Museum at Woburn House and the similar Gustave !\'+s 
Museum at University College received visits from Queen Mary. ihe 
late Lord Rothschild bequeathed his zoological museum and collection 
at Tring to the nation, and the passing of an Enabling Bill called | th 
many tributes to the public spirit of the donor. The jubilee 0! ‘'° 
Order Achei Brith was celebrated by a dinner attended by Sit 
Kingsley Wood, then Minister of Health, who paid an eloquent trio's 
to the work of the Jewish Friendly Society movement and expres 
Government sympathy with the plight of persecuted Jewry. | 

On the religious side, a notable event during the year was the cele 
bration by the Chief Rabbi of the twenty-fifth anniversary 0! 
appointment to office. The occasion was marked by the presentatio® 
of a portrait and a special edition of the Bible, while a medal Ws 
struck to commemorate the anniversary. Dr. Hertz was the recipien! 
of congratulations from all sections of the Community, inclading those 
not under his spiritual jurisdiction, and many tributes were paid to 
his work in all spheres of communal activity. is a 

At long last, a beginning was made with the better ecclesiastics 
administration of the Community, and Rabbi Dr. Isadore Goodman 


was appointed Regional Minister for North London. Dayan Lazarus 
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was made a full-time member of the Beth Din, an appointment which 
will necessitate his relinquishing his post as Minister of the Brondesbury 
Synagogue, which he has served for many years. There were a large 
number of other ministerial appointments during the year, pointing 
to the vitality of the Community's synagogal life. This was further 
indicated by the consecration of new Synagogues at Hford and Dollis 
Hill, while the foundation-stone was laid of a new Synagogue at South 
Tottenham. The Bayswater Synagogue celebrated the seventy-fifth 
anniversary of its foundation. 

In Manchester, a: new Synagogue in Hilton Park was consecrated. 
Earl de la Warr, Lord Privy Seal, opened an extension to the nurses’ 
home attached to the Jewish Hospital. In Leeds, an annexe to the 
Francis Street Synagogue was opened, and a new Home of Rest. the 
gift of Mr. Maurice Myers, a local communal leader, was consecrated. 
The Chapeltown Congregation celebrated its jubilee. In Birmingham, 
the foundation-stone was laid of a new Liberal Synagogue. Dr. A. 
Cohen, Minister of the Birmingham Hebrew Congregation, ce!ebrated 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of his appointment. In Liverpool, the 
Chief Rabbi consecrated a new Synagogue in the Childwall district, and 
the foundation-stone was laid of a new Synagogue for the Fairfield 
Congregation. Earl Baldwin opened the new University library, the 
gift of the late Harold L. Cohen. A new Synagogue was consecrated in 
Birkermhead. 
and Newlands Synagogue, and a new Synagogue was also consecrated 
in Middlesbrough. A notable event was the opening of a permanent 
Synagogue building in Cambridge which should serve as a rallying 


point for the numerous Jewish students attending the University.

(Palestine). In the King’s Birthday Honours, the C.B.E. was conferred 
on Mr. Louis Fleischmann, Alderman Ernest Marks (Sydney), Colonel 
Leonard Mandleberg, and Colonel Frederick D. Samue!; the O.B.E. on 
Mr. Israel Rokach (Palestine); and the M.B.E. on Captain Ephraim 
Benjamin (Sind) and Mr. Nathan Sutton.

THE DOMINIONS 

Little of note occurred during the year in the Dominions. Canadian 
Jewry was concerned with a recrudescence of Fascist and Nazi agita- 
tion. The movement, which split into two groups, is not popular in 
the Dominion, though the agitation naturally causes anxiety to the 
Community. The Shearith Israel Congregation in Montreal celebrated 
its jubilee. 

In Australia. the first Liberal Temple was consecrated in Melbourne. 

In South Africa. the Jewish population has had to face an antt- 
Semitic movement fostered by the extreme Nationalists, which, how- 
ever, did not make much headway at the elections. The members of 
the Government in general are sympathetic towards the Jews. Mr. 
Pirow, the Minister of Defence, criticised the Jews for propaganda 
against Germany, describing them as “ guests,” but he was rebuked by 
Mr. Hofmeyr, the Minister of Education, who declared: “ We have 
the right to pick our immigrants, but once they have legally set up

PALESTINE 


The year has been a tragic one for Palestine. Despite the presenec of 
large forces of troops in the country and the strengthening of the oli 
the Administration showed itself quite incapable of ieneeindan Arab 
terrorism and banditry, which grew to alarming proportions. Acts a 
violence were of almost daily occurrence. and took the form of ack 
ings and bomb outrages Which claimed hundreds of victims jews 
Arabs, and Englishmen alike. A large number of Jews were entol'ed 
as supernumerary constables, and collaborated with the militar, and 
police, but Jewish settlements were the target of constant attacks 
[he northern frontier was protected by fifty miles of barbed wire: 
mainly built in circumstances of great danger by Jewish labou: but 
Arab bands contrived to enter the country. and there were many pit hed 
battles with the military. Neediess to say. the Jewish population has 
been subjected to great strain, but has displayed commendable restraini 
lhere were only isolated instances of reprisals. One Jew, who fired 
on an Arab bus without injuring anyone, was executed under sentence 
of a military court. He expressed contrition for his act and went to 
his death with unfaltering courage. There was severe criticism of the 
imprisonment without charge and without trial of a 
Revisionists On account of their political viewpoint. 

During the absence of the High Commissioner on leave. enercetic 
action was taken by his deputy against the Arab Higher Commi tee. as 
the central organisation of the Palestinian. Arabs was called. This was 
declared an unlawful association, and some of its members were 
arrested. The Mufti was deposed and fled the country. seeking an 
asylum in Syria, where he was tolerated by the French authorities on

[here is strong evidence that the Arabs received funds and supplies 
io continue their campaign from certain governments in Europe, but 
they also made terrorist levies on Arab villages and raids on banks. 

Sir Arthur Wauchope, whose term of office as High Commissioner 
had been extended, retired owing to ill-health during the year, and was 
succeeded by Sir Harold’ Mac Michael, an experienced Colonial adminis- 
trator, who, however, has so far been no more successful than his 
predecessor in bringing about a restoration of law and order. 
| I'he Government has persisted in clinging to the idea of partition- 
ing Palestine as a solution to the problem. 
riddled with criticism from all sides, and the House of Commons 
Showed itself by no means enamoured of the proposal. An asstirance 
was given that no decision would be taken without Parliament beine 
consulted. A new fact-finding Commission was appointed with wide 
lerms of reference to examine the whole Partition proposal and to 
make recommendations on its details. 

[he Government announcement of the appointment of this Technical 
Commussion added: 


“ If, as a result of the investigations of the Technical Commission, wiich 
wil undoubtedly occupy many months, a scheme of Partition is rewarded 
as equitable and practicable by His Majesty's Government, it. will be 
reierred to the Council of the Leacue for. consideration. If the scheme is 
approved by the League Council, a further period will be required for the 


cstablishment of new systems of government under mandate in the arcas 
concerned and, if the necessary consent is forthcoming, for the negotiatio. 
Of treaties with a view to the eventual establishment. of independent Statc 

it may also be necessary, in the heht of the Commission s report, for His 
Majesty's Government to give further consideration to the suggestion of 
the Permanent Mandates Commision that the Arab and Jewish areas should 
be administered temporarily under a system of cantonisation or unde 
separate mandates. Ht is odvious, therefore, thet for some time to come 
any action taken will be ently o! exploratory nature.” 

This announcement clearly indicated that any permanent future 
Settlement was likely to be indefinitely postponed, which added to the 
uncertainty with which the whole position has long been surrounded. 

Naturally the unsettled state ef the:country has had a deplorab'e 
effect on its economic condition. Tourist traffic has been largely 
reduced and business activity impaired. This in turn had an adverse 
effect on revenue, which previously had displayed a_ gratifying 
buoyancy. The Levant Fair was postponed for a year. 

Despite this state of anarchy, the work of the Yishuv went resolutely 
on. With praiseworthy courage, the Jewish settlers continued the:r 
great work of developing the agricultural and other resources of the 
land. The citrus industry continued to flourish, though hampered by 
marketing difficulties. New settlements were established. Perhaps even 
more remarkable was the purchase, under the aegis of the Jewish 
National Fund, of 4.000 dunams in the Yagur region of Haifa Bay at 
a cost of £100,000. The area will be speedily developed. 

Another notable event during the year was the inauguration of the 
port of Tel-Aviv. It had long been recognised that the neighbouring 
Jaffa could no longer serve the Jewish needs of Southern Palestine, 
Owing to Arab hostility. With remarkable zeal, a landing jetty and 
warehouse accommodation were constructed at Tel-Aviv port, which 
was opened for receiving passengers and goods amid great rejoicing. 

Although immigration was severely restricted and only a few hundred 
refugees from Central Europe were allowed to enter the country, 
Palestine remains the haven of refuge to which above all others the 
eyes of suffering Jewry are turned. 

Quite recently, the Colonial Secretary, Mr. Malcolm Macdonald, 
paid a surprise visit to Palestine and conferred with the local authorities.

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AUSTRIA 


Austria at the beginning of the year under’review was an independent 
State, the Jewish citizens of which, if subjected to certain disabilities, 
were, at any rate on paper, free and equal citizens, occupying a 
prominent position in the business, professional, and intellectual 
spheres. Now Austria is a province of the German Reich, and the Jews 
are outlaws and pariahs. The change came with devasiating sudden- 
ness. Chancellor Schuschnigg, under pressure from Germany, reached 
an apparent accommodation with the Reich, under the terms of which 
Dr. Seyss-Inquart, a leading pro-Nazi, was appointed Minister of the 
Interior and Minister of Security. Dr Schuschnigg reassured the Jews 
and gave a pledge that their equality would be respected. On 
March 12th, Germany, which had obviously long been preparing for the 
coup, suddenly invaded and seized Austria. 

For the Jews this incursion spelt disaster. A reign of terror was 
inaugurated which outdid in brutality even anything that had occurred 
in Germany itself. Jews were savagely beaten, Jewish shops were 
looted without any interference, and there were wholesale arrests of 
communal leaders, whose homes were invaded and who were carted 
off to prison and concentration camps without distinction of age or 
record of public service. The funds and premises of Jewish institutions 
were seized. 

After the first spasm of hooliganism had subsided, the “cold 
pogrom” on the German model went relentlessly on. Jewish doctors 
and lawyers were forbidden to practise, all Jewish employees, even of 
Jewish firms, were compuisorily dismissed, and the wholesale 
“Aryanisation ~ of Jewish businesses was undertaken. Many hundreds 
of Jews, those who were able to do so, fled with what they could save 
or escaped penniless from the country. General Goring quite early 
in the new regime had declared that “ Vienna shall be free from 
Jews ~ and his boast ts on the way to realisation. The Nazis showed 
no pity. “~ There is always the Danube,” they retorted to appeals for 
compassion, and the number of Jewish suicides points to the despair to 
which the Austrian Jews have been reduced. In the long annals of 
Jewish persecution, the story of the sufiecrings of Austrian Jewry in the 
year 5698 will stand oui as a melancholy depths. which 
human depravity can reach.

GERMANY 


Any hope that the persecution of the Jews in Germany would be 
relaxed failed to be realised during the year under review. Indeed, 
their sufferings were increased. No heed was paid to the countless 
expressions of disgust and cries of protest that had been heard abroad, 
and the German leaders, with that strange lack of understanding of 
foreign psychology which has long distinguished them, even expressed 
surprise when emphatically assured that one of the chief obstacles to an 
improvement in Anglo-German relations lay in their treatment of the 
Jews. With callous disregard of these representations, the Nazis pro- 
ceeded throughout the year to make the lives of the Jewish inhabitants 
more than ever intolerable, and to close almost every avenue of liveli- 
hood. Jewish doctors were deprived of their panel practice and then 
deprived of the right to practise altogether. The registration of Jewish 
property is believed to betoken fresh inroads upon what is left to the 
Jewish inhabitants, who, if they are lucky enough to be able to leave 
the country. can do so with only a tiny percentage of their possessions. 

During the year, new measures were devised with devilish ingenuity 
for humiliating the Jews. They are no longer free to call their children 
by whatever names they like but must confine themselves to a list of 


Biblical names: from which those that happened to be borne by 


prominent Nazi leaders were conspicuously absent. Special registra- 
tion numbers for Jewish motor-cars were introduced. The “ Aryanisa- 
tion ” of Jewish banks and businesses proceeded apace, the Nazis snow- 
ing a sublime disregard of the economic consequences to the Reich of 
this procedure. The Jewish Communities were deprived of the right to 
levy taxes, thus making it more difficult to maintain communal life. 
There were many outbreaks of hooliganism directed against the Jews, 
especially in Berlin, and hundreds of them were arbitrarily arrested. 
Jews in concentration camps were subjected to the most bestial brutality 
and have been dragooned into forced labour squads. The notorious 
SIUERMER Was permitted to continue its pornographic libels on the 
Jews. and its fanatical proprietor, Julius Streicher, whose wings it was 
thought at one time were to be clipped, was allowed to indulge to the 
full in his anti-Jewish lucubrations. The Synagogue at Nuremberg, 
one of the architectural ornaments of the town, was demolished, and 
many other Synagogues were closed. An exhibition supposed to 
illustrate the degeneracy of Jewish art was held tn Munich and was 
visited by thousands, not all of whom, it was evident, received the 
impression which its Nazi organisers desired. Max Liebermann’s 
pictures were removed from the National Gallery in Berlin, and the 
one-time doyen of the German Academy of Art was relegated to the 
Presumably this was one illustration of the “ culture” of 
which Field Marshal Goring was boasting only the other day. 

It would need a whole volume to record all the measures taken to 
reduce the Jews of Germany to a state of utter despair, and to confirm 
the utterance of a famous German Jew, Leopold Zunz, 133 years ago 
“If there are ranks im suffering, Israel takes precedence of all the 
nations.” 

GREECE 

It is pleasant to turn from this record to that of other lands where 
the Jewish. fot a little happier. . In. Greece, where there had 
previously been signs of an anti-Jewish tendency, the Government dis- 
played a welcome bénevolence. Thus Prince Peter visited two Syna- 
cov7ues in Thessaloniki, called on the Chief Rabbi, and expressed 
sympathy with Zionism. M. Meiaxas, the Premier, was presented with 

Golden Book Certificate of the Jewish National Fund and took 
occasion to declare that centuries-old bonds united the Jews and the 
Greeks. Greece, he said, had always considered the Jews established 
in the country. as her children: 


HOLLAND 


In Holland, which has long maintained an honourable record 10 
regard to her treatment of the Jews, there were gratifying incidents 
during the year to show that this record is being upheld. Several 
members of the Community were honoured on the occasion of the 
Queen's birthday, and again recently on the occasion of the fortieth 
anniversary of her accession. Her Maiesty drove through the Jewish 
quarter and was obviously touched by the plaudits of her Jewish 
subjects, who had vied with their fellow-citizens in decorating their 
houses and public buildings as a ‘demonstration of their loyalty and 
allection.

‘HUNGARY 


Hungary lies too near the new frontiers of the German Reich for the 
Jewish inhabitants not to have felt the gravest apprehension as to their 
fate. That these fears were not unfounded was shown by the growth 
of Nazi agitation which, it must be recorded, was more or less held 
in check. Nevertheless, the Government, which by ah exchange of 
official visits had kept in close contact with Berlin, demonstrated the 
pernicious influence of this entente by predicating the existence of a 
Jewish problem and devising legislative means for limiting the Jewish 
participation in Hungarian cultural and economic life to an arbitrary 
20 per cent. These measures have yet to take their full effect, but the 
outlook for Hungarian Jewry is not a happy one. 


ITALY 


[Italy was another land where German dominance and example had 
pernicious effect. Previously Mussolini had abstained from introducing 
anti-Semitism into his dictatorship system. Indeed, he had on several 
occasions given solemn and explicit assurances that this liberal policy

would continue. Alas for the validity of the promises of dictators! 
The “Berlin-Rome axis” revolved with Berlin uppermost. Th 

Germans reached the Brenner. Hitler visited Rome. Soon seria 
outbursts in the Italian Press, which bore the stamp of official ntpice: 
tion, made it clear that Fascist policy in regard to she Jews was under- 
going a change. The Vatican issued a protest against the spread of 
racial theories on the German model in Italy, but in vain. The anti- 
Jewish propaganda gained in momentum. There came an official pro- 
nouncement: “The Italian Government recognises the existence of 
anti-Semitic tendencies in Italy. It wishes to point out, however. that 
these tendencies are not directed against Italian Jews, whose lovalty to 
the State is recognised, but against international Jewry which is anti- 
Fascist. If books or plays by Jewish writers are prohibited in Italy 
it is because these works are by individuals who have taken part in 
anti-Italian activities. The Jewish problem in Italy is a political but 
not a racial problem.” 

[his was followed a week later by a more specific declaration, which. 
after emphasising the smail proportion of Jews to the general popula- 
tion-—fifty to sixty thousand out of a population of nearly 44.090.000 
proceeded: “ The Fascist Government has never thought it necessary, 
nor does it think it necessary now, to adopt any political, economic. 
or social measures directed against the Jews as such.” 

[his explicit declaration was later shown to be valueless. It was 
declared that the Jewish proportion of one in a thousand was to be the 
standard for the regulation of Jewish participation in the entire life 
of the nation. This was followed by an announcement that all foreign 
Jews were to be expelled from Italy and Italian possessions in the 
course Of a few months. An exception was made in the case of 
Abyssinia, to which presumably Jews will be allowed to go. Six 
months’ grace has been allowed and no information has yet been 
vouchsafed as to the extent to which the banished Jews will be per- 
mitted to remove their property. A further measure was the exclusion 
of all Jewish teachers and students from Italian schools and Universities. 
Apparently the Government is to set up special Jewish schools, thus 
removing the fear that the entire burden of education would fall on 
the Jewish Community. The elimination of Jews from leading positions 
in banks and business houses and from Government employ is already 
proceeding. 

Needless to say, these measures produced a most painful impression 
abroad, and the Italian move in adding to the already acute refugee 
problem has been severely criticised. Serious economic consequences 
are bound to ensue for Italy. This is the price which she is paying for 
dancing to the crack of the Nazi whip. 


POLAND 


Ihe record of Poland during the year was again a melancholy one. 
[he economic misery of the Jewish population was enhanced, and the 
Government did nothing to mitigate the poverty of the Jews. If any- 
thing, it connived at the movement which sought to reduce the oppor- 
tunities still available to the Jewish population for obtaining a liveli- 
hood. Once more there were frequent anti-Jewish outbreaks, notably 
in the Universities. Of these, the authorities were compelled to take 
notice, and the Premier, General Slawoj-Skladkowski, receiving a 
deputation of Jewish Senators and Deputies, declared that the Govern- 
ment “ would use all measures in order to prevent the repetition of 
such barbarities and acts of anarchy which dishonour the Polish State.” 
lhis promise was more honoured in the breach than in the observance, 
for the attacks continued sporadically. Jewish students displayed com- 
mendable spirit and courage in resisting the attempt to introduee 
“ ghetto benches ” into the Universities. Many of them were violently 
assaulted in the process. 

The one hopeful sign in Poland has been the growth of democratic 
feeling on the part of broad sections of the population. The Polish 
peasants, whose demands have grown increasingly insistent, have shown 
themselves surprisingly immune from anti-Jewish incitement, and Polish 
workers have on many occasions gone to the aid of Jews who were 
being maltreated by Endeks. Opposition to Jew-baiting has also 
reached the ranks of the Polish Legionaries and the Catholic Church. 


RUMANIA 


In Rumania, the year’s record was somewhat mixed. It opened 
with the gathering clouds of a sharp intensification of the anti-Semitic 
movement. Rumours were rife that the Government itself might be led 
into more reactionary paths. Reassuring statements were made by 
King Carol and leading Ministers. Then came the accession to power 
of M. Goga, with anti-Semitism as one of the main planks of his 
platform. So violent were his pronouncements: of his intentions that 
both Britain and France made diplomatic representations reminding 
Rumania of the Minorities Treaties by which she was bound, and 
insisting that any extremist anti-Jewish steps would have undesirable 
repercussions.’ The raising of the question at Geneva undoubtedly 
acted as a curb, though Rumania, on the promise of * investigation, 
gained a diplomatic victory by averting the grant of urgency to any 
discussion of the problem. | 

The Goga Ministry was short-lived. It fell after a few weeks, and the 
Patriarch, Miron Christea. became Premier. He did not show much 
less anti-Jewish feeling that his predecessor, although the influence of 
the King was more strongly asserted in a democratic direction, A new 
constitution was granted which declared all Citizens, irrespective of

Within the last few weeks, a new Nationalities Statute has come into 
force. It is a very liberal document. giving equal rights to all minorities 
It enjoins that Rumanian citizens, without distinction of langua re, 
race, Or religion, have the right to conduct schools and other nilslous 
and cultural institutions under State supervision and to give instruction 
in the minority languages. The State contributes to the maintenance 
of these schools. The ethnical origin of a Rumanian citizen and his 
religion are not to form obstacles to his eligibility for any State employ- 
ment. But despite the reassuring nature of this Statute, recent explana- 
tions leave the Jewish position in much doubt. 

The Government also took the gratifying step of cancelling all anti- 
Shechita orders which had been imposed by the Goga administration. 
The King’s move was hailed as a fine and courageous step of real 
statesmanship which gives new hope for Rumanian Jewrv. 


THE UNITED STATES 


American Jewry was heartened by the sympathetic attitude of the 
Roosevelt Administration to the sufferings of Jews in 
Reference is made below to the initiative of the President in 
calling the Evian Conference on the refugee problem. He took more 
than one opportunity to express to the Community his sense of the 
value of Jewish citizens to the country. Thus in a message to a 
gathering of Jewish ex-Servicemen he wrote: “ Since the earliest days 
of the American colonies, down through the years, we have a record of 
patriotic participation by Jewish citizens in the establishment and 
maintenance of the United States both in peace and war. I am glad to 
recall and commemorate that service.” 

Ihe Jews took part in the celebrations of the 150th anniversary of 
the American Constitution. Among many appointments of Jews to 
high office mention may be made of that of Mr. Nathan Straus, Jnr.. 
as Administrator of the U.S. Housing Authority. Mr. Straus, the son 
of a revered philanthropist, is Vice-President of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion of America. 

Of late, there has been a recrudescence of anti-Semitism, which. 
according to the NATION, ts “ spreading like a fog through new areas of 
our social life and carrying with it the threat of unspeakable future 
ils.” Groups of Jew-baiters are again active throughout the country, 
and the German-American Bund has been playing a prominent part in 
the campaign. However, the American people has shown intense 
hostility to the Bund’s “ un-American activity, and.to the transplanting 
into the country of German Nazi theories. 


OTHER COUNTRIES 


In other lands, the year passed more or less peacefully for the Jews. 
In Russia, little of moment occurred. There was a better record than 
previously in the border States. In Estonia, the President received a 
Jewish delegation and declared that there was no Jewish problem in the 
land and no Government <nti-Semitism. In Lithuania, a new consiitu- 
tion omitted any specific reference to minority rights, but the President 
declared that this omission was without any ulterior motive. The 
Government, he said. was determined in the future as in the past to 
show tolerance to the minoritcs and to maintain the traditional 
Lithuanian-Jewish friendship. There have, however, been disturbing 

Press attacks. 

| Spain, where the civil war pursued its melancholy course, the 
Republican Government promised freedom for the Jews. The Com- 
munities in Spanish North Africa suffered severely. from the economic 
effects of the struggle, and many of them were compelled to render 
assistance to General Franco. In Egypt, several members of the 
Community were honoured on the signing of the Anglo-Egyptian 
treaty. Rene Cattaui Bey was elected a member of the Chamber of 


Europe. 


Deputies, and his brother Aslan Cattaui Bey succeeded his father - 


H. E. Joseph Cattaui Bey as a member of the Senate. Dr. Moise 
Ventura was appointed Chief Rabbi of Alexandria in succession to 
Professor David Prato, appointed Chief Rabbi of Rome. Egypt, like 
other Near-Eastern countries, has, during recent months, been a field 
for Nazi propagandists, and there have been anti-Jewish demonstrations. 


THE REFUGEES 

The problem of the refugees, Jewish and non-Jewish, has been a 
harassing one for the world for many years, and particularly since the 
advent of the Nazi regime. This year, it was rendered even more acute 
by the Nazi hounding of Jews in Austria. Jews are being “ dumped ” 
across the frontiers, with cynical disregard of their own wishes or those 
of the countries concerned. The case of the Burgenland Jews, whose 
only refuge was a tug lying in the Danube, aroused the indignat.on ol 
the civilised world. 


It was at this juncture that an international conference was 
called at Evian. on the initiative of President Roosevelt, for 
devising means for dealing with the refugee problem. [he con- 
ference, attended on behalf of the British Government by Earl 


Winterton. evoked some notable cenunciations of the origins ol 


the problem; but though there was much sympathy for the 
victims, most of the countries represented took pains to assert thoi they 
could not do more than they were already doing for the refugees, and 
little hope was held out of the wide opening of doors for the reception 
of the victims of persecution. The problem of “ Whither?” remained. 
So far as Britain was concerned, some slight hope was held out of areas 
in East Africa being made available for Jewish settlement, a revival of 
a former British offer, The Home Office displayed sympathetic 
lenience in admissions to these shores, especially in the case of 
protessional men. The chief practical outcome of the conference wag 
the establishment of a permanent organisation under the direction of 
Mr. George Rublee, an eminent American lawyer. This body has so 
far been able to do little, but is desirous to establish contact with 
the German authorities to secure some mitigation of the lot of the 
refugees with regard to their being allowed to take out from Germany 
more of their savings than the tiny percentage now permitted. 

[he Nazis are still busily “dumping” Jews, and to this problent 
has now been added that of refugees from Italy. 


OBITUARY 


Once Anglo-Jewry and the Communities overseas were 
bereaved of distinguished figures and devoted workers in many 
spheres of general and Jewish life. It is only possible here to select 
a lew of the prominent names of those who passed away during the 
year. Perhaps the most severe loss sustained by Anglo-Jewry was in 
the death, ripe in years and rich in honour, of Dr. Claude G. Montes 
fiore, saintly scholar, writer, philanthropist, educationist, and founder 
of the Liberal Synagogue. Almost at the end of the year came the 
Ceath of that famous philosopher Professor Samuel Alexander, O.M., 
a loss not only to the Community but to world culture. He was the 
only Jew to hold the O.M. Other deaths (recorded in alphabetical 
order) were those of the Rev. Isaac. Aarons, a devoted and versatile 
Minister: Mr. Isidore Aarons, his brother, an active worker in North- 
West London: Rabbi Dr. Joseph Abrahams, of Melbourne, the spiritual 
head of the Australian Jewish Community; Mr. D. Barnett, a worker 
tor the Federation of Synagogues; the Rev, A. P. Bender, for many years 
Minister in Capetown and Professor of Hebrew in the University; 
Miss Regina Miriam Bloch, a gifted poetess; Justice Benjamin Nathan 
Cardozo, Judge of the United States Supreme Court, and a noted 
writer on legal lore: Sir Leonard L. Cohen, for many years President 
of the Jewish Board of Guardians, Hon. Secretary of King Edward’s 
Hospital Fund fer London, and a worker in other public spheres; Mr, 
Jacob Elvan, a devoted communal worker in Dublin; the Rev. P, 
Fassenfeld, associated for many years as Reader with the Dalston 
Synagogue; Dr. Berthold Feiwel, poet And Zionist worker; Mr. B, A, 
Fersht, Sect of the Jewish Memorial Council; Dr. Jacob Samuel 
Fox, Hebraist and educationist; Cellr. David Gouldman, a communal 
leader in Manchester; Miss Kate Halford, former Secretary of the 
Union of Jewish Sir Samuel Instone, communal worker, 
shipowner, colliery proprietor, and pioneer of civil aviation; Mr. 
Samuel W. Jacobs. K.C., public and communal worker in Canada;

a further relaxation of anti-Jewish measures. ' 

Within the last few weeks, a new Nationalities Statute has come into 
force. It is a very liberal document, giving equal rights to all mi Orities, 
It enjoins that Rumanian citizens, without distinction of language, 
race, or religion, have the right to conduct schools and other religious 
and cultural institutions under State supervision and to give instruction 
in the minority languages. The State contributes to the maintenance 
of these schools. The ethnical origin of a Rumanian citizen and his 
religion are not to form obstacles to his eligibility for any State employ- 
ment. But despite the reassuring nature of this statute, recent explana- 
tions leave the Jewish position in much doubt. 

The Government also took the gratifying step of cancelling all anti- 
Shechita orders which had been imposed by the Goga administration. 
The King’s move was hailed as a fine and courageous step of real 
statesmanship which gives new hope for Rumanian Jewry. 


THE UNITED STATES 


American Jewry was heartened by the sympathetic attitude of the 
Roosevelt Administration to the sufferings of Jews in Europe. 
Reference is made below to the initiative of the President in 
calling the Evian Conference on the refugee problem. He took more 
than one opportunity to express to the Community his sense of the 
value of Jewish citizens to the country. Thus in a message to a 
gathering of Jewish ex-Servicemen he wrote: “ Since the earliest days 
of the American colonies, down through the years, we have a record of 
patriotic participation by Jewish citizens in the establishment and 
maintenance of the United States both in peace and war. I am glad to 
recall and commemorate that service.” 

The Jews took part in the celebrations of the 150th anniversary of 
the American Constitution. Among many appointments of Jews to 
hich office mention may be made of that of Mr. Nathan Straus, Jnr.., 
as Administrator of the U.S. Housing Authority. Mr. Straus, the son 
of a revered philanthropist, 1s Vice-President of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion of America. 

Ot late, there has been a recrudescence of anti-Semitism, which, 
according to the NaTION, ts “ spreading like a fog through new areas of 
our social life and carrying with it the threat of unspeakable future 
Groups of Jew-baiters are again active throughout the country, 
and the German-American Bund has been playing a prominent part in 
the campaign. However, the American people has shown intense 
hostility to the Bund’s “ un-American ~ activity, and to the transplanting 
into the country of German Nazi theories. 


OTHER COUNTRIES 

In other lands, the year passed more or less peacefully for the Jews. 
In Russia, little of moment occurred. ‘There was a better record than 
previously in the border States. In Estonia, the President received a 
fewish delegation and declared that there was no Jewish problem in the 
and and no Government anti-Semitism. In Lithuania, a new constifu- 
ion omitted any specific reference to minority rights, but the President 
that this omission was without any ulterior motive. The 
Government, he said, was determined in the future as in the past to 
show tolerance to the minorities and to maintain the traditional 
lL ithuanian-Jewish friendship. There have, however, been disturbing 
Press attacks. 

In Spain, where the civil war pursued its melancholy course, the 
Republican Government promised freedom forthe Jews. The Com- 
munities in Spanish North Africa suflered severely from the economic 
eflects of the struggle, and many of them were compelled to render 
assistance to General Franco. In Egypt, several members of the 
Community were honoured on the signing of the Anglo-Egyptian 
treaty. Rene Cattaut Bey was elected a member of the Chamber ot 
Deputies, and his brother Aslan Cattaui Bey succeeded his father

the problem; but though there was much sympathy for the 
victims, most of the countries represented took pains to assert that they 
could not do more than they were already doing for the refugees, and 
little hope was held out of the wide opening of doors for the reception 
of the victims of persecution. The problem of “ Whither?” remained, 
So far as Britain was concerned, some slight hope was held out of areas 
in East Africa being made available for Jewish settlement, a revival of 
a former British offer. The Home Office displayed sympathetic 
lenience in admissions to these shores, especially in the case of 
professional men. The chief practical outcome of the conference was 
the establishment of a permanent organisation under the direction of 
Mr. George Rublee, an eminent American lawyer. This body has so 
far been able to do little, but is desirous to establish contact with 
the German authorities to secure some mitigation of the lot of the 
refugees with regard to their being allowed to take out from Germany 
more of their savings than the tiny percentage now permitted. 

Ihe Nazis are still busily “dumping” Jews, and to this problent 
has now been added that of refugees from Italy. 


OBITUARY 


Once Anglo-Jewry and the Communities overseas were 
bereaved of distinguished figures and devoted workers in many 
spheres of general and Jewish life. It is only possible here to select 
a few of the prominent names of those who passed away during the 
year. Perhaps the most severe loss sustained by Anglo-Jewry was in 
the death, ripe in years and rich in honour, of Dr. Claude G. Monte. 
hore, saintly scholar, writer, philanthropist, educationist, and founder 
of the Liberal Synagogue. Almost at the end of the year came the 
ceath of that famous philosopher Professor Samuel Alexander, O.M., 
a loss not only to the Community but to world culture. He was the 
only Jew to hold the O.M, Other deaths (recorded in alphabetical 
order) were those of the Rev. Isaac Aarons, a devoted and versatile 
Minister: Mr. Isidore Aarons, his brother, an active worker in North- 
West London: Rabbi Dr. Joseph Abrahams, of Melbourne, the spiritual 
head of the Australian Jewish Community; Mr. D. Barnett, a worker 
for the Federation of Synagogues; the Rev. A. P. Bender, for many years 
Minister in Capetown and Professor of Hebrew in the University; 
Miss Regina Miriam Bloch, a gifted poetess; Justice Benjamin Nathan 
Cardozo, Judge of the United States Supreme Court, and a noted 
writer on legal lore: Sir Leonard L. Cohen, for many years President 
of the Jewish Board of Guardians, Hon. Secretary of King Edward's 
Hospital Fund fer London, and a worker in other public spheres; Mr, 
Jacob Eivan, a devoted communal worker in Dublin; the Rev. P. 
Fassenfeld, associated for many years as Reader with the Dalston 
Synagogue: Dr. Berthold Feiwel, poet and Zionist worker; Mr. B. A, 
Fersht, Secretary of the Jewish Memorial Council; Dr. Jacob Samuel 
Fox, Hebraist end educationist; Cellr. David Gouldman, a communal 
leader in Manchester: Miss Kate Halford, former Secretary of the 
Union of Jewish Women: Sir Samuel Instone, communal worker, 
shipowner, colliery proprietor, and pioneer of civil aviation, Mr. 
Samuel W. lacobs, K.C.. public and communal worker in Canada; 
Mr. Adolph Lewisohn, philanthropist, New York; Sir Albert Levy, a 
generous supporter of many charitable causes; Mr. Joseph Lusigarten, 
lawyer and communal worker, Manchester; Rabbi H. Pereira Mendes, 
veteran Minister, New York; Sir Henry Marks, public worker in Fiji;

that by the providence of God I had made the second copy more complete than 
the first. 


A work which represents so vast a sum of human suffering, over 
which a man laboured and wept and yet, undaunted, laboured again, 
surely acquires a sanctity of its own. The literature that was the object 
of these persecutions must be sacred for all time among the descendants 
of those who fought to produce it, and had to fight again to save it. 
That to-day it can be treated with neglect or contempt passes human 
understanding. 


Quaint Illustrations of Book-lore 


The Jewish love of books is demonstrated time after time in the old 
literature. In the most unexpected sources, one finds quaint illustra- 
tions of book-lore, sometimes curiously in advance of their age. It is 
worth while to assemble a few instances. Let us begin with a charm- 
ing instance from Hat Gaon, the nine-hundredth anniversary of whose 
death occurs this year. In his “ Musar haSekhel,” a rhymed ethical 
treatise consisting of counsel for guidance in life (“Advice to a Young 
Man,” we would call it to-day), we find (§§32-3) the following 
characteristic admonition : 

If children thou shouldst bear at length 
Reprove them, but with tender thought. 

Purchase them books with all thy strength, 
And by skilled teachers havethem taught. 

Or again (ibid, §128): 

To three possessions thou shouldst look : 
Acquire a field, a friend, a book. 

A similar attitude of mind is reflected in that typical, but in some 
ways unenlightened, book of godly anecdotes, the “ Book of the 
Pious,” composed .in the twelfth century by Judah, the Saint of 
Regensburg. We are given much advice about the proper use of books. 
some of which throws interesting light on contemporary social habits — 
as, for example, when we are informed ($656) that a man should not 
kneel on a recalcitrant folio in order to fasten its clasp, or ($649) that 
pens or note-tablets should not be used as bookmarks, or ($662) that 
a book should not be used as a missile, a shield, or an instrument of 
chastisement. “If a man has two sons, one of whom is averse to 
lending his books while the other does so willingly, he should have no 
hesitation in leaving all his library to the second son, even though he 
be the younger,’ runs one recommendation ($875). A _ gruesome 
anecdote (§647) recounts how in time of persecution the body of a 
certain pious man was dug up from his grave and stripped of its 
shroud and treated with brutal indignity. No one could understand 
why a person of such exceptional piety should have deserved this 
posthumous maltreatment, until he appeared to an acquaintance,in a 
dream and revealed that it was in punishment for the fact that fe had 
neglected to have his books (sacred books, bien entendu) properly 
bound when they became worn. Another pious man, we learn in $676, 
enjoined his sons on his death-bed that they should not refuse to lend 
books even to those with whom they had had a serious quarrel, as 
thereby the cause of learning would suffer. If a man is in reduced 
circumstances, and forced to sell his property, he should ($1,741) 
dispose first of his gold and jewellery and houses and estates, and only 
at the very end, when no alternative is left, denude himself of his 
siOrary, 


Reverence for Volumes 


When a man is travelling on business and finds books that are 
unknown in his own city, it is his duty to purchase them in preference 
io anything else and bring them back with him, so that he may be an 
agent in the diffusion of Knowledge ($664). When a man ts buying a 
hook, he should not try to reduce the price by saying “ This is a bad 
book.” All he should do is to state the price that he is prepared to 
pay without denigrating the quality of the literature ($665). The 
whole is succinctly summed up in a pithy general injunction: “It is 
a man’s duty to have an eye to the honour of his Books.” 

ihis conception was carried beyond the present evanescent state: 

lor otherwise Paradise would be deprived of the greatest of possible 
delights. The Jewish pietists pictured the future world as a vast library, 
where all the good books that had ever been written were treasured up 
ior the posthumous delectation of the righteous. The souls of the 
blessed, the “ Book of the Pious” informs us ($1,546), have books lying 
before them in decent array on tables, so that they study in death even 
as they studied in their lifetime. One Friday evening, we are told, a 
non-Jew passed through the Jewish cemetery after dark and there he 
actually saw a Jew, who had passed away some time before, sitting 
and conning a book which lay on a desk before him. A later fantasy 
iniorms us how the Heavenly librarian was the Archangel Meiatron, 
who brought books from the shelves before the Holy One, Blessed be 
He, who in turn handed them for study to the Academy on High. 
When a certain work was written in the eighteenth century, when the 
Shelves were already full, the books in the celestial library pressed 
themselves together of their own accord to make room for the 
hewcamer, 
_ As great merit is attached to the lending of books, it might be 
Magined that a man acquires vicarious righteousness by borrowing 
them, purchase being thus a superfluous extravagance. But this ts 
¥ NO means the case. A Spanish Rabbi, who lived a century before 
Christopher Columbus discovered America, deals with this question 
‘enchantly, R. Judah Campanton, in his introduction to the Talmud 
(C.F. 1400), wrote: 


Mink. ‘ruth, a man's wisdom goes only as far as his books go. Therefore, one 
incre: sell all he possesses and buy books;-for, as the sages put it: “He who 
books increases wisdom.” |

- have honoured thee by providing an extensive library for thy use, and have 
thus relieved thee of the necessity to borrow books. Most students must bustle 
about to seck books, often without finding them. But thou, thanks be to God, 
pendest and borrowest not. Of many books, indeed, thou ownest two or three 
copies... 

Examine thy Hebrew books at every New Moon, the Arabic volumes once in 
two months, and the bound codices once every quarter. Arrange thy library in 
fair order, so as to avoid wearying thyself in searching for the book thou 
needest. Always know the case and chest where the book should be. A good 
plan would be to set in each compartment a written list of the books therein 
contained. If, then, thou art looking for a book, thou Canst see from the list 
the exact shelf it occupies without disarranging all the books in the search for 
one. And cast thine eye frequently over the catalogue. so as to remember 
what books are in thy library ... 

Never refuse to lend books to anyone who has not the means to purchase books 
for himself, but only act thus to those who can be trusted to return the volumes, 
Thou knowest what our sages said in the Talmud, on the text: “ Wealth and riches 
are in his house: and his merit endureth for ever.’ But, * Withhold not good 
irom him to whom it is due,” and take particular care of thy books. Cover the 
book-cases with rues of fine quality; and preserve them from damp and mice, 
and from all manner of injury, for thy books are thy good treasure. If thou 
lendest a volume, make a memorandum before it leaves thy house, and when it 
is returned, draw thy pen over the entry. Every Passover and Tabernacles call 
in ail books out on loan 

Similarly, about 1400, the grammarian, chronicler, and wit, Profiat 
Duran, gave advice to the intelligent student in the introduction to his 
Hebrew grammar “ Maaseh Ephod.” Use works which are brief or 
systematic, he said—advice which would be fatal to many authors of 
the present day, especially in view of his further injunction to the 
reader to keep to one book at a time. 

But he goes on with a really memorable piece of advice. Use only 
books that are beautifully written, on good paper. and well and hand- 
somely bound. Read in a pretty, well-furnished room, and let your 
eye rest on beautiful objects the whilst, so that you will be brought to 
love what you read. What an advanced outlook for a_ provincial 
student of five centuries ago! It is only in our own day that schools 
and libraries have begun to cateh up with this medieval Jewish point of 
view.

THE YEAR REVIEWED 
Varied Events 


[From our Correspondent] 


In a troubled world—never so critical as at the moment of writing— 
the way of sanity and reason could easily be found in the traditiona! 
Friendly Society precepts of brotherhood and goodwill. This is, no 
doubt, an over-simplification, as the Friendly Society movement can 
only claim dominion over its own followers and has no influence over 
external affairs. But there is “ none so poor” in the lodge or society 
who does not hope that these matchless principles will one day rule the 
world. 

The Jewish Friendly Society movement has had an interesting vear. 
There have naturally been no large-scale developments, as the Orders and 
Societies are mainly concerned in consolidating progress gained and keeping 
up the morale of their members. The loss of B. A. Fersht was as serious 
to the Community as it was to the movement he had done so much to build 
up. By celebrating the filueth year of its existence, the Achei Brith 
demonstrated to a wide public how well it has carried on a trust to thousands 
of members and given them a heritage they may be proud to defend. 
When he spoke at the Order's Jubiiee function, Sir Kingsley Wood delivered 
a pronouncement of the utmost import to Anglo-Jewry. The other events 
of the year have concerned the three Convalescent Homes, and we have 
witnessed efforts to fill depleted coffers. “Open Days” are not a satisfactory 
substitute for a regular and adequate income. Perhaps a co-ordination of 
forces might be the solution of current problems, but this might stir up 
again controversies that should not be disinterred. 


Acts of Parliament 


[here has been important legislation. In the year when National Health 
Insurance completed a quarter of a century, there were two notable develop- 
ments. An Act was passed to bring working boys and girls between the 
ages of fourteen and sixteen into insurance and thus to bridge the gap 
between the school medical service and ordinary insurance. Another Act 
enabled persons of Limited incomes, not eligible for the compulsory scheme, 
to become voluntary eontributors for old-age pensions, at the same time 
making provision for their dependants. These Acts bring added responsi- 
bilities to the Approved Societies, and the Jewish units have taken the 
necessary steps. It is a pity, however, that the Jewish Societies did not 
arrange, to share the new juvenile entrants on a pro rata basis, as I urged in 
this column. A scheme could easily have been devised to avoid competition 
and to have spread the juveniles over the Societies in an equitable way. 

Ihe Association of Jewish Friendly Societies remains one of the most 
potentially valuable organisations in the Community. Having, in a 
courageous and generous way, transferred its Jewish Defence work to the 
Board of Deputies, it is now marking time and needs to be awakened from 
a lethargy which ts disappointing to those who know what it can accomplish. 
Interest in relief work remains unabated, but co-ordinated endeavours to 
raise funds can still be made. In fairness, it should be added that the 
perplexities in connection with the Polish funds have not encouraged the 
Association to use its machinery, and the initiative has been left with the 
affiliated bodies. In Mr. Barnett Janner, the Association has a leader of 
eloquence and enthusiasm who serves many causes, and the present Chair- 
man, Mr. J. Slutsky, has an excellent communal record and the advantage 
of youth. The many affiliated bodies, covering a membership of 40,000 
on the voluntary side and 50,000 in the State-insured sections, show 4 
constant and devoted loyalty to an ideal of unity that the years —P not 
weakened. 

Affairs in the Orders 


In the large Orders, there is varied progress despite an anxiety that 
recruiting for new members is not hopeful under present circumstances. 
In the Achei Brith there have been new lodges at Edgware and Croydon, 
and the visit of Sir- Robert Waley Cohen gave an undoubted fillip to the 
lodges begring his name. The twenty-fifth anniversary of the Montagu, 
Lord Swaythling Lodge of Birmingham was a notable event. A Commission 
of Inquiry has been set up to investigate the vexed question of the centralisa- 
tion of collections. Youth is at the helm in the Order, with Mr. H. Hyams - 
as Grand President, and Mr. L. Courts as Grand Vice-President, both men 
of ability and distinct promise. 

An unfortunate method of dealing with a domestic problem in the Grand 
Order of Israel and Shield of David has occasioned widespread comment. 
The Order has also been concerned with the problem of centralising the 
collections of lodges. a project which did not find favour, at the annual 


a Joonterence. There is a new lodge at Croydon, and in Hull Mr. A. 


Branskey, as President of the Hull District of Friendly Societies, was 
instrumental in securing Jewish and non-Jewish co-operation in the Hull 
Friendly Societies’ annual parade. 

Sound administration is the watchword in the Achei Ameth, which has 
broken fresh ground by organising A.R.P. work, an illustration of Friendly 
Society enterprise in the civic interest. The Order has also ‘given attention 
to the creation of a medium between the juvenile movement and the adult 
lodges, and its experiment, if finally successful, as it deserves to be, will 
doubtless be emulated in other branches of the movement. As I wrote last 
week, Mr. M. E. Waldman, J.P., the General Secretary, has been honoured 
in a practical way on his promotion as Chairman of the Birchington 
Convalescent Home. soe 

Lodge-making, the Ladies’ Convalescent Home, work for the Zionist 
cause, and the attainment of 4.000 voluntary members, are features of the 
current activities of the Grand Order Sons of Jacob, one of the most virile 
branches of the movement. The Order makes consistent and unruffled 
progress with the help of many energetic workers. With regard to the 
Order of Ancient Maccabeans and the Independent Order of Bne! Brith, 
both with headquarters in Manchester, my previous references to the 
possibilities of amalgamation have not found acceptance, and there 1s no 
point in repeating them. The Manasseh Ben Israel, with its 2,500 members, 
1s to be congratulated on its fortieth anniversary. An interesting new Society 
is the Oxford and St. Georges Society, which appointed Mr. Basil Henriques 
as Life President.

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THE JEWISH. “HOUSE” 
AT HARROW 


Recollections of the “Eighties ” 


By CHARLES H. L. EMANUEL 


Dr. Joseph Chotzner’s Jewish House at Harrow had been established 
for about four years before I entered it. “Joe” himself was a florid. 
pleasant, round-bodied man, speaking fluent English with a German 
accent. I was put in the charge of a junior who was to show me the 
whereabouts of the various school buildings. My guide enjoined me 
to “cap” all masters, and, as I should not recognise them, I was to 
watch, and when he raised his hand I was to touch my hat. I was not 
to Know that in almost every instance hig hand stopped at his cheek. 
I must have “capped” dozens of puzzict*Harrow residents during 
my round 

| had an unhappy first fortnight, for though there “was no bullying, 
I was very small, green, and homesick, and fair play for “ hazing.” 
I can remember tor instance, when I required my new silk hat, finding 
only the broken brim in my hat-box. Here and there | found other 
fragments. My lamentations brought the head boy, Felix Davis, from 
his study, and, on his command, my “ topper” was produced intact. 
The fragments were those of someone's discarded hat! When I was 
in my greatest depression, | was offered the alternative of singing a 
comic song or eating a charcoal biscuit dipped in ink. I had no 
hesitation in choosing the latter. I once came off best. I was told to 
go to the saddler’s and ask for some strap-oil. I didn’t know that this 
meant a strapping, but I appreciated that saddiers did not give goods 
away and | asked for cash. After some demur, a shilling was produced 
and I was to ask for a large supply. The saddler may also have been 
a “non-Aryan. He said he hadn't any strap-oil, but bat-oil was 
really the same thing. So I brought back a big bottle of it. All the 
boys laughed over this except the financier, and I threw off my gloom 
and joined in. After that my troubles were over. 


Prayers and Cocoa 

We began the day with short prayers and cocoa in the house. Classes 
began at 7.30 a.m. If a master was ten minutes late his class dispersed. 
One of the masters (“Skipper Holmes) entertained largely and 
suflered from gout. The morning after one of his dinners, most of our 
watches were advanced a few minutes, and when they showed 7.40 off 
we went, carrying any conscientious objectors with us. To go home 
through the High Street might mean meeting Holmes hobbling goutily, 
so we skirted the base of the hill, though it mean a longish extra walk. 

On Saturday mornings, “Joe” conducted a service, which was 
lacking in appeal. We were grateful, however, for a short sermon, for 
when it was over we had cricket in the garden. This garden, with a 
hard tennis court (used also for other sports), was a special feature. 
We would tempt Franklin—the house-boy—-from his work, for he 
bowled a swift “ round-arm.” The balls often trespassed into Watson's 
neighbouring: garden. Watson was a popular master with the nick- 
name of * Vanity.” He had considerable resemblance to Wellington 
and cultivated the similarity by riding (uneasily) a tall black horse. 
When so engaged, we loved to “ cap” him, for he had to respond, but 
was uneasy in the saddle unless holding the reins with both hands. 
He was exceedingly laconic. His wife's head appeared at the door of 
his study when | was there. “ Maria, what want? Nothing! Go!” 
Every day, at the finish, he gave out the order: “ Shut windows! Open 
doors! Jews out! Let's pray!” . 

There was practically no anti-Semitism in the school. In my early 
days, the junior school assembled for voice testing for the choir. I was 
summoned and a boy called out, “Jew!” Farmer, the music master, 
turned to me and said: “Are you a Jew?” and, on my answering, shook 
me by the hand and told the boys that almost every kindness and help 
he had experienced in his career had come from Jews. Tf believe the 
offender was the boy with a pronounced Jewish nose and a German 
name who when he was with his cronies in the street would salute us 
with “Jew!” We responded: “ Renegade!” These were the only 
instances of ill-ieeling that I can remember. 

Each boy was allocated to one of the masters as a pupil. My tutor 
was Gilliatt, a tired dominie, whose exercise was single-sticking, at which 
he was prolicient’ As he had difficulty in getting an opponent, he 
would offer boys who had “ lines ” to write as a punishment the alterna- 
tive of a bout with the sticks, and few refused the shorter punishment. 
He was only once defeated, and then by a tiny lad who, shortening 
his stick, rushed in under Gilliatt's guard and stabbed him repeatedly 
in the abdomen till he cried “ Pax.” 

Discipline in the house depended mainly on the boys*hemselves, for 
“Joe's” authority, such as it was, was rarely exercised, though I

Cohen never came down from his upstairs room less than four steps 
at a time, and the last few stairs were taken with a crash. This crash 
would take place just outside “Joe's ™ door, and he hated it. But try 
as he would, he never could catch the offender, who was on the ground 
floor and out of the door in a flash. There was other friction between 
them. “Joe” had, one day, quite legitimately lost his temper and had 
told Cohen that he was a “litthe damned vun.” This cataloguing 
seemed to have reached Mr. Alfred Cohen's ears, and “Joe” was 
reprimanded. On the next occasion of an outburst he was mindful ol 
this, and I heard him angrily say to Cohen, “ You litthe—vat you are! 


Practical Jokers 


Charlie Mendl happened one day, when opening a bottle of red ink, 
to spill some on his hand. I remarked that it looked like blood, and 
Charlie, to make it look quite realistic, spilt some more on his handker- 
chief which he wrapped round the “ wound.” Cohen came in.“ Good 
heavens, how you are bleeding! Where have you cut yoursell” 
Mendl signified it was between the thumb and the first finger. Cohen 
was greatly disturbed. “Why, you'll get lockjaw!"” Charlie 
purported to laugh at the idea. Then he got very quiet, and finally 
signified that he had a difficulty in opening his mouth. Down the stairs 
flew Cohen, in his usual headlong fashion, crashing on the landing 
opposite “ Joe's” door.

“vats lockjaw?” Cohen, gaspingly, and with appropriate action, 
explained the dire disorder from which Mend! was suffering. 


(Thoroughly alarmed, “ Joe” rushed upstairs, followed closely by the 
bearer of the bad news, only to mcot Charlie (who had washed off the 
mess) coming down whistling. Waen taxed with lockjaw, he professed 
amazement at the charge and shoved that his jaws possessed all the 
usual movements. “Joe” was so relieved that he quite forgot to 
punish his tormentor for bringing false news and for his method o! 
descending the staircase. 

The Cohen family were acquainted with the Duke of Newcastle, 
who was a small man and very swarthy. He called one day to see 
Henry Cohen. The servant, with a grin, announced: “A little black 
man to see you, Mr. Cohen,” and then added with a grin, “ He says 
he’s a dook!” 

All the boys knew the two Harrow “ chaws™ or cads. My mother 
was much touched by evidence of my thrift when I asked to be 
allowed to take back to school an old suit which was really past wear. 
I said I could still use it. And so I did. A well-known whistle, and 
out into the garden one of us would go, with an old coat or pair of 
trousers, and, by swarming up the gate (out of sight of “Joes 
study), the garment would be changed with “ Bogey Chaw ” for a box 
of tangerines, The other “ chaw ” (“ Bottles”) was an older character. 
In police court circles he was known as “ the man Ambrage.” He had 
a good heart, and a capacity for beer which was sometimes his 
undoing. Tradition had it that he was left over from the building of 
the Metropolitan line, on which he had been employed as a ~ navvy- 
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When the line was completed, a siren sounded for the departure of the 
train taking the workmen back to London. “ Bottles,” being at the time 
ear-deep in a tankard, did not hear the warning, and, no other con- 
veyance having been put at his disposal, he remained at Harrow, 
where, a huge jovial man, he was a great favourite among the boys. 
On one occasion, I saw him, slightly in liquor, dressed in the discarded 
cap and gown of one of the masters, solemnly, if a little unsteadily, 
taking the salute of the boys and returning it. He was always to be 
seen at Lord’s at the Eton and Harrow match, where, on its completion, 
his main aim was to have a scrap with his corresponding number from 
Eton. 

Half-way down the steep steps which led from the old fourth-form 
room to the playing fields was the workshop. Here I spent many an 
hour. picking up the use of tools, which has since saved me many a 
shilling. There were pixies at work there. ‘You would leave your 
panels of wood, intended ultimately to form a desk or a table, just 
planed and squared, and lo, next time you went there they were glued 
up and were shaping into the desired article; or the French-polishing, 
which we didn’t relish, would be found to be completed. One boy. in 
my time, built a full-sized launch and engined it. How it could ever 
be got down the remaining flights of stone steps to the navigable waters 
many a mile off was a mystery. 


In the “ Ducker ” 


In the summer months, “* Ducker,” the open-air swimming bath, was 
always crowded. If all the boys tn a class passed the standard test in 
swimming, the whole class got off two hours’ work. The pressure put 
on the unfortunate few who stood between the rest of us and a holiday 
to perfect their swimming can be imagined. There was the same reward 
to be obtained if no one was “ ploughed’ when the Headmaster took 
charge of the class—as he did once each term, the class-master the 
while sitting by uncomfortably hoping that his boys wouldn't let him 
down. I remember one appalling incident which took place in one of 
the top classes. It was Welldon’s first term as Headmaster, and we 
thought it fortunate that for a beginning he had selected our best 
scholar, first to read and then translate a passage from a Latin author. 
It contained the Latin word Maria (seas). Out of sheer nervousness 
the boy read it as if it had been the female name similarly spelt. 
Welldon looked as if he had been shot, slammed down his book, and 
strode out of the room. And then the storm broke! 

We were really well fed in the house, although few of us relished the 
meat, which we thought was over-Kashered. The legend was that it 
was brought from the Provinces, and, like Queen Eleanor’s body, it 
rested at various towns en route, and at each the local Shechita Board 
inspected it, and, not being sure that it was in order, re-Kashered it! 
Most of our weekly allowances (ls. or Is. 6d. a week) went in the tuck 
shops. I was in one when history was made. A boy named Dring 
entered and ordered a luscious compound with strawberries, strawberry 
ice, and cream as its components, to be dished in a particular method. 
He told the proprietor, “ Now that’s a Dringer, and when I ask for a 
Dringer that’s what I want!” Two years later, when I revisited my 
old school, I had tea at that shop and heard a little boy ask for a

Dringer,” and, twenty years later, Vachell, in ‘ 
the “ Dringer ” as still in demand. 


An Experiment Doomed to Failure 

The house was beginning to languish before I left it in 1886, and not 
long after it was closed. The experiment had been an interesting ohe, 
but ope earmarked for failure from its inception. To put a foreigner 
in charge of a number of English schoolboys between thirteen and 
eighteen years Of age was a mistake. The discipline in classes con- 
trolled by foreign schoolmasters is generally lax. Dr. Chotzner was 
not even a schoolmaster. His authority depended therefore on his 
personality, and this was not sufficiently strong for the purpose. He 
never qguife understood the English boy's mentality. His scholastic 
attainments were undeniable, but he had no opportunity to use them. 
Probably had he been English he might have kept the house full, but 
even then it is doubtful whether it would have meant more than a 
pecuniary success. For the supply of the right type of Jewish boy 
fo mix Well with normal Harrovians was limited in the eighties and 
nineties. The boys in his house were classed as home-boarders, and 
home-boarders in most public schools are looked down upon. And 
yet we had none of the solid advantages of the real home-boarder. 
Friendships at Harrow between boys in different houses were rare and 
were not even approved. Consequently we Jewish boys had few real 
Iriends outside our own walls, and we numbered but nine or ten 
youngsters. Hence we lost the complete advantage of public-school 
life. Had we been classed as a “ small house ” (Welldon effected this, 
but it was then too late), we should have been one of a group of similar 
houses, with the boys in which we should have mingled at all kinds of 
games, and among them we should have made friends. 

The disadvantages from which we laboured might have been com- 
pensated for by a definite religious uplifting due to Dr. Chotzner’s 
ministrations: but certainly such uplifting did not reach me, and I never 
noticed it in my fellows. In conclusion, I feel it would not be fair to 
blame Dr. Chotzner for the failure of the house. Nor was it a 
complete failure. Many of us could never have gone to Harrow if the 
house had not been established. Dr. Chotzner did his best. within his 
limitations, and his handsome, capable wife seconded him without 
any qualification. Bearing in mind my initial description of his person, 
it would be reasonable to suggest that his failure was due. to his being 
a round man in a square hole.

MY TRIP ON THE “ILE DE FRANCE” 

As mentioned in last week's “ Travel Notes * in this journal, I took “ 
trip recently in the French liner “ He de France” in order to confirm 
the good impression of the vessel’s new Kasher kitchen gained by 
Dayanim Abramski, Feldman, Gollop, and Lazasus when they visited 
the vessel in May last. I was received most cordially by the popular 
Purser, M. Roger Raulin. He introduced me to the ship's Jewish Super- 
visor, M. Emmanuel Rubin, of Paris. I made a thorough inspection 
of the Kasher refrigerator and the special rooms where the Jewish 
foods are kept, and found everything in accordance with Jewish 
traditional law and observance. Chef M. Equinet, a non-Jew, showed 
me round his Kasher kitchen, where he is assisted by a Jewish cook, 
M. Rosenbac. Guided by M. Rubin, it was apparent that M. Equinet 
thoroughly understood the broad outlines of the Jewish dietary laws, 
and he gave me some first-class Kasher menus that he had compiled. 
We next had a long chat about the Sabbath time clock, with 1ts 
automatic settings, whereby food is cooked on Shabbat without the 
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ee of manual labour. When I went to dinner, I was pleasantly 
surprised to find a large party of coreligionists at the Kasher tables, on 
which, by the way, there was free Palesiine wine. After an excellent 
meal, a Jewish passenger who had Yahrzeit obtained a Minyan for 
that purpose.

Travel by air is one of the simplest ways of "4 about, but usually there 
are a few complications behind the scenes which the passenger would do well 
fo know so that he can help the air transport company in gtving him the best 
service possible. The first thing to remember ts that air transport companies 
natural wish is to fill their aeroplanes on all sections of the line, and therefore 
they allot seats to each sectional office. For example, on the line from London 
to Cannes, where calls are made at Paris, Lyons, and Marseilles, each office 
en route holds a certain number of seats for the whole journey or for certain 
sections of it. For this journey, London would hold a number of seats right 
through from London to Cannes, some from London to Marscilles, others to 
Lyons and to Paris—the other stations holding a similar sectional allotment of 
Seats for the balance of the journey. From the passengers’ point of view the 
moral is, therefore, to book as early as possible; otherwise there may be delay 
iN gctting the accommodation required.

It has a theatre, library, lounges, and a restaurant, as well 
as billiard, boxing. and table tennis rooms, etc. Among Maccabi's 
outdoor activities are football, cricket, rugby, riding, rambling. 
swimming, water-polo, and tennis. The movement is very active 
m the provinces, with branches in many of the leading ‘towns, and also 
in Scotland and Ireland. | 
Golf continues to be very popular among Jews all over the country 
The Potters Bar Golf Club, which has 350 Jews among its 400 
members, held many successful competitions: so did the Moortown 
Club, of Leeds, and the Whitefield Club, of Mancheste:

The rise of Leshe Goldberg, of Leeds, was 
a feature of the football season. Since he 
left school—-he was in the English school- 
boy team against Scotland—Goldberg has 
been playing regularly for Leeds United. 
a First Division team, and the critics predict 
a great future for him in senior football. Leon Josephs, who is a 
member of the Oxford and St. George’s Old Boys’ Club, became one 
on the best players for the Leytonstone Football Club. He also 
played as a reserve for West Ham United, The brothers G. and A. 
Rosenthal, of the Liverpool Maccabi Club, are other players who have 
made their mark in the football arena. Abraham signed on for Liver- 
pool, in the First Division, and Gordon plays for Tranmere Rovers. 

Among athletes who distinguished themselves were Arthur A. Gold, 
of the Grafton Athletic Club. He jumped for the L.A.C. and the 
A.A.A. in many events with success, and 
was. Great Britain’s second string for the 
high jump on a tour of Scandinavia and 
Finland. The Grafton Club promoted 
many successful athletic meetings, and its 
members were in the forefront on several 
occasions. George Brunel Cohen, son of 
Major J. Brunel Cohen, was prominent 
Cambridge University athletics, and 
Julius H. Schneiderman, of America, was 
outstanding in the Glasgow University 
team. Three Jewish athletes 
Jack Hahn, Sydney Greenspan, and 
Sydney Kiel—were chosen to represent 
South Africa in Empire Games held 
at the Cape, and Babrow 
represented South Africa in rugby 
football. 

Many Jews distinguished themselves at 
table tennis during the year. In Man- 
chester. Hyman Lurie and Leslie Cohen enone 
maintained their fine form in represen- 
tative games. In the international match 
against Wales, L. Cohen, E. Bubley, H. 
Lurie, and H, Rosen played for England. 
Victor Barna, the world’s ex-champion. In the Swaythling Cup com- 
petition, R. Bergman, of Austria, who is now resident in England, 
i. Bellak, S. Schill, and V. Barna were outstanding. 

Harry Pelta, of Swansea, won the heavy-weight lifting champion- 
ship of Wales against all comers. He now holds five Welsh amateur 
championships and took part in four Olympic trials. He is Known 
as “ Wales’ strongest man.” oe. 

Other Jews prominent in sports have been Irving Ruvinsky, formerly 
baseball champion of America and Canada. He is now captaia of 
the De Haviland Comets, and a very popular baseball player in East 
London. Benny Kaufman, the American Speedway star, has been 
in fine form for the Wimbledon Speedway Club. Samuel Reshevsky, 
the American chess champion, won the Hastings Premier Tournament, 
and Charles Green, captain of the Manchester Chess Club, is one of 
Lancashire's leading players. Samuel Cohen, of East London, won the 
British draughts championshijff for the third time by defeating J. 
Marshall, of Scotland. His keenest rival is another Jew, Samuel Levy, 
of Manchester. 

The Jewish Lads’ Brigade continued to provide its hundreds of 
members with facilities for sports. Cricket, football, and swimming 
were very popular, and physical training and boxing were special 
features.

THE TREND OF THE YOUTH MOVEMENTS 
Towards Co-operation and Respozsibility 
CAMBRIDGE AND BETHNAL GREEN SET A PROBLEM 
[From our Correspondent)

has become more and more aware of its “Jewishness.” I use the

During the past few months, a movement towards collectivising the 
National Jewish Youth Organisations has come into being. There is, of 
course. nothing new in the idea; it has been at'empted on a number of 
Occasions. This time, however, the drive possesses certain qualifications 
that were lacking in the past, the presence of which, one hopes, will bring 
the present negotiations to a reasonably satisfactory couclusion, For the 
first time, all the important Youth bodies have he-d conversaticns on the 
Subject. and while there is some difference of opinion on the actual structure 
of the finished article, all are convinced of its necessity.

The article concludes that Youth ts looking to its senior 
members. Now is the time for them to set a good example, or else to hold 
their peace on the matter of Jewish Youth. A little strong, no doubt, but it 
is a fact that the not inconsiderable part played by Jewish Youth, through 
the medium of Aid Societies, donations from clubs, and actual service, in 
Jewish philanthropy has received very little co-operation from a large 
percentage of the older members of the Community, 

An important decision taken during the year was that of the Committee 
of the Cambridge and Bethnal Green Boys’ Club. It has now become « 
non-sectarian instead of a specifically Jewish body. This decision received 
the blessing of Mr. Neville Laski and Dr. Mallon, who are joint Vice- 
Presidents of the Club. If Jewish and non-Jewish boys can mix success- 
fully at school, they can also do so during adolescence, and this, in the long 
run. should tend to abolish anti-Semitism, is the contention. 

lhere are a number of Jewish boys and girls’ clubs in which non-Jews 
are allowed to become members, but Cambridge 1s the only one actually to 
change its constitution. To the best of my Knowledge, the Chief Rabb: 
alone has publicly indicted the club for its action—without mentioning it by 
name. It is a ticklish subject and I cannot altogether blame the A.J.Y. fo: 
observing a tactful silence on the matter—although | do know that it ha; 
caused much discussion in inner circles. Nevertheless, the issue wil! 
eventually have to be faced. The A.J.Y. 1s a Jewish Association for 
Jewish clubs. Cambridge and Bethnal Green is no longer a Jewish 
club. When | say that some embarrassment may be avoided if Cam- 
bridge decides not to apply for re-affilrtion to the AJ.Y.. | do soin no 
sense of adverse criticism of the Club’s “change-over.” Like many others 
Il. too, prefer to await results rather than voice an opinion based on hasty 
conclusions. For the most part. managers and members of other clubs with 
whom I have spoken do not condemn Cambridge's action, but all are 
against the idea being adopted by Jewish social clubs. These, however. ha 
shown no signs of considering such a thing. 


The Social Clubs 

The social clubs have more than maintained their promise of the last few 
years, lack of accommodation alone arresting a further speeding-up. . The 
young Zionists, as ever. are possessed Of a great intensity of purpose, and 
the coming year should see them with a much greater sphere in which to 
work. 

One thing has not changed. and that ts the interminably dull speeches a! 
prize distributions and similar functions... They could be made so much 
more interesting if only speakers would give a littiet tto their oration, 
A tunny story or two and a little less preaching woulc considerabl) 

One indictment must be levelled against Jewish Youth as a whole, and 
that is the paucity of support it has given to the Board of Deputies’ Ant: 
Defamation Campaign. Something will have to. be done to remedy this 
during the coming year. 

Jewish Youth is realising that it will not be permitted to forget that it ts 
Jewish. Those outside our Community are seeing to that. Jewish youth, 
accordingly, has attempted, during the past year, to put its house tn order, 
since it realises it will have to live m that house: and in that attempt it has 
met with some success. Only the co-operation of the elders of the 
Community, however, upon whom the onus for nurturing ithe movement 


must rest, equally with that of youth itself, can bring that success to full 
measure.

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MOTORING NOTES 


AN AERO-DYNAMIC BENTLEY 


Nowadays, if motorists require really high-class cars with d'stinctive 
carriage-work, they must go to the specialist. This was evidenced 
recently when H. R. Owen Ltd., of Berkeley Street, London, supplied 
Mr. ° Bobby ” Loewenstein, the well-known polo player, with a new 
Bentley saloon with truly aero-dynamic lines. 

lt is a most distinctive and handsome carriage, with ample seating 
room : and although its deep aero rear wings and wheel shields might 
suceest less passenger space than an ordinary saloon, actually there is 
more. Although front and rear doors shut in the centre, there is no 
central pillar, thus giving much easier access to both rear and front 
compartments. No doubt this admirable design will be copied. 

Quite a number of pillarless saloons have beén produced in the past, 
but the great difficulty has been in hanging the doors adequately to 

oid undue strain on the hinges. Owens have incorporated two 
patent hinges which give a bearing surface of something like ninetezn 
inches, and the whole of the framework round the doors is reinforced 
by special steel channelling. 

[hese coachbuilders deserve much praise in solving the difficulty of 
building on a high speed chassis an attractive, practical,and roomy car 
which not only looks smart but can travel as fast. as any touring 
car of a similar kind, and ts infinitely more comfortable to ride in or 


But the “new motoring” is getting quite aero-dynamic in many 
ways. Capt. G. E. T. Eyston’s new world’s land sreed record of 
3§7.53 miles per hour over a measured mile on an aero-engined chassis 
was as much due to the design of the superstructure as to the 5,000 h.p. 
Rolls-Royce supercharged engines. I-noticed that Eyston did not use 
the local American petrol but imported tins of B.P. Ethyl which the 
Shell-Mex people sent over for hin. “ Thunderbolt’s ” two 2,250-h.p. 
Rolls-Royce engines were used to B.P. Ethyl, which gave them their 
best output in brake horse-power un ts, and Eyston wisely kept to it 
for making the record.

The European situation has again dominated all else in stock markets 
during the past week, and prices as a whole have fluctuated in accord- 
ance with sentiment induced by news, official and otherwise, received 
from the Continent. The crisis has continued, but at least another 
week has passed without irretrievable disaster. On balance, there has 
been quite a good recovery in markets. It soon became evident that 
investors generally were remaining calm with little selling in evidence, 
and as the news became a little more reassuring, prices rallied from the 
low levels to which they had been marked down. New buying could 
not be expected on any extensive scale in the circumstances, but here 
and there some “.bargain hunting” has been in evidence, with some 
support from large investors for gilt-edged issues at the lower levels. 
As this is written, Mr. Chamberlain is about to renew his conversations 
in Germany, and until definite news is available regarding their outcome 
it is obvious that business must continue to be restricted and cautious. 
It can be said, however, that meanwhile the atmosphere in markets is 
calm, 


GOOD STEEL DIVIDENDS 

Two important dividend announcements have come from big iron 
and steel combines during the past week. The first was an interim 
dividend of 4 per cent. from Vickers, Ltd. This company has paid 
regular ordinary dividends since payments were resumed in 1928, and 
for each of the past two years the payment has been 10 per cent. In 
the past, no interims have been paid, however, and the decision to 
institute such distributions is most encouraging. Another good dividend 
comes from United Steel Companies, Ltd., which declares a final 
dividend of 7 per cent., to make 10 per cent. for the year to June 30th, 
against 8$ per cent. for the previous year. Both these companies are 
leaders in the iron and steel industry, United Steel as one of the largest 
producers of steel and pig iron and Vickers as shipbuilders, heavy 
engineers, and armament manufacturers. The dividends not only reflect 
good results during the past year but also appear to indicate that the 
Directors view the future with a reasonable degree of confidence, 
despite prevailing trade and political uncertainties. Vickers 10s. 
ordinary units have risen to 20s, 6d. x.d. and United Steel £1 units 
to 24s. 


HARRISONS AND CROSFIELD 

Profits of Harrisons and Crosfield, Ltd., the produce merchants, 
rubber and tea estate agents, etc., in the year to June 30th were 
£333,870. This compares with-£329,014 a year ago, but account must 
be taken of the fact that last year the figure was shown after a special 
appropriation of £25,000 to Staff Pension Fund. Nevertheless, the 
result is distinctly satisfactory when the falling markets during the year, 
especially for rubber, are considered.

‘THEATRES. 
A SATISFACTORY FIRST YEAR 
MR. OSCAR DEUTSCH’S SPEECH 


The first annual general meeting of Odeon Theatres, Limited, was held o7 
September 21st at the Dorchester Hotel, London, W. 

Mr. Oscar Deutsch (Chairman and Managing Director) first dealt with the 
bhalance-sheet, and said that the frechold and leasehold propertics Now stood at 
€2.770,325, which included additions of £273,125, which was in the main the cost 
of five managed cinema theatres which were acquired immediately prior to the 
se of the year under the option contained in the management agreements 
Those five cinema theatres were showing steadily rising profits, aad the Board 
had come to the conclusion that it was desirable to exercise the Company's 
option as far as those cinema theatres were concerned. He was pleased to be 
able to inform shareholders that the rise in profits. of those fiye cinema theatres 
had continued since their acquisition. All their cinema theatres had been 
maintained in excellent condition. Their principles of construction, which were 
in some respects unique to Odeon, were enabling them to keep down maintenance 
coms 

“ Investments " also showed an increase owing to the acquisition at satisfactory 
prices of further shares in both Entertainments and General Investment Corpora- 
tion, Ltd., and London and Southern Super Cinemas, Ltd., both of which 
companies they controlled. They had issued a further 98,151 preference shares 
at par and 99,966 ordinary shares at 6s. per share—the price then ruling in the 
market. Those had been issued in part satisfaction of the purchase price of the 
cinema theatres and investments they had acquired. 


RESERVES 

The reserve for taxation was built up by the transfer they had made out of 
the current year’s profits to cover the tax payable thereon, amounts deducted from 
interest and preference dividends, and certain reserves that they took over from 
the old companies. The actual liability for taxation had not yet been agreed, 
but he was advised that the reserve was likely to be more than sufficient. 

[he general reserve was, in the main, the net profits of the vendor compa» 
after discharging all interest, preference dividends, and Directors’ fees froim tre 
date from which they were acquired, January 2nd, 1937, down to June /4th, 
1937, the date on which they had actually taken them over. They had added 
to that £4,998 6s., being the premium of Is. per share on 99,965 ordinary shares 
issued in part satisfaction of the purchase price of the five cinema theatres 
already mentioned. 

Amortisation of leases, depreciation, and equalisation of repairs had been 
calculated on the scales used in computing profits for the prospectus, which 
they were advised by the experts were adequate. 

NOT A FULL YEAR’S REVENUE 

[he profits remaining after paying preference dividend, etc., amounted to 
£122,224. The year under review had not been a full year in the sense that 
they had not had the benefit of a full year’s profit-sharing with the managed 
cinema theatres. Of the seventy-one cinema theatres mentioned in the prospectus, 
lour had not been opened at the date of the accounts and twenty-seven had 
only been open for six months or less. The effect of that on the profits had been 
more severe than was apparent, because those cinema theatres which had less 
than six months’ trading were in the main larger houses, and therefore should 
produce greater profits than the smaller houses. After making the adjustments 
for those points, the managed theatres had produced slightly more than he had 
esumated, but on the other hand the results of their own cinema theatres were 
Slightly below their estimate, due to an exceptional recession of business during 
two of the winter months, which seemed to have been common throughout the 
trade and for which nobody seemed able to ascribe an adequate reason. He 
would like shareholders to know, however, that the results of the year’s working 
substantiated the estimate he made in the prospectus of the results to be achieved 
in a full normal year. 

Before he dealt with their proposals for the allocation of the profit, he 
would like to refer to the two notes on the balance-sheet. The first dealt with 
guarantees which they had given to enable some of their associated companies 
to borrow more cheaply than they would otherwise have done. The second 
alance-sheet note related to their liability to purchase seven cinema theatres. 
It was deemed desirable in the interest of the Company that they should acquire 
those cinema theatres, but at the time the resources at their disposal did not enable 
them to do so. They therefore made arrangements, as the result of which those 
Properties would be paid for over a period of years, and during that period 
the cinema theatres were leased to the Company at reasonable rentals. 

I he amount of the profits they recommended for distribution—which, by the 
Way, Was not on the full amount of the issued ordinary shares, as 99,966 shares 
did not rank for dividend until next year—was approximately one-half of the 
Profits, the remaining half they were retaining in the business, and that repre- 
sented a conservative policy which the Directors intended to follow. 
hl Company had no investment in film production; their theatres, however,

“HEADS I WIN, TAILS YOU LOSE” 


How the Hungarian ‘‘ Numerus Clausus” 
Works 


NO OPENINGS FOR DISMISSED JEWS 


However “ moderate” its authors may have thought it, Hungary's 
experiment in anti-Semitism—the new twenty per cent. mumerus 
clausus law—is producing radical results in a short time, says the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency. Barely three months old, the law has 
already deprived nearly 1,000 Jews of their means of livelihood: 
and the administrative acts which have followed it indicate clearly 
that the Government intend to follow a policy of strict enforcement. 

Whether the law will prove popular with Hungarians as a whole it is 
as yet too soon to say. Its complicated provisions have not yet been 
fully worked out in detail and its impact on the general economic 
situation, in contrast to the Jewish situation, is not likely to be realised 
for several years. It is certain, however, that many Hungarian 
employers in the retail clothing or tailoring trades, where Jewish 
workers are predominant, do not enjoy the necessity of dismissing 
Jewish employees who have served them faithfully for many years. 

Throughout Budapest, the business of dismissing Jews is proceeding 
apace. The twenty per cent. limit for Jewish employees allowed 
to each establishment with more than ten workers ts to be reached 
im ten successive half-yearly stages, the first stage ending on 
December 3ist of this year. 

Some of the dismissed employees have already sought to open con- 
cerns of their own in fields where Jewish participation is less than 
twenty per cent. In this, however, they have been hindered by the 
Government's refusal to grant them the necessary business licences. 
It is not yet clear whether this refusal is temporary or permanent. 
In all likelihood the authorities are anxious to prevent the Jews from 
gaining any new footholds until the chambers of industry and com- 
merce, under which many of the provisions of the law will be 
administered. are fully organised and at work. 


Strict Enforcement 


The Government's zeal for strict enforcement has been shown in 
other ways. The law provides, for instance, that the chamber of 
physicians—as well as the chambers of law and’ engineering—shall 
limit new Jewish membership to five per cent. yearly until the Jewish 
proportion is lowered by death or natural causes to twenty per cent. 
of the total. It happens that the proportion of Jewish “ employed ” 
doctors in Budapest, that ts, doctors working for the Government, 
insurance Companies, etc., constitute only eleven per cent. of the total 
in that class, while Jewish private physicians number more than eighty 
per cent. The general average of Jews among Budapest physicians, 
therefore, is forty-seven per cent. But the Government has decided 
to treat the two classes separately; ie., the number of Jewish private 
physicians will be reduced to twenty per cent., but no one, least 
of all the Jews, is under any illusion that the proportion of Jews 
in the “employed “ class will correspondingly be permitted to rise to 
the full twenty per cent. quota. 

This ts, from the Jewish point of view, one of the worst phases 
of the whole experiment. [It is true that in many individual trades 
or professions Jews have a considerable share. But there is no 
indication that the occupations in which they are comparatively scarce 
will proye willing to absorb them. It is not a matter of removing 
Jews here and adding them there: it means the withdrawal of 
a large section of them entirely from the economic life of the nation. 
It is, indeed, an excellent example of the principle of *“ Heads I win, 
tails you lose.” 


Retraining—Fer What ? 


In spite of this fact, the Jewish Community is going ahead with 
an ambitious programme for the retraining of the dismissed workers 
and for the vocational training of the 2,000 Jewish young people 
who graduate from the Hungarian schools yearly and whose economic 
future is now in jeopardy. In the Jewish High School in Budapest, 
vocational classes for young men and women are being formed to 
supplement the regular academic work. The subjects taught will be 
in fields where, technically at least, employment possibilities still exist 
under the law. These fields include the various manual trades for 
men, and dressmaking, cooking, and sewing for women. At the same 
time, the Jews are negotiating with the Hungarian Government for two 
large farms where they could be trained in agriculture. 

Hungarian Jews recognise the fact that only a small proportion 
of them, no matter how well trained, will be given employment within 
Hungary itself, and it is feltethat the réle which emigration must 
play must inevitably grow from year to year. With this in- mind. 
Jewish leaders have asked for a conference with the Ministry of the 
Interior on the general emigration problem, and ‘it is hoped that a 
clarification may be forthcoming on two specific points at least: how 


money shall be raised to carry out an emigration programme, and 
What possibilities will be opened by the g J 
pf capital by the emigrants. 


JEW-BAITING IN ALSACE 
Autonomists Use Nazi Posters — 


[From our Correspondent—Parts] 


The speeches at the Nuremberg Congress have given the signal for a 
new outburst of anti-Jewish agitation m Alsace. The autonomist 
papers hurl insults against the * Jewish gang which “uses its inter- 
national influence to the detriment of other peoples.” Posters bearing 
the words “Jew shop,” provided by the Welt-dienst of Erfurt, are 
being affixed to Jewish businesses. The wildest anti-Jewish rumours 
are being circulated; for imstance, that all Jews had quitted the Alsace 
with their families and belongings in order to avoid being called to do 
war service. One particularly vile lie was that the reservists assembled 
at Thann had protested because of the fact that there was not a Single 
Jew among them: but the anti-Semites who spread this story slipped tip 
badly. For the captain who commanded the Thann reservists was 
himself a Jew. 

last Sunday was observed by the Jews of France as a day of prayer for 
peace and the safety of Israel. In Paris, the Great Synagogue in the Rue 
de la Victoire was crowded to overflowing. 


U.S. NAZIS ATTACK JEWS 
Fuehrer Kuhn’s Petition 


Fritz Kuhn, the American Nazi leader, was re-elected Fiihrer of the 
German American Bund at the organisation’s national convention a! 
the Nordland Camp, last week. The convention decided to organise 
a petition for an amendment to the American Constitution barring Jews 
from holding public office. The Bund, Kuhn declaimed, wanted ~ a 
socially just, white, Gentile-ruled& United States and Gentile-controlled 
American labour unions free of Jewish Moscow-directed domination.” 
The Bund also demanded the prohibition of immigration of politica! 
refugees into the United States. 

Meanwhile, German societies in the U.S.A. have shown their 
abhorrence of Hitlerism by excluding the Bund from the projected 
annual German Day celebrations. 

lhe Jewish veterans of the United States closed their forty-third 
annual convention at Detroit last week after electing Mr. Isador Worth 
of Camden, New Jersey, as National Commander and adopting a ten 
point programme to combat un-American activities. The programme 
urges the deportation of aliens engaged in political propaganda on 
behalf of foreign Governments, and revocation of the citizenship o/ 
naturalised citizens found engaged in such activities. State and Federa! 


legislation prohibiting the wearing of uniforms of foreign Governments 
1s also urged. 


DR. ADLER’S BIRTHDAY 
World-Wide Tributes 


[From our Correspondent—New Yor«} 


A message by President Roosevelt heads the list of hundreds of 
tributes by outstanding public figures—many of them ‘spokesmen 0! 
national and international bodies in America and abroad—contained in 
a testimonial volume presented to Dr. Cyrus Adler last week on the 
occasion of his seventy-fifth birthday. 

The presentation was held formally at Dr. Adler's summer home a‘ 
Woods Hole, Massachusetts, and was made by Mr. Harry Schneiderman, 
Assistant Secretary of the American Jewish Committee and for thirty 
years a close associate of Dr. Adler, who conveyed greetings from the 
American Jewish Committee, the Jewish Theological Seminary, and the 
Dropsie College, institutions of which Dr. Adler has been President 
for many years. 

Those who sent tributes included members of the Cabinet and 
Congress, noted educationalists, and spiritual, civic, and communal 
leaders. Virtually every State in the Union was represented. 

President Roosevelt wrote: “ Yours has been a rich and full career 
of varied activity and great usefulness. As President of the American 
Jewish Committee, of the Jewish Theological Seminary, and of Dropsic 
College, you have touched life at many angles; whether in spiritual, 
civic, or cultural activities, your labours have ever been directed to the 
happiness of others and the well-being of the Community. [ trust 
you may long be spared in health and strength to continue your devoted 
labours in behalf of the interests which have enlisted your support and 
allegiance through so many years.” 


The Secretary of State, Mr. Cordell Hull: the Secretary of the 


Interior, Mr. Harold L. Ickes; the Secretary of the Navy, Mr. Claude 
S. Swanson; the Postmaster-General, Mr. James A. Farley; the 
Secretary of Labour, Miss Frances Perkins; and the Secretary of the 
Treasury, Mr. Henry Morgenthau, Jnr., were warm in their praise; and 
their words were echoed by Mayor LaGuardia; Governor Lehman.

‘'T LOGGERHEADS 
Split on Anti-Semitism 
DR. MALAN’S ** MODERATE LINE” 


According to a report in the Johannesburg Press, Dr. Malan. the 
South African Nationalist leader, has dropped his intention of intro- 
ducing the “Closed Professions Bill"’ for an indefinite period. The 
Bill, which was to break the alleged monopoly held by Jews in various 
South African professions, was the principal anti-Semitic plank in the 
Nationalist election programme. The shelving of the Bill, which has 
actually been drafted, is regarded as a confession that an anti-Semitic 
policy is doomed to failure in South Africa. 

it is further reported that there is a likelihood of the Nationalists 
splitting on the issue of anti-Semitism. Before the election, the 
Nationalists obtained the services of a certain E. Montgomery, 
described as a well-known South African-born. anti-Semite.. who. 
owing to his long absence from the Union, has lost his vote, but is 
ready to contest the first suitable by-election as soon as he qualifies 
again. He ts supported by Messrs. A. J. Werth, M.P. for George, Erid 
Louw, M.P. for Beaufort West, and others, but is strongly opposed by 
Dr. Malan and Dr. Bremer. 

[he papers state that if Dr. Malan, who is bent on following a 
moderate course, should actually be replaced as leader on this issue. 
the new Nationalist Party can be expected to evolve a particularly 
virulent anti-Semitic policy. 


Nazi Activity 

A marked improvement in the situation facing the Jews was noted 
at a recent meeting of the South African Board of Deputies, where a 
report was made of the “almost complete disappearance” of dis- 
cussions on the Jewish question or expressions of ill-will against the 
Jews 

“Except for occasional letters of an unfriendly character in certain 
papers, little has been heard in public of the agitation which was so 
marked six months and a year ago,” it was declared. “ At the same 
time,’ the report continued, “it would be folly to assume that the ugly 
forces which came to the fore so recently have now ceased to exist. 
No one could say whether a sudden change tn the political or economic 
situation——neither of which is impossible—might not revive the agita- 
tion once more. Individual agitators continue their work. There 1s 
good reason to believe that Nazi agents are active in many district: 
and in this regard it is important to bear in mind the recent disclosures 
of a vigorous recrudescence of Nazi activity in South-West Africa.” 

In this latter connection, it is alleged in the SuNDAY Times, ot 
lohannesburg, that the process of “ Nazifying ~ German schools in the 
Union has entered on a new and more aggressive phase. Ihe latest 
move ts the importation of teachers from Germany. While it is possible 
that the immigration authorities may take steps to curb this process, 
the paper states, it will be very difficult to stop it because the imported 
teachers need only temporary immigration permits. 

Speaking at the inaugural meeting of the Society of Jews and 
Christians in Capetown this week, Mr. Hofmeyr, formerly Minister ot} 
Mines, said that political causes had forced a policy of selective 
immigration upon the Government. “ But still,” he said, ~ our policy 
is happily one of treating on an open basis all men of European blood 
who have made their homes in South Africa.” The statement that 
the Jew as a Jew was unassimilable was a fallacy, he declared. “If no 
Jew had ever come to South Africa this would be an immensely poorer 
country to-day. And if it were possible for the Jews who are in South 
Africa to be withdrawn to-morrow this country would be irreparably 
poorer as a result.” Mr. Hofmeyr described anti-Semitism as a national 
menace, which. if allowed to advance, would sully South Africa’s good 
name 


WHEN PICKETS FALL OUT 
Professionals y. ** Blacklegs” in Warsaw 


The Endek pickets who have, during the past few days, been stationed 
Outside the Jewish bookstores in Warsaw have disappeared; but not 
on account of the action of the police or of their own free will. It 
appears that the pickets were volunteers, mostly students, who offered 
to do the work without compensation. The pickets who had carried 
on the work previously were hired men, who Were paid four zlotys 
daily. On the present occasion, the professional pickets strongly 
Objecied to being replaced by volunteers, so they organised themselves 
into a union and refused to allow the volunteers to “ blackleg.” Finally, 
they succeeded in dispersing them. 


Following recent action by the authorities of the Polish port of Gdynia, 
hear Danzig, in ordering over 200 Jewish families to leave the town, 
‘€veral hundred Jews in Bielsko. near the Polish-Czechoslovakian frontier,

The population of Palestine, exclusive of members of His Majesty's 
Forces, on March 31st last was 1.415,723. This figure includes visitors 
temporarily in the country and excludes Palestinian residents who 
happened to be abroad on that day. It also excludes illegal residents 
who have settled in the country since the last census in November, 1931. 
and any persons who may have left otherwise than through the 
authorised controls. In neither case, however, is the number consider- 
able, and it is probable that the figure given closely approximates to 
the actual population. Of this population, 401,557 were Jews, and the 
remainder, apart from a few thousands, Arabs. The Jewish population 
therefore constituted 28.4 per cent. of the total. Of the remainder. the 
Christians—European and Astatic—represented 7.9 per cent. The 
proportion of males to females in the total population was 1.018 to 
1,000, but among the Jews this relationship was reversed, there being 
1,000 temales to 994 males. The net increase during the first quarter 
was 13,929, including net immigration of 3,732. Since 4,378 immigrants 


were registered during the same period, the number of residents who 


left the country must have exceeded the number of foreign visitors 
This balance outwards ts all the more surprising inasmuch as the period 
dealt with covers in part the principal tourist season.. The net increase 
in the Jewish population was 5,721, of whom 3,512 were immigrants 
and tourists, 


[he birth-rate for the country during the quarter was the high one 


of 48.3 per 1,000, but this was appreciably lower than in the first 


quarter of any of the previous three years. Of the three religions, the 
birth-rate was lowest (30.4) among Jews, despite the large proportion 
between the age of twenty and forty. The lowest birth-rates (21 to 
28 per 1,000) were in Tel-Aviv and the other large Jewish centres and 
in Jericho, a Moslem village; the highest (74 to 79) were in some of the 
smalled Moslem towns. The average stated age of the parents was 
lower among Jews than among Arabs, but Arabs are notoriously 
unreliable in such matters. Among the Jewish mothers, 44.6 per cent. 
of the births were first children, whereas among Moslems it was as low 
as 15.3 per cent.. and among Christians 17.9.. On the other hand, in 
four cases of Jewish mothers, the birth was that of the thirteenth child.

cause of death, except in Tel-Aviv, where diseases of the heart took 
first place. Half the deaths of the whole country occurred before thc 
age of two years. This is in part explained by an infant mortal: 
rate of 118 per 1,000 among Moslems and S] among Jews. The lowes:

AN ACHIEVEMENT OF S.A. JEWRY 
Helping to Build Towns in Palestine

The comparatively small Community of the Dominion of Sou 
Africa plays a very great and constructive part in every Jewish move 
ment likely to promote the welfare of the Jewish people. [| have 
in mind not only the very considerable sums of money South Airicay 
Jews haye contributed to the work of charity and economic recon 
struction in Eastern Europe, or to Zionist Funds generally, but the grea 
personal interest many business men have taken in going out lo 
Palestine: in investigating its economic possibilities and eventual) 
establishing business undertakings calculated .to accelerate the pace 
of the economic development of the Yishuv. While it is only natura’ 
and to the good that in establishing these enterprises the South Alrican 
Jews bore in. mind that their enterprises should show a reasonab'- 
return on the money invested, profits and dividends, though quite goou 
were not the primary concern of many of them. 

The oldest of these South African undertakings in Palestine is (ic 
Binyan Mortgages Company, Ltd., which a year ago celebrated 1\s 
fifteenth anniversary. It started in a very small way soon after ‘he 
disturbances of 1921. Tel-Aviv was then only a village, and the Jewis! 
population of Haifa was just over 6,000. At the time it was thoug!h' 
that an initial capital of about £5,000 would be sufficient to begin 
operations. The Company was registered in South Africa and a sm! 
branch was opened in Palestine in 1923. 7 

As the name of the Company shows, the idea was to assist tc 
small man to provide himself with housing accommodation, and th- 
Company began granting long-term loans (twelve years) for the build 
ing of new small houses. The rate of interest was 8 per cent.— the 
lowest for that class of business in Palestine. As most of the othe: 
investors and builders concentrated on Tel-Aviv, which then began 
to grow rapidly, the Binyan Company went into the Haifa distric! 
and subsequently to Jerusalem. 

In 1933, Binyan invested another £38,000, and progress was »° 
satisfactory that the rate of interest on all loans was again reduced | 
to 7 per cent. Notwithstanding all the difficulties in Palestine !'\- 
during the years 1935 and especially 1936-1937, progress continucd 
and in 1937 alone the Company advanced £32,000 of its own mone) 
and £97,000 on behalf of outsiders—the Company’s various friends and 
clients—making a very respectable total of over £130,000 in one yeu 

A summary of the Company’s work during the fifteen years ' 
its activities shows that it has helped to erect 847 buildings with loan 
amounting to just under £530,000. And on this the Company earne: 
for its shareholders £69,952. Having increased its capital to near!) 
£180,000 and having large sums of outside money placed at |' 
disposal, the Binyan now contemplates extending its work into othe: 
fields, and a commercial bank, under the name of South African 
Binyan Bank, Ltd., will shortly be incorporated. 

It has also established a subsidiary company for insurance busines 


and its two branch offices in Haifa and Tel-Aviv have already startcu 
such operations.

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TRAINING GIRL FARMERS 


Work of the W.I.Z.0. and Moazath Hapoaloth 
HOPE FOR EUROPEAN REFUGEES 


Miss Ada Fishman, member of the Executive of the W.1.2.0., 
founder-member of the Moazath Hapoaloth (Council of Women 
Workers of Palestine), and founder of the Girls’ Agricultural Training 
farm, “Ayanoth,” was in London some time ago. She later went to 
the Continent to arrange for the transfer of a number of girls between 
the ages of fifteen and twenty-two from Austria to Palestine. by the 
end of this month. A second group will leave Europe in October for 
Palestine under the xgis of the German Council for Women and 
(Children. 

Miss Fishman told a representative of THe Jewish CHRONICLE that. 
despite the difficulties that have arisen in Palestine as a result of the 
disturbances, the work of development went on from week to week. 
' The same applies to the women’s activities, especially in the institu- 
tions for the training of girls in agriculture and domestic science. both 
those administered either solely by the W.1.Z.O. or jointly by the 
W.1.Z.0. and Moazath Hapoaloth or by the Moazath Hapoaloth itself. 
[here are 500 pupils being trained in all branches of agriculture and 
domestic science. This number could be increased if the organisations 
concerned were able to extend their premises for the accommodation 
of a larger number of pupiis. 200 immigration certificates have been 
eranted recently by the Government to the W.1.Z.0. and Moazath 
Hapoaloth, most of which will be distributed to girls from Austria and 
Germany. 

* Thus,” she said, “ the number of pupils training at these institutions 
wil be increased by 200, more than one-third of the total now in 
residence. The accommodation of these extra 200 pirls will naturally 
be a difficult task for us because it will mean a very rapid extension, 
but we consider it our duty to do all in our power to transfer as many 
girls as We can from countries where the Jewish population is being 
threatened. In addition to increasing the capacity of the institutions, 
it is also hoped to develop still further the extension work outside the 
institutions, that ts the training of girls in all kinds of urban and othe: 
occupations. This is a most valuable way of relieving the present 
state of unemployment in Palestine.” 

In reply to a question as to the cost of maintaining the agricultural 
traming schools, Miss Fishman said that a part-——approximately 25 per 
cent.—of the cost is derived from tncome trom the sale of produce. 
ihe remainder ts provided by the W.1.Z.O. for its own institutions and 
ior those tt runs jointly with the Moazath Hapoaloth, while the purely 
Moazath Hapoaloth institutions receive a subsidy from the Pioneer 
Women’s League in America. “ We hope,’ Miss Fishman said, ~ that 
our institutions will develop further and become self-supporting as fat 
as possible. As they are training institutions, however, they can never 
become entirely self-supporting. At. present, there is a crisis in 
Palestine. Prices have decreased; for instance, milk which we used 
to sell for 15 or 16 mils per litre now brings in only 9 mils per litre, and 
ihe sale of farm produce has suffered very considerably because of the 
importation of cheap foodstuffs from Syria. On the other hand, the 
price of fodder has remained constant. 

“You will see, therefore, that the whole economic situation of 
Palestine influences the amount our institutions can raise themselves. 
With regard to fees paid by pupils, at the Nahalal Agricultural School 
‘0 per cent. of the students pay fees. At Ayanoth, 10 per cent. pay, 
and at the four smaller training farms the girls do not pay at all.” 

Speaking of the efforts to popularise Palestinian goods in Europe, 
Miss Fishman pointed out that Jewry here could do Palestine great 


service by asking for Palestine products on every possible occasion.. 


i is a little thing to ask in comparison with the fight which the Yishuv 
is facing for the rebuilding of the Jewish National Home. ~*~: The 
terror,” Miss Fishman continued, “ has not passed by our institutions; 
the refectory of Ayanoth has bullet marks on the walls. When we were 
lirst attacked I called the pupils together and told them that any one of 
them could leave if she wished, but none of them went. 

“It is my conviction that nowhere save in Palestine do girls feel 
like this. So we continued to carry on our work just as the settlements 
were doing, often keeping guard during the night and carrying on with 
the daily tasks just as though nothing was happening. Sometimes it 
has been necessary to stay up the whole night, but that made no 
difierence to the time at which work was started in the morning or the 
amount of work to be got through. Rather have the girls been 
Stimulated to greater efforts in their work. In the rebuilding of the 
country, the women in Palestine share everything with the men, 
including the danger.”

anti-Jewish feeling (by asserting that the Jews want a war with 
Germany) and to divert this feeling into pro-Nazi channels. It is 
difficult to gauge how far they have succeeded. 

Of the other Fascist anti-Jewish bodies, the Imperial Fascist League 
is the only one that has shown any sign of life, holding meetings 
mainly in the North London area. The National Socialist League ot 
Joyce and Beckett, the former B.U.F. officials, seems to have done 
nothing except recruit A. K, Chesterton when he resigned trom the 
B.U.F. and issue some anti-Mosley literature. 


Success of Germany's Propaganda 


Despite the weakness of these “native” Fascist bodies, there has 
been during the year an extension of anti-Jewish feeling. That feeling 
has been aroused by the activities of the Nazis. Anti-Semitism has 
spread in proportion as German influence has increased. That ts a 
fact of the utmost importance. 

Germany. has carried on an active anti-Jewish campaign in this 
country. It is estimated that many thousands of pounds are being 
spent on propaganda designed to arouse a feeling of sympathy with 
Nazism in Englishmen. “ Anglo-German” organisations have been 
established and attractive “ Anglo-German” publications have been 
issued and distributed at large. There have been many cheap con- 
ducted tours in Germany for British professors, students, teachers, 
youth groups, and professional workers. 

This propaganda has been saturated with anti-Jewish sentiments. 
As one visitor to Germany wrote: “ Despite one’s natural reaction 
against this kind of talk [anti-Jewish lies], it becomes familiar, and | 
am not so sure it is so far from the thoughts of many English people 
as we like to pretend. In recent years the placidity of mixed English 
and Jewish communities has been disturbed. If that disturbance grew 
so that people began to talk about the Jews, how long would it be 
before many of us openly discarded our tolerance? Talk to English 
visitors to Germany if you think this an outrageous suggestion.” 

In the last few months the Jews haye begun to be talked about as 
rarely before. Most of the national daily newspapers have printed 
articles on the Jews, some triendly, some patronising, and others 
menacing. Neither has the local Press been neglected: for much 
space continues to be devoted to letters, which appear to be sent 
out in an organised fashion, on different aspects of the “ Jewish 
question.” 

What may be regarded as important straws in the wind are the 
anti-Jewish statements, some of which were later denied, attributed 
to various important personages in society and politics. There was. 
for instance, the unsympathetic mention of Jews by Lord Londonderry 
in his book “ Ourselves and Germany.” 

The anti-Jewish campaign has been linked up with a general anti- 
alien scare, the attempt being made to identify “alien” with “Jew”: 
and the object, first, to endanger the position of foreign Jews who are 
regarded as eternal enemies of the Reich, and, secondly, to divert 
tendencies that would otherwise be merely anti-Semitic into actively 
pro-German channels. 

Encouraged, as they were, by this anti-Jewish atmosphere, organisa- 
tions which formerly claimed to have no opinion about the Jews, 
but which have always been suspect, have come out into the open. 
This month’s ANGLO-GERMAN REviEW carries a number of menacing 
anti-Jewish articles, one written by Admiral Sir Barry Domvile, Chair- 
man of the “Link,” which describes itself as “an independent non- 
party organisation to promote Anglo-German friendship.” Major 
C. H. Douglas, the leading exponent of Social Credit theories, has also 
given expression during the last few months to anti-Jewish views. 

“ Anti-Semitism,” TIME AND TIDE pointed out recently, “ is spreading 
in Great Britain, and unscrupulous propagandists are ptoducing 
pamphlets and periodicals that threaten to rival the infamous 
STUERMER. Anti-Semitic slogans can be seen on walls in London.

THE DANGER OF. ANTI-SEMITISM 
TO NON-JEWS 


Fortunately, in the face of this growing danger, Jews have beguy 
to show more vigilance than in the past. In March, there took placc 
an important debate at the Whitechapel Art Gallery between a repre- 
sentative of the Jewish People’s Council and an official, speaking 
unofficially. of the Anti-Defamation Campaign. There was fundamenta| 
agreement that anti-Semitism was being used by Fascism as a smoke. 
screen from behind which an attack on democracy as a whole wa, 
being prepared. The debate proved to be a precursor of the unit, 
talks that began shortly after, and still continue, between the London 
Area Council and the Co-ordinating Committee of the Board o 
Deputies and the Jewish People’s Council. The first result to date 
has been an interchange of speakers and literature. This began las: 
month. 

Apart from this, it has become more clearly recognised during the 
vear among non-Jews, in addition, that the attack upon the Jews |, 
merely the prelude to the attack on the liberties of all. This under- 
standing of the political use of Jew-baiting has done much to counte: 
the growth of anti-Semitism. Many prominent non-Jews, especially 
Churchmen. have made it clear that as modern anti-Semitism is a dead|\ 
menace to all Christians and to all democratic people, so non-Jews 
must help the Jews in their fight against tt. 

Summing up: while the B.U.F. and other “ British” Fascist ani 
Jewish bodies are no stronger than they were a year ago, there has 
been a development of anti-Jewish feeling. due primarily to Naz: 
propaganda. This is being countered by the development of unity 
among the Jewish people and by the realisation by the non-Jews 
that anti-Semitism is used by the Fascists to aid them in the destruc 
tion of democracy. During the past year, Jews and non-Jews havc 


for the first time really begun to understand that anti-Semitism and 
democracy are incompatible.

lf there was any Opposition in the very large audience, it did not 
manifest itself. Neither the upraised arms of the German Nazi salute 
nor Mosley’s pro-Hitler remarks called forth any marked disapproval. 
At the end of the meeting a large crowd of young Fascists went 
through Mare Street, where there was some disturbance, shouting pro- 
Hitler. anti-Semitic remarks. Although the “ Horst Wessel” was not 
played at the meeting, it was sung with much gusto by the departing 
Fascists. About 300 Blackshirts later marched through certain Bethnal 
Green streets shouting, “ The Yids want war. We must get rid of the 
Yids”’ A number of Jews were assaulted, and windows, including 
that of the Bethnal Green Labour Party, were smashed. 

Some idea of the confusion which 1s being perniciously exploited to 
utilise the Jew as the scapegoat and in which process Fascists are 
malignantly active was reflected in a conversation I overheard sub- 
sequently.

Precarious Finances 


The annual meeting of the Highbury Jewish Home for Friendless 
Children was held on Tuesday at the Home. Mr. William Goldstein 
presided, and read a letter from Sir Isidore Salmon, M.P., the President, 
expressing anxiety about the finances of the Home, which were too 
much dependent upon fortuitous income rather than upon annua! 
subscribers. 

Mr. Goldstein referred to the resignation as Chairman of Mrs. Harry 
Salmon, whose place had been taken by Mrs. Goldstein. He said that Mr, 
Salmon had intimated that her resignation would only be temporary, and 
the sooner she resumed her office, which none could discharge with such 
a high degree of efficiency, the better the Committee would be pleased. 
Mr. Geoffrey Salmon had now become Vice-Chairman, and Mrs. Salmon 
would remain in touch with the Home and would act as Chairman to the 
College Commitice which it was intended to form. The College and 
the mothercraft course seemed unable to attract young women. Wiss 
Dyson, their Matron, had recently retired, and Miss Faber had taken 
her place. They were indebted to Dr. Avery for her services as Hon. 
College Lecturer and to their Hon. Consultants, Mr, C. Ratcliffe Sandiford. 
ear, nose, and throat specialist, and Dr. J. Challis, anesthetist. The heating 
arrangements of the Home had been improved and extended and the 
playground made more satisfactory. Their thanks were due to the Dance 
Committee and also to the Junior Aid Society, whose recent amalgamation 
with the Highbury Home Helpers promised benefits in the future. The) 
had an extremely satisfactory record from the Annexe, and they owed a 
tribute to Mrs. Davis, whose indefatigable efforts were responsible for the 
success of the children’s home at Finchley. Their thanks were due to 
Mr. Seymour Robinson, the Hon. Dentist, and to Dr. Cline, who took a 
keen interest in the Annexe. The Committee wished to express to thei 
President their appreciation of his work and their hopes for his speed, 
return to health.

Mr. Spanjer pointed out that, from an income of nearly £7,000. on), 
£645 represented either donations or subscriptions. They had to budget 
for an expenditure next year of £7,000, and they were, on a most optimisii 
estimate, £500 short of that figure. It would be necessary to curtail the 
work of the Home unless more support were forthcoming. They had 
received £105 from the Albert and Victoria Hospital Aid Society, through 
the good offices of Mr. Goldstein, and the Dance Committee and the Junio:

FOR GERMAN AND AUSTRIAN JEWRY 


The € hiet Rabbi has addressed a letter to every Synagogue throughout 
the Empire, asking that one day during the High Festivals be devoted to 
a consideration of his Religious Emergency Fund for German and Austrian 
Jewry. It is desired, through the Jewish Friends’ Food Fund, to distribute 
Kasher food to institutions (hospitals, homes, and orphanages): to give 
subsidies to German and Austrian Kehillas, where it is still possible to 
maintain religious institutions: to give assistance to clergy and officials. 
to transfer students of Yeshivas and seminaries to colleges in democratic 
lands; and, in general, to assist those unfortunate Jews whose lives have 
been uprooted in Germany and Austria. The subject of Kasher food in 
Germany was discussed at the recent conference of Anglo-Jewish Preachers. 
and a resolution was passed pledging support for the Chief Rabbi's effor\. 


WILKES STREET SYNAGOGUE 


In the presence of a large gathering last week, the Synagogue al 9}. 
Wilkes Street, Spitalfields, which had been internally and externally 
redecorated, was reconsecrated. It was re-opened by Mr. Harry Ritt, to 
whom a gold key was presented, and the reconsecration service was 
conducted by Rabbi Dr. 1. Goodman (the Regional Minister for North and 
North-East London) and the Revs. B. Cherrick and J. Goldstein, of the New 
Synagogue, assisted by the choir of that Synagogue under the direction of 
Mr. H. P. Rosenberg. Rabbi Dr. Goodman said that particularly in these 
tragic times, when political y and economically we lack security, we need 0 
stress the strengthening of our spiritual organisations to withstand the sad 
experiences of exile. Torah, he said, is a portable fatherland which gives 
us a sense of security and a hold upon life when all else fails us. Mr. 
Cherrick also delivered an address. A number of members of the New 
Synagogue, Stamford Hill, attended and contributed towards the funds. The 
Synagogue has accommodation for about 200 men and 130 women.

THEATRES 
A YEAR IN THE THEATRE 


The year which is almost at an end to-day has been marked by at 
least two theatrical events of particular interest to Jews: the visit 
of the Palestine players’ company, Habimah, and the short season of 
Maurice Schwartz's New York Yiddish company. Once again, 
Habimah’s greatest success was the repetition of their classic production 
of Ansky’s “ Dybbuk.” Excellent performances were also given by 
this company of “ Uriel Acosta ” and “ The Wandering Jew.” Maurice 
Schwartz presented last July “ The Brothers Ashkenazi,” adapted from 
the novel by Singer. Neither of these two events, however. can be 
said to have made Jewish theatrical history, for Habimah’s triumph 
was in a revival, and the production by the New York Yiddish com- 
pany, despite many examples of brilliant acting, was concerned with 
an adaptation from a great novel which could scarcely claim to be a 
great play. 

Apart from these, there have been few plays during the year the 
subject matter of which has been concerned with Jews. Harry Green 
revived Aaron Hofimann’s “ Welcome Stranger” in February, and 
reminded us how far public taste had wandered from the days when 
closely-knit contrivance was demanded. “The Hand of the Potter,” 
by Theodore Dreiser, was given at the little Portfolio Theatre and 
produced by Mr. Hector Abbas. Lance Lanyon’s “Do We Not 
Bleed,” a melodramatic treatment of “ Streicherism,’ was presented 
on a Sunday night. Mr. James Agate’s adaptation of a play on the 
Dreyfus case was tried out at the “ Q”™ and, like the film on the same 
subject shown during the year, managed to avoid the signilicant fact 
of the victim’s Jewishness. “Awake and Sing,” by Clifford Odets, was 
given a Sunday night production. Mr. John Gielgud, during his season 
at the Queen’s Theatre, produced the “ Merchant of Venice.” and, 
in the leading role, discovered an unusual, but dramatically ineffective, 
Shylock. Since it ts closely paralleled to the story in Genesis, it is 
perhaps permissible to include Peter Blackmore's amusing comedy 
“Lots Wife” among the pieces of Jewish interest, and in the same 
way mention ts deserved of the revival of James Bridie’s beautiful 
dramatic version of the Apocryphal story, “ Tobias and the Angel.” 
which, after a short run at the Open Air Theatre, was transferred to 
the St. Martin’s. 


Jewish Playwrights and Actors 


There have been comparatively few works by Jewish playwrighis 
during the past twelve months. Apart from Mr. Dreiser's play, 
we have had two plays from Mr. S. N. Behrman, one of which, how- 
ever, was a translation, “Amphitryon 38.” from the original French 
play by M. Giraudoux. Mr. Behrman’s “Serena Blandish” was 
presented last week at the Gate. Mr. Norman Ginsbury provided a 
new English version of Ibsen's “ Ghosts,” which was presented last 
November. 

A review of the year in the theatre reveals that Jewish actors and 
actresses on the English stage are very few and have achieved no 
outstanding triumphs during the period. Luther Adler, an American 
actor and a member of a famous Jewish theatrical family, gave 1 
brillant performance in “ Golden Boy.” Elisabeth Bergner won con- 
‘siderable appreciation in the title réle of Bernard Shaw's “ St. Joan,” 
revived at the Malden Festival. Leo Genn, after evoking considerable 
praise for his acting in the lead, in a Sunday night production, of 
This, My Life,” successfully undertook an important rdle in Charles 
Morgan’s “ Flashing Stream,” at present playing at the Lyric. A 
performance of very considerable merit was given by Alexander Sarner 
i. “ Lease for Disposal” at the little Players’ Theatre. 

On the business side of the theatre, Jews have taken an even smaller 
part, In the West End, there are, of course, no theatrical enterprises 
in which Jews take a prominent part in any way comparable to suca 
managements as Wyndham and Albury or the Tennants or Cochran, 
or that powerful organisation Jennings and Killich (of “ twofor” 
lame). In the suburbs. Jack de Leon has maintained the success of the 
* QO” Theatre and is contemplating productions at the Embassy. 


Support for the Theatre 


On the other hand, the interest aroused by the theatre among the 
Jewish Community has, according to the observations of several 
Managers well qualified to judge, shown a gratifying development. 
Not only do Jews provide a proportionally large section of theatre 
audiences, but their support of what is termed “ intelligent theatre,” 
even though it is offen housed in less accessible and less comfortable 
buildings, has frequently made gallant productions of this kind possible. 

lo those who appreciate the great importance of the theatre as a 
medium of art. and civilisation and who often and understandably 
‘peak in despair of its progress in this country, the past twelve months 
i retrospect has had some encouraging features. The success of 
©'Neil’s “ Mourning Becomes Electra” was a welcome antidote to 
the pessimists who declared that only trash can draw. The sincerity 
and beauty of Norman MacOwan’'s “ Glorious Morning “ was another 
heartening event, while Charles Morgan’s “The Flashing Stream 
should effectively refute the assertion that there are no audiences for 
“oything written in language less puerile than the gossip columns o£ 
the Sunday Press. Jean Jacques Bernard's “ The Unguiet Spirit,” which 
Was given at the Gate, was, of course, like all this great writer's plays, 
er for the educated palate. But, in addition to ene out- 
be hg plays, there have been several thoroughly sound, workman- 
pieces which have merited their success. “ Robert's Wife,” 


= ohn Ervine, is an excellent play; “ Poison Pen” was first-rate 
hae and “Amphitryon 38.” was a delicious example of witty irony.

| welcome revival of Zola’s “ Thou Shalt Not,” by Nancy Price, 
beont also be added to the credit of the past year’s theatre. And, 
“aving aside purely commercial success in worthy plays, there have 


been such productions as “ Trial of a Judge,” by Stephen Spender, 
at the Unity Theatre, and two excellent plays by James Bridie, “ The 
King of Nowhere,” which was done at the Old Vic, and “ The Last 
Trump,” which, after presentation at Malvern, has now come to Town, 

Probably the most outstanding performance of the year was Beatrix 
Lehmann’s acting in “ Mourning Becomes Electra.” Lawrence Olivier } 
raised himself to the ranks of our leading actors by his Shakespearean | 
roles at the Old Vic. Though his most provocative performance was | 
in Macbeth, probably his Coriolanus was his greatest original achieve- 
ment. There is really distinguished acting by Godfrey Tearle in “ The 
Flashing Stream,” and Edith Evans reveals her brilliance in “ Robert's 
Wife.” Margaret Rawlings has discovered a subtlety in her work 
in “ The Flashing Stream” which must be added to her capacity for 
dramatic power which she proved in such plays as “ Parnell” and 
“ Black Limelight.” John Gielgud well maintained his reputation in! 
Shakespeare's “ Richard IL” and in Chehov's “ Three Sisters.” 


Yiddish Plays 

That gallant company of Yiddish players at the Grand Palais, Comes 
mercial Road, the Yiddish Folk’s Theatre, provided a successful season! 
Ol plays under the direction of Mr. Isaacovitch. In several of the 
productions, a very old favourite of the London Yiddish stage appeared 
mn the person of Joseph Sherman. In February, Mme. Fanny Waxman 
celebrated at the Jewish National Theatre the forty-fifth anniversary 
of her acting career, while the Yiddish Folk’s Theatre received a visit 
from the well-known American Yiddish artists, Lucy and Mischa 
German. In January,.a season of Yiddish plays was attempted in the 
suburbs, at the St. Gabriel's Hall, Cricklewood. 

The English theatre has suffered a heavy loss this year in the passing 
of Lilian Bayliss, that woman of indomitable courage and 
unshakable ideals, who made the Old Vic and also made Sadler's 
Wells as we know it to-day. Of the effects of this loss on her 
“institutions.” it is still, after many months, too early to judge, and 
they. like the ultimate outcome of the much-disputed National Theatre 
project, raise questions still in the mists of the future. 


What's Wrong With the Theatre ? 

On the whole, the year in the theatre has been one not devoid of 
Significance. Fora long time it has been stressed by persons of acumen 
that the weakness of the English theatre has been its inability to sell 
iis productions. This is, of course, a crude, if concise, way of putting 
it. But it is a matter of even greater importance to the serious theatre 
than to what is termed popular stuff. Though it 1s still in its early 
weeks, Mr. Charles Morgan’s “The Flashing Stream” has provided, 
by its success, a Valuable pointer. Had this fine play been able to rely 
merely on the ordinary methods of informing the public of its existence, 
it is probable that it would have stood little chance. Fortunately, 
Mr. Morgan is a famous novelist with a large readership. among @ 
class who can aflord at least an occasional visit to the theatre. It 
had. therefore. by reason of its authorship, the power to make itself 
known to the kind of people who can appreciate it. The same factor, 
incidentally, precluded the application of standards in Press criticism 
too ofien apnlted, and for once the test of whether 1t would be appre- 

d by a tired business man and his lady friend was abandoned, 
Surely here is a hint on the usually woeful ineptitude displayed in the 
process of “selling theatre.” It is no answer to the difficulty to cife 
the cinema and cry hopelessly that the theatre cannot aflord the orgy 
of advertising profitably indulged by that branch of entertainment 
The theatre’s methods must be different, and can be well within its 
means. If the publicity and advertising skill of the book-publishing 
business were as lamentably amateurish (and often simply non- 
existent) as is that of the theatre, of the making of books there would 
be a very speedy end. Unfortunately, it flatters a certain type of 
impresario to encourage his belief in some kind of esoteric flair 
whereby he pretends to be able to pick winners in the theatrical 
lottery. and it conceals the appalling tmefficiency of those more 
immediately concerned with selling theatre. When this anachronistk 
system sends some trashy play to its doom it is bad enough. Bul 
when it results in barring the stage to works of real value it 1s an 
artistic tragedy. And that is what, in the long run, it is bound te 
do. Mr. Priestley has recently made bitter references to his dis 
appointments in the theatre. His dramatic version of “Good Com 
panions,” coming after the extraordinary popularity of his novel by 
that name, was a success. Subsequent plays by him of far greate 
dramatic value have been less fortunate. If he ponders the problen 
in the light of the inefficiency in selling theatre referred to above, he 
will see that his experience is in no way a confirmation of the favourite 
managerial dictum: “ What the public wants is tripe.”

** They Fly By Twilight ” 


Scrsitive Realism

The late Mr. Paul Dornhorst drew a picture of the little unnoticed 
man and of the drama which comes to his wretched life with a truth- 
Iness which is profoundly moving. 

: In his play, “ They Fly By Twilight,” which is presented at the “Q” 
Sea neatre this week, the agony of a simple, decent soul tied in matrimony 
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to a flaming. noisy. vulgar creature ts revealed with pathetic effect. The 
misery of the little Clapham grocer Is only intensified when, too late, 
he meets the girl who really could give him the quiet companionship 
for which he yearns. In the vulgar row which flares up when his wife 
finds out, the little man suddenly loses his head and the result is murder. 

Without sentimentality, the play touches depths of pathos, and Richard 
Bird. as the little grocer, gives a fine restrained example of inability to 
cope with circumstances. He does, however, deprive him of the maximum 
sympathy by suggesting rather more appreciation of events and too little 
of those baffled groping qualities which are the real tragedy of such characters. 
Olive Sloan gives an authentic animal loudness to the florid wife; Vivienne 
Bennett produces the right effect of stillness in the girl whom the grocer 
should have married; and the wife's saloon-bar friends are boisterously 
played by Vera Lennox and Godfrey Baxter. There is a neat picture of 
a shop-boy by John Denis. This play should be seen in a small West End 
theatre.

Ivor Novello as Henry V 


Pageantry at Drury Lane 


The international situation sat heavily on the patriotic tub-thumping 
of “ Henry V “ at Drury Lane this week. It was difficult comfortably 
to applaud the conquest of a foreign land, even though Shakespeare, 
like his contemporaries, had no qualms about it. Before conscience 
awoke. there was a time for these things. There will be again when 
conscience is appeased, but not now, 

To this feeling in the air Lewis Casson’s production answers with brave 
banners and glittering panoply on a mudiless earth and hides the horrors 
of reality. It is a pageant for the eye, sometimes beautiful, frequently 
effective. and always dignified. Apart from Edward Carrick’s Nash-like 
scenery. this war need not worry us. No one ts getting hurt, or even dirty, 
or even untidy. 

Ivor Novello. as the king. speaks his lines clearly and intelligently. He 
has a complete grasp of the character, but fails to bring it to life. He 
needs more variety of intonation, and more virility. The smaller part: 
are nearly all in the hands of experienced Shakespearean actors, who acquit 
themselves well. One can perhaps, without unfairness, single out Frederick 
Bennett, as Fluellen, Alexander Sarner, as Bates, Lawrence Baskcomb, as 
Pistol, and Peter Graves, as the Dolphin. Falstaff's death. compressed into 
one scene, is sadly bungled. It is the truest Shakespeare in the play and 
is dismissed as a mere incidental 

The most lively performance ts given by Dorothy Dickson, as Katharine. 
The first appearance of her lovely personality gives breath to everything 
and she puts over her naughty lines deliciously. Gwen Frangcon-Davies 
plays the chorus rather in the manner of a principal boy in a pantomime.

FIRST WOMAN IMPRESARIO IN 
SOUTH AFRICA 


Jewish Girl Directs Native Dancers 


There is at present in Engiand a rather remarkable young South 
African Jewess, Miss Bertha Slosberg. Born in Russia, Miss Slosberg 
went to South Africa at an early age, and has since accomplished some 
remarkable things in the world of the theatre. 

Primarily she is a journalist, amd, although she has never given up 
her first love, it has led her feet into 
somewhat different paths. In the course 
of her professional wanderings, she had 
much to do with the theatre, and later 
became South Africa’s first woman 
impresario. That is not all, for her 
theatrical venture was in connection with 
coloured people. It was the first time 
that any white person had attempted to 
Stage native artists doing their native 
songs and dances. 

_ This was considered an almost revolu- 
tionary event by the white population, 
and for some time this Courageous girl 
had to fight the difficulties not only of 
a medium somewhat strange to her but 
also colour prejudice. 

It is a tribute to her intelligence and 
arustic foresight that eventually the Bantu performers whom she 
presented received appreciation in terms of the highest praise in the 
Johannesburg Press. | 

Miss Slosberg discovered several quife brilliant performers among 
these people, and theatrical agents from Europe were anxious to secure 
their services. Unfortunately, however, there were administrative 
difficulties in the way of their leaving the country; and it was not 
until Miss Slosberg got a troupe together herself that the original 
native art was presented here. 

Film work has also engaged the attention of this young lady, and 
her assistance in producing “location” shots of native life has been 
much appreciated. “King Solomon's Mines” is one of the films on 
which she has worked. 

She trained the native dancers in the recent stage production of 


“ Sanders of the River ” at the Drury Lane Theatre, and is now on 
tour in the Provinces with that company.

recrudescence of activity in the studios at Denham, Pinewood, Elstree. 
Islington, and Ealing. More money ts being spent, and, with these 
producers and Zoltan Korda and Irving Asher, not to mention the 
new combine of Hitchcock, Pommer, and Laughton, all working on 
new films. there should soon be good results and therefore good 
“ box-office.” 

The passing of the new Films Act at the beginning of 1938 has also 
probably contributed its share to this spurt in the industry. Briefly, the 
Bill ensures that films produced in the United Kingdom by a British 
subject or a British company, and employing at least SO per cent. o: 
British labour, will be distributed and exhibited on a scale increasin: 
to the proportion of one British to three or four foreign films. 

Of the British films shown during the year, only eight or nine could 
charitably be called successes. “The Drum,” starring Sabu, a United 
Artists picture in technicolor, ran for several weeks and is now draw 
ing large crowds in the Provinces. George Formby, in “I See Ice. 
and Will Hay, in “ Oh, Mr. Porter,” both helped considerably to rats. 
the reputation of British comedies. “Owd Bob,” with Will Fytic 
and “ South Riding,” with Ralph Richardson, which was adapted from 
Winifred Holtby’s book of the same name, were convincing picture 
of English country life, well produced by Robert Stevenson and Victo: 
Saville respectively. They contained some excellent acting. “A Yani 
at Oxford,” starring Robert Taylor, M.-G.-M.’s first film to be made 
with the English company, was, of course, a tremendous success. 


Special Jewish Interest 

The Jews having occupied so much space in the news colunins 
of the Press all the year, it is, perhaps, all to the good that they hav. 
not featured also in the amusement columns. Two Yiddish film 
neither of them new, have been shown. “The Eternal Wanderer. 
a moving story of the Jews in present-day Germany. vas exhibited tor 
one day only.

It was remarkab\ 
for the fact that it was the first Continental production to b> * dubbed

Not one of these, however, could be said to have made any co! 
tribution to the better understanding of the Jew and his problem, 
First National's “ Life of Emile Zola.” however, which was seen 1 
London at the end of 1937, preached with great eloquence the lesson 
that truth is everlasting and will in the end prevail, but omitted to 
bring out the fact that Dreyfus was a Jew and that anti-Semitisn 
was a motive prompting his accusers. This was, no doubt, deliberate 
policy, but it was a glorious opportunity missed, one which Pau! 
Muni, who took the part of Zola, might have jumped at. Joseph 
Schildkraut, who played Dreyfus, gained the Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences award for “ the best supporting player to

_ In a consideration of the films shown during the past year, ii | 
impossible to discount the influence of day-to-day events. There havc 
been two outstanding trends in recent productions—an attempt to lace 
the horrors and an attempt to escape. In a mass of mediocrities, 0! 
films made without any purpose. other than “ box-office appeal. 
the “crazy comedies” and cartoons and the topical films arc 
conspicuous. 

The topical films can be divided again into two sections: the serious 
and the profane. “ International Settlement,” a cheaply sensationa! 
picture of war in China, and “ The Last Train Out of Madrid” were 
typical of the pictures produced for the masses, creating entertainmen' 
out of dead bodies that are still warm. 

“ Blockade,” a thoughtful picture of life in present-day Spain, 
“ Spanish Earth,” a documentary with commentary by Ernest Heming- 
way, and “I Accuse,” a sound version of Abel Gance’s eighteen-yea'- 
old indictment of war, were also born of topical events, but they told 
their tales with dignity, and their audiences left the cinemas wiser than 
when they went in. “ Dead End,” Samuel Goldwyn’s convincing stor) 
of New York slum life, of the creation of gangsters, and “ The River, 
a documentary telling how man’s greed caused the Mississippi floods, 
both came into this category also. These were all films with a purpose 
other than the raking in of receipts. Two “ March of Time” films 0! 
special Jewish interest were “In Nazi Germany” and “Nazi 
Conquest.” | 

_ The demand for “ crazy comedies’ began last year, but it has con- 
tinued and is only now beginning to slacken. Katharine Hepburn > 
’ Bringing Up Baby” is typical of these. Nothing can be too crazy 
for the audience, only too willing to escape from realities into a world 
which knows only how to laugh. Walt Disney’s “Snow White and 
the Seven. Dwarfs” is too delicate a production to be classed with 
the crazy slapstick, but it is an escapist film par excellence. It would 
always be popular, but would it have enjoyed such phenomenally lons 
runs in times of peace and goodwill?

Anyone seeking enter- 
tainment that is different and unusual should see this film. 

Here is a picturesque thief, wanted by the police and safe from 
them as long as he remains in the Casbah quarter of Algiers. Respected 
by all, including a dectective who is his friend as well as his relent- 
less official enemy, Pepe Le Moko becomes infatuated with a beautiful, 
travel-weary girl. He is tricked into leaving the Casbah to be near 
her, is given away by a jealous native girl, and is fimally shot by an 
over-zealous detective. The gripping climax does not yield to 
convention. It is tragic, yet emotionally satisfying.

The film is exquisitely directed by John Cromwell, who must have 
a deep understanding.of the metaphysical and psychological working 
of the criminal mind. The sustained suspense and stark realism which 
provides us with the illusion that we are actually in Algiers is largely 
due to the director and the cameraman. James Wong Howe 1s respon- 
sible for some amazing photography, and his handling of light and 
shade, composition, and camera angles plays no little part in maintaining 
the mysterious, humid atmosphere that surrounds the Casbah, a native 
quarter that shelters men and women of every age and race and 
kind: a treacherous labyrinth of alley-ways and inter-connected root 
terraces, odorous with the filth and squalor of centuries. 

Charles Boyer ts excellent as Pepe Le Moko. Sigrid Gurie, as Ines, 
betters her performance in “ Marco Polo.” Here she is a street wait 
who gives Pepe away in a moment of native jealousy. Hedy Lamar: 
(who was the girl in “ Extase’) abounds in good looks and acting 
talent in her first American picture. A Maltese by birth, Joseph 
Calleia, as the sly Inspector Slimane, gives a wonderful performance 
that embodies some of the philosophy of the East. Gene Lockhart 
is the informer who collapses under the brutal questioning by Pepe and 


his men; Alan Hale plays the well-educated receiver of stolen goods 
and Stanley Fields is Carlos, the blunt henchman who sees only Gaby’s 
jewels and not the deadly fascination she has for Pepe. 


“BOYS TOWN “—Enappire, Leicester Square (“A” Certificate) 


Of the new cycle of reform school pictures, this stands out a mile 
ahead of the others. It is a sincere representation of a fine ideal and 
a powertul message on the subject of reformation. 

In. America, there is actually a Father Flanagan who started a boy’s 
town in Nebraska, weathered the troubles of lack of funds and 
public support, and emerged completely successful. So faithful is the 
picture to its real-life counterpart that Father Flanagan is exempted 
from the usual sub-title concerning the coincidence of screen characters 
resembling the living or dead. Spencer Tracy gives a superfine per- 
formance which almost exceeds his magnificent portrayals in previous 
films. Norman Taurog has directed the film sympathetically, and his 
treatment shows an extraordinary insight into the character of 
neglected youth. There is a touching scene where the boys are saying 
grace before meals. Here is a Jewish lad who says his prayers in 
Hebrew aloud, without the slightest fear of embarrassment from the 
other boys around him. 

Devoid of any romantic interest, through the absence of any woman, 
the excellent cast of boys offsets any loss in this direction. Mickey 
Rooney again surpasses himself in the biggest réle of his career: 
Henry Hull is the man who backs Father Flanagan—his characterisa- 
tion suggests a good-hearted Jewish financier—and there are a lot of 
forthright-looking lads who invest in their réles

“CRIME SCHOOL ”"—Gaumont (“A” Certificate) 


That film stories go in cycles has long been an axiom of filmdom. 
and London is now being treated to a cycle of juvenile crime films. 
This Warner Brothers contribution to the subject has been made to 
exploit the rather soiled and dubious personalities of the gang of 
youngsters who appeared in “ Dead End” and “ Little Tough Guy,” 
but its manufactured story fails to ring true. As an indictment of the 
United States’ graft-ridden reformatories, it fails through over-emphasis. 

If you liked the “ Dead End Kids” before, you will like this. for 
they certainly manage to make petty larcency appear amusing; but 


if you expect a serious treatment of a serious subject you will find 
that the producers have bowed to popular requirements and con- 
centrated on sentiment. The story purports to delve deep, but merely 
scratches on a saccharined surface. The film is similar to “ The Mayor 
of Hell,” which starred James Cagney some years ago.

“A ROYAL DIVORCE ”—Carlton (“A” Certificate) 

This Herbert Wilcox production directed by Jack Raymond and 
starring Ruth Chatterton and Pierre Blanchar (famous for his per.

indigestible entertainment. There is too much of it, it has too slow a 
tempo, and excessively rich background that affects one much as 
over-eating does.

So few of us know, however, how Napoleon really looked and 
behaved that Pierre Blanchar’s portrayal must be taken as being more 
or less authentic, for fitm producers have elaborate historical research 
departments.

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NEW YEAR 


BY AUNTIE 


WISH all my readers a Happy and Pros- 
| ee New Year. May the year that is 

about to begin bring peace for Israel and all 
mankind! That prayer, I am sure, will be 
echoed by all. Peace is our greatest need, a 
peace of mind and of spirit, above all, peace 
from persecution and humiliation, peace to 
pursue our highest ideals. 


RENEWAL 


For us, Rosh Hashana is not merely a mark 
in the calendar, denoting a change of date. It 
is a great spiritual occasion, a day set apart 
for renewal of the pledges to the high purposes 
for which Israel has been chosen. There was 
never a New Year's day when the summons 
was more insistent or when—lI feel confident 
—the response will be more general. It is not 
without significance that our New Year's day 
is set in the autumn, when the dead leaves 
are falling and the new buds are coming on the 
trees. For that is to be our task. To shed 
the dead leaves of our baser instincts and to 
form the buds of new resolves and better 
purposes. It is in the autumn that the winds 
blow to hasten the process of this natural 
renewal. In Hebrew, we use the same word for 
wind and for spirit. And it is by the operation 
of a spiritual gale, as it were, that the shedding 
of these dead leaves is accelerated. 


THE SHOFAR 


The distinctive feature of the New Year 
Service is the blowing of the Shofar. It is a 
primitive instrument taking us back to the days 
of Abraham and Isaac, who, in the story of 
the ram caught in the thicket, teach us the 
lessons of obedience and loyalty and sacrifice. 
The Shofar was used as an alarm and as a 
signal to go forward. It may still serve those 
purposes. Many of us go on our own sweet 
way heedless of the dangers we are incurring 
by our thoughtlessness or our sinfulness. The 
strident notes of the Shofar should pull us up 
sharply. They tell us of the perils which 
inevitably result from neglect of God's laws. 
And they also bid us march on. There must be 
no standing still in lethargy and indifference. 
Every day has its tasks and its duties. I am 
old enough to remember the days before motor- 
cars. And I recall certain steep hills in London 
where a horse was always kept to help in 
pulling heavy vehicles up the incline. If you 
neglect to pull your weight with the rest of 
the Community, many loads may be left at 
the bottom of the hill. So the Shofar calls for 
service. Do not be a deserter or absentee when 
the “ fall-in” is sounded. 


AN ANNIVERSARY 


The day is traditionally the anniversary of. 


the creation. But Jewish teaching is that 
creation is never finished. It is always going 
on, and man is the partner of God in the great 
work. Do not be merely a “sleeping ” 
partner. You can create lovingkindness and 
sympathy. The world, we are taught, is built 
very largely on deeds of mercy. See that you 
lay at any rate a few bricks of this structure 


COUNTING THE Days 


Nowadays, with the advance in astronomical 
Science, we are able to calculate with. the 
greatest accuracy when New Year falls. In 
ancient Palestine, it used to be done by direct 
observation of the New Moon, and there were 
elaborate arrangements for conveying the 
results of this observation ‘throughout the 
length and breadth of the country, so that no 
one should be in error. There was a spiritual 
significance attaching to this procedure. ‘Men’s 
‘thoughts were turned to heaven. “So teach 
us to number our days that. we may. get us a 
heart of wisdom,” sings the Psalmist, They 
‘counted the number of their days in ancient 
Let us do so still. We do not know 
whether our lives will be long or short. But 
even a short life may be long if it is full of 
ood works. And even a long lite may be short 

it is empty and frivolous. Make your life 


— 


a full one: then, even if you are called hence 
before fulfilling the allotted span of human 
existence, your days may still have been “ long 
on the land.”
